now  laid  down  upon  the  City  plan,  of  the  width  of  eighty  (80)

Amber  street  to  Trenton  avenue  ;  Bainbridge  street,  (under 
the  north  and  south  sidewalks)  from  Thirteenth  to  Broad 
street ;  Belgrade  street,  from  Nefi'  to  Clearfield  street ;  Boudi- 
not  street,  from  Clearfield  to  Indiana  street ;  Cantrell  street, 
from  Fifth  to  Sixth  street ;  Emerald  street,  from  Allegheny 
avenue  to  Clearfield  street ;  Forty-second  street,  from  Girard 
avenue  to  Leidy  street  ;  Kingsley  street,  from  Pechin  street 
to  Ridge  avenue  ;  Lawrence  street,  from  end  of  present  sewer 
north  of  Norris  street  to  Diamond  street ;  Master  steeet,  from 
Fifty-fourth  to  Fifty-fifth  street ;  Musgrove  street,  from 
Church  to  Sharpnack  street,  without  the  usual  condition  that 
the  contractor  shall  accept  sums  assessed  upon  the  properties 
lying  on  the  line  of  said  sewer  in  payment  for  the  same  :  Pro- 
vided, howevt^r.  That  no  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the  drainage 
of  properties  on  the  said  Musgrove  street  until  the  regular 
frontage  charges  shall  have  been  paid  therefor ;  Orkney 
street,  from  York  to  Cumberland  street ;  Rush  street,  from 
Frankfordto  Trenton  avenue;  Stiles  street,  from  Forty-second 
street  to  Belmont  avenue  ;  Willow  street,  from  Harrison  street 
to  Dark  Run  creek  ;  Kingsessing  avenue,  from  Forty-eighth 
street  to  West  Chester  Railroad;  Lyceum  avenue,  from  Ridge 
avenue  to  Mitchell  street;  Paschall  avenue,  from  Sixty-eighth 
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street  to  Island  avenue,  and  on  Island  avenue,  from  Pasctiall 
avenue  to  Saybrook  street ;  Ridge  avenue,  from  Leverington  to 
Lyceum  avenue,  and  on  Torresdale  avenue,  from  Pennypack 
<;reek  to  Solly  street,  without  the  usual  condition  that  the  con- 
tractor shall  accept  sums  assessed  upon  the  properties  lying 
■on  the  line  of  said  sewer  in  payment  for  the  same  :  Provided, 
however,  That  no  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the  drainage  of 
properties  on  the  said  Torresdale  avenue  until  the  regular 
frontage  charges  shall  have  been  paid  therefor. 

Sect.  2.  The  Directer  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot* 
them  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders  ;  and  it  shall  be  a  con- 
dition of  said  contract,  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the 
sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  upon 
the  lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by 
ordinance,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment 
upon  property  for  the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or 
drains,"  approved  May  12,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto, 
approved  February  16,  1869  ;  except  in  the  cases  of  Musgrove 
street,  and  Torresdale  avenue,  as  provided  for  in  Section  1  of 
this  ordinance  ;  any  excess  over  and  above  said  assessment  in 
addition  to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled  "An  Or- 
dinance authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  draw 
warrants  for  street  intersections,  manholes  and  legal  deductions 
in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3, 1868, 
to  be  charged  to  item  (for  branch  sewers)  of  annual  appropria- 
tion made  to  the  Department  of  Public  ^Vorks  (Bureau  of 
Surveys)  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  thirty-three 
thousand  (33,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  not  award  contracts  for  the  construction  of  any  of  the 
sewers  authorized  by  this  ordinance  until  the  streets  are  on 
the  City  plan,  legally  opened  and  all  the  pi'operties  abutting 
thereon  assessed  to  full  City  rates  :  Provid^'d,  however,  That 
where  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  full  City  rates  and 
the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened,  he  may  award  contracts 
upon  the  receipt  of  a  duly  executed  agreement  binding  owners 
to  pay  the  regular  assessment  charges.

To  authorize  the  payment  of  deficiencies  in   bills  for  the  con- 
struction of  certain  sewers.

cents,  deficiency  being  due  to  extra  work  which  was  done  for 
the  benefit  of  the  City. 

In  favor  of  Robert  Higgins,  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer 
in  Ogden  street,  between  Forty-first  and  Preston  street,  in  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  dollars,  deficiency  being 
due  to  the  fact  that  certain  properties  along  the  line  of  the 
sewer  were  not  assessable.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  furnish  to  the  City  Solicitor,  as  soon  as  may 
be,  an  accurate  plan  of  the  ground  selected  in  the  first  sec- 
tion, together  with  the  metes  and  bounds  of  each  property 
herein  contained,  with  the  name  of  the  owner  thereof. 

That  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  empowered  to 
negotiate  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  with  the  own- 
ers of  said  ground  by  the  first  section  hereof  selected  and  ap- 
propriated, relative  to  the  price  thereof,  and  to  acquire  the 
same  if  the  aggregate  does  not  exceed  fifty  thousand  (50,000) 
dollars. 

If  the  City  Solicitor,  under  Section  3  hereof, 
cannot  agree  with  the  owners  at  the  price  named,  then  he  is 
hereby  directed  to  file  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  a  peti- 
tion on  behalf  of  the  city  setting  forth  by  proper  metes  and 
bounds  the  ground  herein  selected  and  appropriated,  to  the 
end  that  said  Court  shall  appoint  a  jury  to  assess  the  damages, 
as  provided  by  law.

Requiring  Passenger  Railway  Companies  propelling  their  cars 
by  electricity  to  provide  the  same  with  suitable  fenders  for 
the  protection  of  life  and  limb. 

ISection  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  within  ninety  (90)  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
passenger  railway  company  propelling  its  cars  by  electricity 
to  run  the  same  through  the  streets  or  avenues  of  the  City 
unless  each  car  is  provided  with  a  safety  guard  or  fender,  con- 
structed in  such  a  way  as  to  protect  life  and  limb  of  any  per- 
son who  may  come  in  contact  with  said  car.  In  case  of  the 
neglect  or  refusal  of  any  company  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  ordinance  within  the  specified  time,  they  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  (10)  dollars  per  day  for 
each  day  that  said  car  may  be  run.  And  if  the  violation  shall 
continue  after  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  shall  have  elapsed 
an  additional  penalty  of  forty  (40)  dollars  per  car  per  day 
shall  be  imposed ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
are  strictly  enforced.  The  penalties  provided  for  to  be  col- 
lected as  like  penalties  are  now  by  law  collectible.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Establishing  Flags  and  Colors  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Philadelphia  has  no  authorized 
flag  or  ensign, 

And  whereas,  It  is  fitting  that  such  should  be  established, 
in  accordance  with  the  ancient  custom  of  independent  muni- 
cipalities ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  following  shall  be  the 
forms,  devices  and  colors  of  the  Civic  Flag,  the  City  Ensign 
and  the  Pennant  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  :  That  the  colors 
in  the  several  forms  shall  be  azure  blue  and  golden  yellow,  of 
the  hues  or  tints  as  expressed  upon  the  pattern,  and  the  exact 
copy  of  which  is  hereby  directed  to  be  placed  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  displayed  in 
public  in  the  City  Hall,  marked  "Approved  colors  for  the 
City  Flags  of  Philadelphia." 
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Sect.  2.  The  Civic  Flag,  or  Standard  of  the  City,  shall  be 
as  follows  :  The  material  shall  be  American  made  bunting 
or  silk  of  the  colors  or  hues  above  designated,  ten  (10)  feet  in 
length  and  six  (6)  feet  in  width,  or  in  proportion  thereto. 
The  same  shall  be  parted  vertically  (per  pale)  in  three  equal 
parts,  of  which  the  first  and  third  shall  be  azure  blue  and  the 
second  or  middle  pale  golden  yellow.  Upon  the  latter  shall 
be  blazoned  the  City  arms,  as  borne  upon  the  City  seal  estab- 
lished by  the  ordinances  of  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
February  14,  A.  D.  1874 ;  and  the  same  shall  be  blazoned 
upon  the  middle,  and  occupy  one-third  of  the  surface  thereof. 

It  is  further  ordained.  That  the  aforesaid  Civic  Flag  shall 
be  displayed  upon  public  buildings  at  meetings  of  Councils 
and  upon  suitable  public  occasions  :  Provided  always,  That 
it  shall  never  be  displayed  in  any  position  that  shall  indicate 
superiority  to  or  precedence  of  the  Flag  of  the  United  States. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Ensign  or  Merchant  Flag  shall  be  com- 
posed and  parted  as  provided  for  the  Civic  Flag  or  Standard 
in  Section  2  of  this  Ordinance ;  except  that  instead  of  the 
entire  City  Arms  there  shall  be  blazoned  upon  the  central 
pale  the  crest  of  the  City  arms,  surrounded  by  thirteen  (13) 
five  pointed  azure  stars,  in  a  circle  whose  diameter  shall  be 
four-fifths  (4)  of  the  width  of  the  pale.  The  length  or  fly 
shall  be  six  (6)  feet,  the  depth  or  hoist  four  (4)  feet  six  (6) 
inches  or  in  proportion  thereto. 

Sect.  4.  The  City  Pennant  shall  be  a  triangular  piece  of 
yellow  bunting  five  (5)  feet  in  length  by  four  (4)  feet  in  width, 
or  in  proportion  thereto.  In  the  centre  thereof  shall  be 
placed  a  blue  triangular  field  two  (2)  feet  in  width  and  three 
(3)  feet  in  length,  upon  which  shall  be  displayed  the  crest  of 
the  City  arms  and  a  circle  of  golden  stars,  as  borne  upon  the 
City  Ensign. 

Sect.  5.  The  City  streamer  shall  be  made  of  materials  and 
colors  above  indicated  two  (2)  feet  in  width  and  fifteen  (15) 
feet  in  length,  or  in  proportion  thereto.  The  blue  shall  be 
borne  next  to  the  staff,  and  shall  be  in  length  one-fourth  {^) 
the  length  of  the  streamer,  and  shall  bear  upon  the  centre 
thereof  the  City  crest.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Com- 
pany be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  and  maintain  pneu- 
matic tubes  or  pipes,  and  to  lay  with  said  tubes  or  pipes 
electrical  conductors  for  the  uses  of  said  company  on  Fourth 
street,  from  Chestnut  to  Ranstead  street,  and  on  Ranstead 
street,  from  Fourth  to  Fifth  street,  to  connect  the  main  Post 
OflSce  with  the  proposed  sub-station  in  the  Philadelphia  Bourse 
Building,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  or- 
dinance approved  the  7th  day  of  June,  1892  :  Provided,  That 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  first  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  for  printing  this  ordinance.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  notify  the  owners  of  property  over  and  through 
which  the  following  streets  will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration  of 
three  months  from  the  date  ot  said  notice  said  streets  will  be 
required  for  public  use,  to  their  full  width  as  now  laid  down 
on  the  City  plan,  viz :  Sixteenth  street,  from  Erie  avenue  to 
Butler  street ;  Forty-seventh  street  from  Brown  to  Seneca 
street ;  Kingsessing  avenue,  from  Sixtieth  street  to  Cemetery 
avenue ;  Provided,  That  before  said  Kingsessing  avenue  shall 
be  opened,  Mr.  H,  P.  Connell  and  the  representatives  of  Mt. 
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Moriah  Cemetery,  first  file  with  the  City  Solicitor  a  satisfac- 
tory agreement  not  to  claim  any  damages  by  reason  of  the 
opening  of  said  avenue;  Mt.  Pleasant  avenue,  from  Chew 
street  to  Stenton  avenue  ;  Provided.  Before  said  Mt.  Pleasant 
avenue  shall  be  opened,  the  legal  representatives  of  Henry  D. 
Landis  shall  first  have  filed  with  the  City  Solicitor  an  agree- 
ment in  writing  that  they  will  not  hold  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia liable  in  damages  for  his  property  taken  by  such  open- 
ing, to  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  agcrregate  of  the  benefits 
that  may  be  assessed  by  reason  of  such  opening  against  other 
property  now  or  thereafter  abutting  on  the  line  of  said  avenue 
as  opened  under  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and  that  they 
will  accept  such  benefits  in  full  payment  of  any  and  all  dam- 
ages that  may  be  awarded  to  them.  To  this  end,  the  City 
Solicitor  shall  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  upon  the  confirma- 
tion of  the  report  of  a  jury  assessing  such  benefits,  to  mark 
such  assessment  or  assessments  and  any  lien  or  liens  that  may 
be  filed  therefor,  to  the  use  of  said  Henry  D.  Landis  or  his  legal 
representatives,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  use  the  name  of  the 
City  and  all  its  rights  and  remedies,  at  their  own  cost,  for  the 
collection  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may  be  assessed  by 
reason  of  the  opening  of  said  streets  ;  upon  the  filing  of  said 
bonds,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  three  months,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  forthwith 
proceed  to  open  said  streets.

Permitting  the  Philadelphia  and  Ardmore  Passenger  Railway 
Company  to  lay  its  tracks,  erect  poles,  and  string  overhead 
Avires,  for  the  purpose  of  using  electricity  as  a  motive  power 
on  their  cars. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  Qity 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is  hereb}^ 
granted  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Ardmore  Passenger  Railway 
Company  to  lay  tracks,  erect  poles,  and  string  overhead  wires 
for  the  purpose  of  using  electricity  as  a  motive  power  on  their 
cars,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  their  charter  and 
the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May  14,  1889,  on  the  following 
streets  :  Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  Belmont  avenue 
(or  Forty-fourth  street)  with  Elm  avenue  ;  thence  on  Elm 
avenue  to  Forty-eighth  street.  Forty-eighth  street  to  Viola 
street,  Viola  street  to  Fifty-first  street,  Fifty-first  street  to 
Leidy  avenue,  Leidy  avenne  to  Fifty-second  street.  Fifty- 
second  street  to  Jefferson  street,  Jefferson  street  to  Fifty- 
fourth  street  (or  Old  Lancaster  road  or  turnpike).  Fifty-fourth 
street  (or  Old  Lancaster  road)  to  City  avenue  or  line  between 
Philadelphia  and  Montgomery  counties,  Fifty-fourth  street 
(or  Old  Lancaster  road).  Jefferson  street.  Fifty-second  street, 
Leidy  avenue,  Fifty-first  street,  Viola  street,  Forty-eighth 
street,  and  Elm  avenue  to  Forty-fourth  street  and  Belmont 
avenue,  the  place  of  beginning. 

Sect.  2.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  authorized  by  this 
ordinance,  the  Company  designated  in  Section  1  shall  enter 
into  an  agreement  or  contract  with   the   Mayor  of  the   City 
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(who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of 
the  City),  which  agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other  things, 
provide  that  the  privileges  herein  authorized  or  granted  shall 
not  be  leased,  sold,  or  in  any  way  transferred  to.  or  be  operated 
by,  any  other  company  or  corporation  :  Provided,  This  pro- 
vision does  not  interfere  with  any  contract  or  lease  in  force  at 
the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  ;  that  the  said  Rail- 
way Company  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  repave  in  good,  substantial  and  workmanlike 
manner,  with  Belgian  blocks  or  other  improved  pavement,  as 
directed  by  the  Ordinance  of  Councils,  or  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Department,  all  streets  to  be  occupied 
by  it  under  this  ordinance  not  already  repaved  with  such 
improved  pavement,  and  also  all  other  streets  heretofore 
repaved  with  an  improved  pavement,  the  repaving  of  which 
is  not  satisfactory  to  the  said  Department ;  said  repaving  to 
be  done  from  curb  to  curb  for  such  length  of  street  as  shall  be 
occupied  by  poles,  trolley  wires,  or  other  electric  motive 
power  system,  and  such  repaving  shall  be  commenced  upon 
each  of  the  said  streets  as  soon  as  the  construction  of  the 
roadbed,  or  of  the  poles  or  trolley  wires,  or  other  electric  mo- 
tive power  system  shall  be  commenced  thereon,  and  shall  be 
pushed  and  completed  with  all  reasonable  and  proper  diligence 
as  rapidly  as  such  system  is  being  constructed  in  said  streets, 
or  as  Councils  may  by  ordinance  otherwise  direct ;  if  not  thus 
pushed,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter  upon  the 
streets  and  complete  the  same  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the 
said  railway,  trolley,  or  other  electric  motive  power  company 
constructed  therein ;  and  that  said  company  shall  at  all  times 
hereafter  keep  and  maintain  in  good  order,  whether  paved, 
macadamized  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads 
traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway,  or  by  its  trolley  system, 
and  such  repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not  free  the 
said  company  from  any  other  paving,  repaving  and  repairing 
of  the  streets  occupied  by  it  that  may  be  required  by  any 
ordinance  which  has  been  passed,  or  which  may  be  passed,  or 
from  any  other  duty  or  obligation  resting  upon  it  regarding 
paving  and  repaving  that  is  incumbent  on  it  under  and  in 
virtue  of  any  Act  of  Assembly  ;  that  the  said  railway  company 
shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which  may 
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hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to  the  government,  control  or 
regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the 
City ;  that  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  roadbed, 
cars,  or  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials, 
supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs, 
etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  everyday,  at  all  times  to  the  approval 
and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Public 
Safety ;  that  the  said  company  shall  take  down  and  remove 
the  overhead  trolley  system,  and  substitute  therefor  an  under- 
ground or  storage  battery  system,  whenever  directed  to  do  so 
by  ordinance;  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  run  cars 
over  their  entire  line,  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  minutes, 
between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and 
at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes,  at  all  other  hours  of 
the  day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and 
5  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate 
of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the 
entire  line  (without  change  of  cars)  shall  not  exceed  five  (5) 
cents  per  passenger,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock 
A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  cents ;  that  the 
railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized  shall  be  so  built 
and  erected  as  to  not  interfere  with  the  building  or  erecting 
and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the 
streets  or  avenues  herein  named ;  that  work  upon  the  said 
railway  and  trolley  system  shall  be  begun  with  six  months, 
completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route  herein  named 
within  one  year,  and  that  the  said  ralway  company  shall  fur- 
nish and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor,  in  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned 
upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  agreement  or  con- 
tract herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City, 
and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  if  the 
said  railway  company  shall  default  in  the  agreement  herein 
authorized ;  and  that  fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury  by  said  company  for  printing  this  ordinance.

To  prohibit  the  driving  of  bars  or  the  planting  of  posts  on 
any  roadway  or  pavement  under  which  cables  or  wires  have 
been  laid  by  any  traction  company,  by  any  telegraph,  tele- 
phone, or  electric  light  company  or  by  the  City,  without 
permit  first  obtained. 

Whereas,  The  practice  of  builders  and  riggers  of  driving 
bars  and  planting  posts  in  the  streets,  under  the  pavement  of 
which  cables  or  wires  have  been  laid,  is  likely  to  result  in  se- 
rious injury  to  the  underground  conduits  and  interference 
with  the  underground  service  ;  therefore 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons, firm  or  corporation,  to  drive  any  iron  bar  or  pin  into  or 
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to  erect  any  post  in  any  pavement,  under  the  surface  of 
which  cables  or  wires  have  been  laid  by  any  traction  com- 
pany, or  by  any  telegraph,  telephone,  or  electric  light  com- 
pany or  by  the  city,  without  permit  therefor  first  obtained, 
•which  permit  shall  be  granted  free  of  charge. 

Sect.  2.  Such  permit  may  be  issued  by  the  Highway 
Bureau,  provided  that  the  application  therefor  shall  first  be 
approved  by  the  Electrical  Bureau.  Such  permit  shall  desig- 
nate where  and  how  deep  such  bar,  pin,  or  post  shall  be  driven 
or  set. 

Sect.  3.  Any  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  subject  the 
offender  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars,  which  shall  be 
recovered  at  the  suit  of  the  city  before  any  Magistrate.

shall  not  be  construed  as  repealing  or  annulling  Ordinance 
approved  December  15,  1873,  entitled  "A  further  supplement 
to  an  Ordinance,  entitled  'An  Ordinance  relating  to  nui- 
sances,' "  approved  September  23,  1861;  relative  to  awnings, 
&c.,  on  Chestnut  street.

Regulating  the  procedure  in  Councils  for  the  taking  of  private 
property  for  public  uses. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  ordinances  taking  private 
property  for  public  purposes,  which  after  their  passage  give  to 
persons  affected  by  them  the  right  to  sue  the  City  and  result 
in  a  mandamus  to  the  City  Treasurer,  shall  first  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  of  Councils  having  jurisdiction  of  the  sub- 
ject matter  contained  in  the  ordinance.  That  Committee  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  for  a  detailed 
plan,  showing  what  property  will  be  taken  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  ordinance,  together  with  a  full  list  of  the  registered 
property  owners,  legally  affected  by  it,  either  injuriously  or 
beneficially,  and  the  assessed  valuations  of  the  property.  The 
Bureau  of  Surueys  shall  return  this  plan  and  information  to 
the  said  Committee  within  thirty  days  after  its  receipt.  Upon 
the  return  of  this  to  the  Committee,  a  special  sub- Committee 
consistino;  of  five  members,  none  of  whom  shall  be  from  the 
ward  or  wards  in  which  the  subject  of  the  ordinance  is  located, 
shall  be  appointed  h^^  the  Chairman  to  consider  such  ordin- 
ance, visit  the  places,  and  summon  before  it,  and  to  negotiate 
with  tl'.e  property  owners  and  leaseholders  affected,  with  a 
view  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  damages  claimed  by  them. 
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After  such  investigation  and  after  hearing  those  affected,  the 
sub-Committee  shall  report  in  detail  to  the  general  Committee, 
the  amount  claimed  by  each  party,  together  with  a  list  of  those 
who  will  not  name  a  price,  and  such  other  information  as  may 
be  obtained  by  them  as  to  the  advisability  of  passing  the  or- 
dinance. The  ordinance  together  with  a  list  of  the  property 
owners  and  the  damage  claimed  by  each  and  a  list  of  those 
who  will  not  name  a  figure,  and  all  other  information  obtained 
by  the  Committee  shall  then  be  referred  to  the  Board,  con- 
sisting of  the  City  Solicitor  or  his  representative,  the  head  of 
the  Department  or  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  having  charge  of 
the  subject  matter  of  the  ordinance,  and  a  disinterested  citi- 
zen, familiar  with  real  estate  in  the  vicinity,  to  be  chosen  by 
the  other  two  members  of  the  Board,  Avho  shall  consider  th^ 
wdiole  matter  and  negotiate  further  with  property  owners  and 
others  affected  and  report  within  one  month  to  the  Committee 
a  full  list  of  the  damages  claimed,  and  the  probable  damages 
to  those  who  will  not  name  a  figure,  together  with  their  opin*- 
ion  in  Avriting  as  to  whether  or  not  the  amount  of  damages 
claimed  is  fair  and  just.  The  said  Board  shall  also,  in  cases 
where  they  are  satisfied  that  the  claims  are  just,  procure 
agreements  in  writing  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
from  property  owners,  binding  said  property  owners  not  to 
claim  damages  by  reason  of  the  passage  of  said  ordinance  in 
excess  of  the  sum  named  in  said  agreement,  provided  the  or- 
dinance affecting  said  property  owners  shall  be  passed  by 
Councils  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  saifl  agreement. 
They  shall  also  include  the  list  of  those  from  whom  agree- 
ments have  been  obtained  in  their  report  to  the  Committee. 
Said  Committee  shall  then  consider  the  whole  subject,  and  if 
favorable,  shall  insert  in  the  ordinance  the  amount  of  money 
necessary  to  carry  it  into  effect  so  fiir  as  they  can  determine 
it,  and  the  item  or  items  in  the  annual  appropriations  to  the 
various  Departments  from  which  it  is  to  be  talven.  The  or- 
dinance shall  then  be  reported  to  Councils  with  full  informa- 
tion bearing  upon  the  subject  and  acted  upon  in  the  usual 
manner. 

Sect.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  ordinance  into 
effect  the  Finance  Committee  shall  hereafter  annually  appro- 
priate, and  may  transfer  to  new  items  in  the  annual  appropria- 
tion to  the  various  Departments  such  sums  as  they  may  deem 
advisable  for  the  purposes,  predicated  upon  the  amounts  of 
money  now  appropriated,  or  hereafter  likely  to  be  appropriated 
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to  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  payment  by  mandamus  of  claims 
arising  under  ordinances  passed  by  Councils. 

Sect.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  the  object  of 
this  ordinance  all  Committees  shall  have  power  to  summon 
parties  before  them  and  examine  them  upon  oath  or  otherwise 
as  they  may  deem  necessary.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Regulating  the  granting  of  permits  for  connections  with  and 
repairs  to  underground  service  and  fixing  the  charges  there- 
for. 

Section  1.   The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  after   the    passage  of  this 
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Ordinance  the  roadway  of  any  street  shall  not  be  opened  nor 
any  street  tunneled  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  by  any  per- 
son, firm,  association  or  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing connections  with  or  repairing  any  underground  service 
laid  thereunder  until  a  permit  to  do  so  shall  have  been  ob- 
tained as  provided  in  Section  2  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  de- 
siring to  break  a  street  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  or  tunnel 
same  as  provided  in  Section  6,  for  the  purposes  provided  for 
in  Section  1,  shall  first  present  an  application  to  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  setting  forth  in  full  the  place  where  and  the  par- 
ticular object  or  objects  for  which  the  street  is  to  be  broken 
or  tunneled,  together  with  the  kind  of  pavement,  if  any,  laid 
in  such  street.  The  Chief  of  said  Bureau  shall  thereupon 
furnish  the  applicant  with  a  certificate  setting  forth  in  detail 
the  information  contained  in  the  application,  together  with 
the  charges  and  costs  of  permit  as  provided  in  Section  3  of 
this  Ordinance.  This  certificate  shall  then  be  presented  ta 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes.  Upon  payment  of  the  charges  and 
costs  set  forth  in  such  certificate  and  upon  the  presentation 
of  a  receipt  therefor  duly  signed  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes, 
the  applicant  shall  then  be  entitled  to  receive  a  permit  from 
the  Bureau  or  Bureaus  having  charge  of  the  particular  part 
or  parts  of  the  underground  service  desired  to  be  connected 
Avith  or  repaired,  which  permit  duly  signed  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  shall  be  full  and  sufficient  authority  for  such  applicant 
to  break  the  street,  subject  only  to  the  supervision  of  the 
various  Bureaus  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Sect.  3.  All  applicants  shall  be  required  to  pay  to  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  for  permits  provided  for  in  Section  2  before 
procuring  the  same  the  following  sums,  and  shall  not  there- 
after be  liable  for  any  other  sums  on  account  thereof,  viz  : 

For  breaking  a  street  paved  with  sheet  asphalt,  thirteen 
(13)  dollars. 

For  breaking  a  street  paved  with  asphalt  blocks,  eight  (8) 
dollars. 

For  breaking  a  street  paved  with  granolithic  pavement^ 
eight  (8)  dollars. 

For  breaking  a  street  paved  with  "Belgian  blocks,  six  (6) 
dollars. 

For  breaking  a  street  paved  with  Macadam,  six  (6)  dollars. 
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For  breaking  a  street  paved  with  vitrified  brick,  three  (3) 
dolhirs. 

For  breaking  a  street  paved  with  cobble,  two  (2)  dollars. 

For  breaking  unpaved  streets,  one  (1)  dollar. 

For  tunneling  as  provided  in  Section  6,  one  (1)  dollar. 

Provided,  That  for  permits  for  water  connections  one  dollar 
additional  shall  be  charged  for  each  connection,  which  sum 
shall  include  a  ferrule  of  the  most  improved  pattern,  and 
driving  the  same. 

Provided  further,  That  five  (5)  dollars  in  addition  to  the 
above  sums  shall  be  paid  for  each  application  for  permit  to  make 
new  connections  in  paved  streets  between  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber in  any  year,  and  the  first  day  of  March  in  the  following 
year.  Permits  granted  upon  payment  of  the  above  charges  shall 
entitle  an  applicant  to  dig  a  trench  not  exceeding  three  feet  in 
width,  in  which,  however,  he  shall  be  permitted  to  make 
connections  with  such  of  the  underground  services  as  he  may 
desire,  provided  that  in  cases  where  more  than  one  con- 
nection is  made  in  a  single  trench  no  injury  to  any  under- 
ground service  shall  result  therefrom,  which  fact  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  chiefs  of  the  various  bureaus  granting  such  permits. 

Sect.  4.  No  permit  granted  under  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
operative  for  more  than  two  weeks  from  the  date  of  its  issue, 
but  same  can  be  renewed  upon  application  to  the  proper 
Bureau  upon  the  payment  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents. 

Sect.  5.  All  trenches  dug  in  pursuance  of  permits  granted 
under  this  Ordinance  shall  be  refilled  immediately  upon  com- 
pletion of  work  by  the  parties  digging  same  and  thoroughly 
compacted  by  ramming  in  layers  not  exeeding  six  inches,  and 
all  surplus  dirt  shall  be  immediately  removed.  No  puddling 
shall  hereafter  be  permitted  in  refilling  trenches. 

Sect.  6.  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  any  one,  for  the  purpose  of  making  connec- 
tions and  repairs  to  connections,  from  tunneling  under  the 
roadway  of  any  street  not  more  than  five  feet  from  the  curb 
line,  provided  the  top  of  such  tunnel  is  at  a  depth  from  the 
surfoce  of  at  least  five  feet.  All  tunnels  so  dug  shall  be 
thoroughly  compacted  by  ramming. 

Sect.  7.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  (50)  dollars,  said  fine 
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•to  be  collected  as  like  penalties  are  now  collected,  and  no  per- 
mit shall  be  issued  to  any  person  so  offending,  directly  or  in  his 
behalf,  until  all  fines  and  penalties  have  been  paid.  All 
.ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.

The  Select  and  Comwion  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  the  following 
sewers,  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  to  be 
approved  by  said  Department,  namely  :  on  Butler  street,  from 
Lawrence  to  Turner  street ;  Commerce  street,  from  Hunting- 
don to  Cedar  street ;  Earlham  street,  from  Tacoma  street 
to  Pulaski  avenue ;  Emerald  street,  from  Cemetery  avenue 
to  Orleans  street ;  Lawrence  street,  from  Sedgely  avenue  to 
Butler  street ;  Mitchell  street,  from  Krams  avenue  to  Lever- 
ington  avenue ;  Ogden  street,  from  Forty-ninth  to  Fiftieth 
street ;  Potter  street,  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Leamy  street ; 
Sepviva  street,  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Huntingdon  street ; 
Seymour  street,  from  Henry  to  Wayne  street ;  Tasker  street, 
from  Point  Breeze  avenue  to  Twenty-third  street ;  Taylor 
street,  from  Eighth  to  Ninth  street ;  Venango  street,  from 
Germantown  avenue  to  Hutchinson  street ;  Walnut  street,  from 
Fifty-first  to  Fifty-third  street ;  Wishart  street,  from  Emerald 
to  Jasper  street ;  on  Indian  Queen  lane,  from  Thirty-fifth  street 
to  Scott's  lane ;  Lehigh  avenue  (to  be  built  and  assessed 
upon  the  southwest  side  only),  from  Belgrade  to  Thompson 
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street ;  Lehigh  avenue,  from  Broad  to  Fifteenth  street ;  Lev- 
erington  avenue,  from  Mitchell  street  to  Roxborough  Police 
station ;  and  on  Malvern  avenue,  from  Lancaster  avenue  to 
Sixty-third  street ;  and  on  Sixty-third  street  (to  be  built  and 
assessed  upon  the  east  side  only),  from  Malvern  avenue  to 
Oxford  street. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will 
be  received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall 
allot  them  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders ;  and  it  shall  be  a 
condition  of  said  contract,  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the 
sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  upon 
the  lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by 
ordinance,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment 
upon  property  for  the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or 
drains,"  approved  May  12,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto, 
approved  February  16,  1869 ;  any  excess  over  and  above 
said  assessment  in  addition  to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance 
entitled  "  An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  to  draw  warrants  for  street  intersections,  manholes 
and  legal  deductions  in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers," 
approved  April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  item  (for  branch 
sewers)  of  annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  seven  hundred  (20,700) 
dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  not  award  contracts  for  the  construction  of  any  of  the 
sewers  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  until  the  streets  are  on 
the  City  plan,  legally  opened  and  all  the  properties  abutting 
thereon  assessed  to  full  City  rates :  Provided,  however,  That 
Avhere  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  full  City  rates  and 
the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened,  he  may  award  contracts 
upon  the  receipt  of  a  duly  executed  agreement  binding  owners 
to  pay  the  regular  assessment  charges.

Erie  avenue,  by  making  the  width  thereof  one  hundred  feet, 
and  locating  it  so  as  to  extend  from  a  point  west  of  Second 
street  to  a  point  in  Butler  street  east  of  Front  street,  and  from 
thence  eastward  in  such  a  position  that  the  north  line  thereof 
shall  conform  to  the  north  line  of  Butler  street  as  originally 
platted  fifty  feet  wide,  to  Kensington  avenue,  and  from  the 
intersection  of  Kensington  avenue  and  Butler  street  the  avenue 
shall  extend  southeastwardly  of  the  width  of  eighty  feet  to  the 
present  intersection  of  Butler  street  and  Frankford  avenue 
south  of  the  Connecting  Railway.

To  repeal  a  proviso  concerning  maintenance  of  a  footwalk, 
contained  in  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  sell 
and  convey  certain  lots  of  land  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,"  approved  the  24th  day  of 
January,  A.  D.  1882. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.,  That  the  proviso  of  the  first 
section  of  an  ordinance  entitled  -'An  Ordinance  to  sell  and 
convey  certain  lots  of  land  to  the  Trustees  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,"  approved  the  24th  day  of  January,  A.  D.

The  conditions  of  which  contract  shall  be,  that  the  contractor 
or  contractors  shall  collect  the  cost  of  said  paving  from  the  owners 
of  property  respectively  fronting  on  said  streets,  and  shall  also 
enter  into  an  obligation  to  the  city  to  keep  said  streets  in  good 
repair  for  three  years  after  the  paving  is  finished  :  Provided^ 
Said  streets  shall  be  first  dedicated  or  properly  opened,  and 
that  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  first 
advertise  for  proposals  for  paving  said  streets  and  award  the 


contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  that  the  owners  of  property 
fronting  on  said  streets  shall  not  be  charged  more  than  the 
contract  price.

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AN   ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Edison  Electric  Light  Company  of  Phila- 
delphia to  lay  and  maintain  underground  conduits  and  elec- 
trical conductors,  to  make  house  connections  and  to  build 
manholes  in  certain  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Edison  Electric  Light 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  is  hereby  authorized,  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  incandescent  light  and  power,  to  lay  and  main- 
tain underground  conduits  and  electrical  conductors,  and  to 
build  manholes  and  make  bouse  connections  upon  all  streets 
lying,  included  between  and  including  Callowhill  street  upon 
the  north,  Lombard  street  upon  the  south,  the  Delaware  river 
front  on  the  east,  and  the  Schuylkill  river  front  on  the  west, 
excepting  asphalt  paved  streets,  upon  which  conduits  and  man- 
holes may  be  placed  between  the  house  line  and  curb  stone,  if 
approved  by  the  City  authorities.  Said  company  shall,  as  fast 
as  it  shall  lay  its  conduits  and  equip  its  lines,  provide  all  citi- 
zens desiring  the  current  with  the  same  at  the  customary 
market  rates,  permit  therefor  being  first  obtained  by  the  said 
company  and  appi'oved  by  the  Electrical  Bureau,  and  shall 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  August  5,  1886, 
regulating  the  laying  and  maintaining  of  underground  electrical 
conductors,  tubes,  conduits,  manholes,  etc.,  and  such  other 
ordinances  as  are  now  in  force,  or  may  hereafter  be  enacted, 
regulatina;  the  laying;  and  maintainincr  of  the  same,  as  well  as 
license  charges.  Said  company  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  but 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau, 
lay  and  construct  in  connection  with  its  own  system  for  the 
use  of  the  City  for  police,  fire  alarm  and  telephone  service, 
two  conduits  of  two  and  one-half  inches  internal  diameter, 
similar  to  those  now  in  use  by  the  City,  with  necessary  man- 
holes for  the  same,  throughout  the  district  above  mentioned, 
placing  these  conduits  in  the  streets  as  its  work  shall  progress 
in  the  laying  of  its  own  electrical  conductors.  At  least  one 
linear  mile  of  conduit  shall  be  laid  for  the  City  each  year. 
The  conduits  constructed  for  the  use  of  the  City  to  become, 
as  completed,  the  absolute  property  of  the  City,  the  ownership 
of  the  conduits  to  include  the  use  of  the  manholes  with  which 
they  connect.  The  privilege  herein  granted  shall  cease  and 
determine  unless  the  work    herein  authorized  shall  be  com- 
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menced  within  one  year  after  the  approval  of  this  ordinance, 
and  shall  be  prosecuted  vigorously  and  completed  within  ten 
years  from  the  date  of  said  approval  :  Provided,  That  the 
conduits  for  the  use  of  the  Edison  Electric  Light  Company 
shall  not  be  used  for  the  transmission  of  current  for  arc  lights. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Edison  Electric  Light  Company  shall 
submit  to  the  decision  of  a  commission  of  three,  all  questions  of 
price  to  be  charged  for  light  furnished  to  the  City,  and  shall  be  by 
this  commission  allowed  a  fair  and  reasonable  commercial  profit 
on  current  furnished  to  the  City  for  its  use,  where  not  required 
to  be  furnished  free.  The  said  arbitration  commission  shall 
be  constituted  as  follows  :  The  Mayor  shall  each  year  appoint 
one  member  practically  familiar  with  the  manufacture  of  elec- 
tricity for  commercial  purposes,  said  company  shall  appoint  a 
like  member,  and  these  two  shall  agree  upon  a  third  member 
similarly  qualified,  and  the  decision  of  the  commission,  or  a 
majority  of  this  commission  shall  be  final  for  the  year  of  its 
oxistence. 

Sect.  3.  The  Edison  Electric  Light  Company,  of  Phila- 
delphia, is  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase,  lease  or 
rent  any  underground  conduits  that  may  be,  or  may  have 
been  constructed  by  any  individuals,  firms  or  corporations  in 
the  streets  of  Philadelphia.  Said  individuals,  firms  or  corpo- 
rations being  hereby  authorized  to  lease  or  sell  their  conduits 
to  the  said  Edison  Electric  Light  Company  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  company  shall  agree  to  relay,  repave  and 
keep  in  repair,  all  openings  in  the  streets  over  the  conduits, 
where  laid,  for  the  term  of  ten  years  after  laying  same  ;  and 
shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  (.5,000)  dollars,  as 
provided  in  the  ordinance  of  August  5,  1886,  regulating  the 
laying  of  underground  electrical  conductors,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  this  work  ;  and  shall  hold  the  City  harmless 
from  loss  or  damage  resulting  from  the  exercise  of  the  privileges 
herein  granted ;  and  shall  file  with  the  City  Solicitor  a  corpo- 
rate obligation,  satisfactory  to  him,  to  comply  with  all  the 
terms  ot  this  ordinance.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  same.  Said 
company  shall  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer  fifty  (50)  dollars  for 
printing  tliis  ordinance.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

To  condemn  the  property  at  the  intersection  of  Third  street, 
Moyamensing  avenue  and  Borden  street,  for  public  park 
purposes  and  authorizing  the  City  Solicitor  to  commence 
proceedings  in  order  to  obtain  possession  of  said  property. 

Whereas,  The  plot  of  ground  at  the  intersection  of  Third 
street,  Moyamensing  avenue  and  Borden  street,  in  the  First 
Ward,  has  become  a  nuisance  to  the  neighborhood  by  reason 
of  its  being  filled  with  ruts  and  holes. 

And  Whereas,  The  said  lot  or  piece  of  ground  is  without 
any  registered  owner,  and  furthermore  that  no  taxes  have  been 
paid  upon  said  property  for  a  very  long  time  as  shown  by  the 
records  of  the  Tax  Office. 

And  Whereas,  The  amount  of  taxes  that  have  accumulated 
will  considerably  exceed  the  selling  value  of  the  property,  and 
as  it  is  desirable  that  the  said  strip  of  land  shall  be  converted 
into  a  public  park  or  pleasure  ground  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public,  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  tract  or  strip  of  ground 
at  the  intersection  of  Third  street,  Moyamensing  avenue  and 
Borden  street,  in  the  First  Ward,  in  accordance  with  the  plan 
attached,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  set  apart  for  a  public 
pleasure  ground. 

And  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  give  the  usual  three  months'  public  notice  that  at  the 
expiration  of  that  time  the  said  ground  will  be  taken  for  public 
use. 

Sect.  2.  At  the  expiration  of  said  three  months,  the  Mayor 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  security  in  the 
name  of  the  City  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  that  may 
arise  by  reason  of  the  taking  of  said  ground,  and  thereupon 
possession  of  the  same  shall  be  taken  for  the  purposes  herein- 
before named ;  and  in  order  that  the  City  may  acquire  title 
to  the  said  plot  of  ground,  the  City  Solicitor  shall  begin  ta 
take  the  proper  proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Quarttr  Sessions 
for  the  assessment  of  damages  (if  any)  for  said  taking.

Section  1.  Tlte  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Publie 
Works  be  authorized  and  directed  to  construct  the  following 
sewers  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  to  be  ap- 
proved by  said  Department,  viz  :  On  Albion  street,  from  Arch  to

allot  them  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders  ;  and  it  shall  be  a 
condition  of  said  contract,  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the 
sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  upon 
the  lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by 
ordinance,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment 
upon  property  for  the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or 
<irains,"  approved  May  12,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto, 
approved  February  16,  1869 ;  any  excess  over  and  above 
said  assessment  in  addition  to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Or<linance  authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  to  draw  warrants  for  street  intersections,  manholes 
and  legal  deductions  in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers," 
approved  April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  item  (for  branch 
sewers)  of  annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  (12,000)  dollars.

That 
where  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  full  City  rates  and 
the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened,  he  may  award  contracts 
upon  the  receipt  of  a  duly  executed  agreement  binding  owners 
to  pay  the  regular  assessment  charges.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Company  to  lay  tubes, 
with  branches,  switches  and  electrical  conductors,^  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Com- 
pany is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  and  maintain  pneumatic 
tubes  or  pipes,  and  to  lay  with  said  tubes  or  pipes  electrical 
conductors  for  the  uses  of  said  company  in  any  street  or  high- 
way in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  said  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  lay  and  maintain  branches  or  connections 
with  the  main  tubes  connecting  said  tubes  with  the  United 
States  Post  Office,  and  widi  buildings  and  places  of  business 
along  the  lines  thereof,  for  the  transmission  of  mail  matter 
and  packages,  messages,  merchandise,  and  for  other  commercial 
purposes  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  as  granting  a  right  to  use  the  highways  for  any 
other  business  than  that  of  transmitting  mail  matter,  messages, 
parcels,  etc.,  through  pneumatic  tubes. 

And  said  company  shall  also  have  the  right  to  construct  the 
switches  and  appliances,  branches,  manholes,  etc.,  necessary  in 
the  operation  and  management  of  said  system. 

The  said  tubes,  branches,  connections,  switches  and  other 
parts  shall  be  laid  and  constructed  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  to  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  said  depart- 
ment, and  the  said  company  shall,  in  each  case  where  the 
streets  are  torn  up,  restore  the  streets  to  the  same  condition 
in  which  they  are  found.  The  work  of  laying  said  conduits 
herein  authorized  shall  be  begun  within  twelve  months  after 
the  approval  of  this  ordinance,  and  be  completed  within  five  years 
from  said  approval,  after  which  time  the  right  to  occupy  streets 
not  already  actually  occupied  shall  cease  and  determine.  The 
granting  of  this  right  to  the  said  company  shall,  however,  not 
be  construed  as  giving  them  the  exclusive  use  of  any  street  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  conduits  therein. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  said  company  shall  break  a  street  or 
alley  on  which  an  improved  pavement  has  been  laid,  they  shall 
repair  the  same  under  specifications  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and  keep  it  in  repair  for  ten  years :  Provided, 
Where  it  is  necessary  to  break  a  street  paved  with-  an  improved 
pavement  occupied  by  a  street  passenger  railway  company, 
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they  shall  pay  into  the  City  treasury  the  price  paid  by  the 
City  to  its  contractor  for  repairing  such  pavement  for  each 
square  yard  of  pavement  broken,  and  five  per  cent,  in  addition 
thereto  for  inspection,  and  shall  be  at  no  further  cost  and  ex- 
pense on  account  thereof. 

Whenever  said  company  shall  break  a  sidewalk  of  a  street, 
they  shall  repair  the  same  in  an  improved  manner,  and  keep- 
it  in  repair  for  three  years. 

Whenever  said  company  shall  break  a  street  not  already 
laid  with  an  improved  pavement,  and  not  occupied  by  a  street 
passenger  railway,  the  road  bed  of  which  street  between  curbs 
is  not  more  than  12  feet,  they  shall  relay  same  with  an  im- 
proved pavement  under  specifications  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works. 

Sect.  3,  Before  any  rights  shall  vest  under  this  ordinance 
the  said  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor, 
to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  provisions  of  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  that  may  hereafter  be  passed  by  Councils  impos- 
ing a  reasonable  tax  or  license  fee  upon  the  business  or  opera- 
tions of  said  company,  and  shall  also  enter  into  an  agreement 
to  deliver  all  suitable  matter  for  the  departments  of  the  City 
Government  free  of  charge  to  the  City, 

Sect.  4.  Before  any  work  shall  be  done  under  this  ordinance

ground wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  cables  and  tubes 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  and  all  ordinances  passed  or  to 
be  passed  relating*  to  the  use,  occupation  and  repair  of  streets 
by  companies  laying  conduits  of  any  kind  thereunder,  and 
shall  also  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  for  printing  this  ordinance.

placing  of  said  streets  on  the  plan.

Provided^  That  the  said  property  shall  be  subject  to  the  use 
and  occupation  by  the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correc- 
tion for  the  purposes  of  its  present  use  until  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  museums  shall  be  ready  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  erection  of  the  museum  building,  it  being 
further  provided  that  no  building  or  buildings  of  any  kind, 
character  or  description  shall  be  erected  in  said  ground  by 
the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correction  :  And  Provided^ 
That  said  Board  of  Trustees  may  go  forward  at  once  with  the 
pi'oper  planting  of  trees  and  plants  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  adopted  for  laying  out  said  ground  as  a  public  park.

Tenth  street,  from  Tasker  to  Moore  street ;  Thomas  avenue, 
from  Fifty-sixth-and-a-half  to  Fifty-seventh  street;  Hoffman 
avenue,  from  Fifty-seventh  to  Fifty-eighth  street,  and  on  Fifty- 
seventh  street,  from  Thomas  to  Hoffman  avenue  ;  on  Van  Pelt 
street,  from  Norris  to  Diamond  street ;  Westmoreland  street, 
from  Kensington  avenue  to  Hart  lane  ;  Gray's  Ferry  road, 
from  Christian  to  Carpenter  street ;  Fetter  lane,  from  Bread 
to  Third  street. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise  f.ccording  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
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received  for '  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot 
them  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders ;  and  it  shall  be  a  con- 
dition of  said  contract,  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the 
sums  assessed  upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  upon 
the  lines  of  said  sewers  in  manner  and  foi^m  authorized  by 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessments 
upon  property  for  the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or 
drains,"  approved  May  12,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto  ap- 
proved February  16,  1869,  and  any  excess  over  and  above 
said  assessment  in  addition  to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  to  draw  warrants  for  street  intersections,  manholes 
and  legal  deductions  in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers," 
approved  April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  item  (for  branch 
sewers)  of  annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing the  sum  of  thirty-one  thousand  (31,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  not  award  contracts  for  the  construction  of  any  of  the 
sewers  authorized  by  this  ordinance  until  the  streets  are  on 
the  City  plan,  legally  opened  and  all  the  properties  abutting 
thereon  assessed  to  full  City  rates  :  Provided,  hoivever,  That 
where  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  full  City  rates,  and 
the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened,  he  may  award  contracts 
upon  receipt  of  a  duly  executed  agreement  binding  owners  to 
pay  the  regular  assessment  charges.

Brooklyn  street,  from  Brown  to  Parrish  street,  in  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Ward  ;  Siegel  street,  from  Seventeenth  to  Eighteenth 
street ;  McClellan  street,  from  Seventeenth  to  Eighteenth 
street ;  Hicks  street,  from  Jackson  to  Wolf  street,  in  the 
Twenty-sixth  Ward  ;  Paschall  avenue,  from  Seventieth  street 
to  Island  road,  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward ;  Emerald  street, 
from  Sargeant  to  Firth  street,  in  the  Thirty-first  Ward  ;  "  B  " 
or  Leamy  street,  from  Tusculum  to  Cambria  street ;  Mayfield 
street,  from  Marshall  to  Seventh  street,  in  the  Thirty-third 
Ward  ;  Fiftieth  street,  from  Market  to  Race  street ;  Gillespie 
avenue,  from  Market  to  Race  street ;  Warwick  avenue,  from 
Market  to  Arch  street,  and  Vine  street,  from  Fifty-sixth  to 
Sixty-third  street,  in  the  Thirty-fourth  Ward ;  Park  avenue, 
from  Dauphin  to  York  street,  in  the  Thirty-seventh  Ward ; 
Gerhart  street,  from  Ritner  to  Moyamensing  avenue,  in  the 
First  Ward ;  Hewson  street,  from  Tulip  to  Memphis  street,  in 
the  Eighteenth  Ward;  Penn  street,  from  Washington  street  to 
Pennsylvania  Railroad,  in  the  Twenty-first  Ward ;  Jackson 
street,  from  Bridge  to  Comly  street,  in  Twenty -third  and 
Thirty-fifth  Wards  ;  Silver  street,  from  Frankford  avenue  to 
Emerald  street,  in  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward  ;  .  Mole  street,  from 
Snyder  avenue  to  Jackson  street,  in  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward ; 
Willows  avenue,  from  Fiftieth  to  Fifty-first  street ;  north  side 
of  Chester  avenue,  from  Fortj'^-fifth  to  Forty-sixth  street ; 
west  side  Forty-eighth  street,  from  Chester  avenue  to  King- 
sessing  avenue,  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward ;  west  side 
Twenty-third  street,  from  Columbia  avenue  to  Moiitgomerv 
avenue,  in  the  Twenty-ninth  Ward;  Thirty-three-and-a  half 
street,  from  Cumberlnnd  street  to  Fletcher  street,  in  the 
Twenty-eighth  Ward  ;  Kimball  street,  from  Twenty-fifth  to 
Gray's  Ferry  road,  in  the  Thirtieth  Ward  ;  Emerald  street, 
from  Sargeant  to  Firth  street,  in  the  Thirty-first  Ward  ;  north 
side  Parrish  street,  from  Forty-sixth  to  Forty-eighth  street,  in 
the  Thirty-fourth  Ward  :  Provided^  That  said  streets  be  first 
dedicated  or  properly  opened.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Granting  permission  to  the  Pennsylvania  Heat,  Light  f»nd 
Power  Company  to  use  certain  streets  and  alleys  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  between  the  north  line  of  South  street 
and  the  south  line  of  Girard  avenue,  and  between  the  Dela- 
ware and  Schuylkill  rivers,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
heat,  light  and  power  and  regulating  the  same. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  CUy  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be  and  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Pennsylvania  Heat,  Light  and  Power  Company, 
its  lessees  and  successors,  io  use  any  street  or  alley  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  between  the  north  line  of  South  street  and  the 
south  line  of  Girard  avenue,  and  between  the  Delaware  and 
Schuylkill  rivers  not  actually  occupied  by  a  street  passenger 
railway  and  whose  width  does  not  exceed  forty  feet,  excepting 
as  provided  in  Section  2,  and,  also,  Sansom,  Juniper,  Filbert, 
and  Cherry  streets,  for  the  purpose  of  laying,  maintaining,  and 
operating  pipes  and  conduits  under  ground,  constructing  neces- 
sary manholes,  and  making  connections  with  existing  under- 
ground services  and  with  abutting  properties  whose  owners  or 
lessees  consent  thereto,  by  means  of  which  heat,  light,  and 
power  derived  from  steam  and  other  products  or  agencies  may 
be  furnished  to  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia  who  may  desire  to 
obtain  them  :  Provided,  That  nothing  contained  in  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  construed  as  conferring  upon  the  said  company 
any  right,  privilege  or  franchise  under  this  ordinance  or  any 
other  ordinance  now  in  force  for  furnishing  gas  to  the  City  or 
citizens  of  Philadelphia,  or  in  any  manner  connecting  with 
any  of  the  underground  or  other  service  of  the  Philadelphia 
Gas  Works:  And  provided  further,  That  said  company  shall 
lay  all  the  underground  services  required  for  its  proper  uses 
in  one  trench  of  not  more  than  four  feet  in  width. 

Sect.  2.  Said  company  is  hereby  granted  further  permis- 
sion to  use  any  street  occupied  by  a  passenger  railway  com- 
pany, and  those  of  greater  width  than  forty  feet  only,  for  the 
following  purposes  : 

Pirst — For  the  purpose  of  crossing  the  same  with  its  mains 
and  services. 

Second — For  the  purpose  of  laying  its  mains  and  services 
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lengthwise  in  such  streets  only  where  it  is  impossible  for  said 
company  without  usino;  them  to  construct  a  continuous  or  con- 
nected line  of  service  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  public  demands. 

Sect.  3.  All  pipes  laid  by  said  company  for  the  transmis- 
sion of  steam  shall  be  of  wrought  iron  and  tested  to  a  pressure 
of  at  least  two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  per  square  inch,  and 
encased  in  wood  logs  ;  the  wood  logs  shall  have  a  bore  of  at 
least  two  inches  greater  diameter  than  the  iron  pipes  and  be 
lined  on  the  inside  with  tin,  and  constructed  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  prevent  the  unnecessary  radiation  of  heat.  Expansion 
joints  or  "  variators  "  and  "anchor  specials"  shall  be  placed 
fifty  feet  apart  to  provide  for  expansion  and  contraction  of 
pipes.  The  pipes  of  said  company  shall  be  used  for  conveying 
steam  for  heating  and  power.  One  or  more  lines  of  porous 
tile  shall  be  laid  below  the  wood  logs  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing off  the  surface  water,  and  shall  be  connected  at  the  lowest 
point  with  the  sewer  by  proper  traps.  The  maximum  pressure 
of  steam  in  the  pipes  laid  by  said  company  for  the  conveyance 
of  steam  shall  at  no  time  exceed  fifty  pounds  to  the  square 
inch. 

Sect.  4.  The  laying  of  said  steam  pipes  and  all  other  con- 
duits and  other  underground  services  by  said  company  in  any 
street  or  alley  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  transmission 
of  heat,  light,  and  power,  as  provided  in  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  done  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance 
approved  the  fifth  day  of  August,  1886,  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance regulating  the  construction  of  underground  wires,  elec- 
trical conductors,  conduits,  cables,  and  tubes  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia." 

Sect.  5.  Before  any  street  or  alley  is  broken,  or  any  work 
done  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance  at  any  time,  the  said  com- 
pany shall  give  fifteen  days  notice  to  the  Board  of  Highway 
Supervisors,  naming  the  streets  or  alleys  they  desire  to  use 
immediately,  stating  also  the  kind  and  character  of  under- 
ground service  they  propose  to  construct  therein,  and  shall 
furnish  detail  drawings  and  specifications  of  same.  The 
Treasurer  of  said  Company  shall  at  the  same  time  certify  to 
the  said  board  under  oath,  that  the  company  has  funds  suf- 
ficient to  complete  the  work  upon  the  stteets  named  in  stid 
notice.  The  work  of  actual  construction  specified  in  the 
notice  shall  be  begun  within  three  months  thereafter  and  com- 
pleted within   two  years.      All   such  work  and  construction 
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shall  be  done  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  board 
and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
which  Department  shall  have  right  to  inspect  and  test  said 
pipes  and  fixtures  at  any  time. 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  said  Company  shall  break  a  street  or 
alley  on  which  an  improved  pavement  has  been  laid  they  shall 
repair  the  same  under  specifications  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  keep  it  in  repair  for  three  years  after 
present  guarantee,  if  any,  has  expired  : 

Provided^  That  where  it  is  necessary  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 2  of  this  Ordinance  to  break  a  street  already  paved  with 
an  improved  pavement  occupied  by  a  Street  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company,  they  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  (25)  dollars  for  repaving  the  same  over  each  trench 
across  the  street,  and  for  all  trenches  dug  lengthwise  in  such 
streets  they  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  price  for 
each  square  yard  of  pavement  broken  paid  by  the  City  to  its 
contractor  for  repairing  such  pavement  at  the  time  of  breaking 
the  street,  and  five  per  cent,  in  addition  thereto  for  inspection, 
and  shall  be  at  no  further  cost  and  expense  on  account  thereof. 

Whenever  said  Company  shall  break  a  sidewalk  of  a  street 
they  shall  relay  the  same  in  an  approved  manner  and  keep  it 
in  repair  for  three  years. 

Whenever  said  Company  shall  use  a  street  or  alley  whose 
roadway  is  twelve  feet  or  less  in  width,  not  laid  with  an  im- 
proved pavement,  they  shall  relay  the  same  with  an  improved 
pavement  to  be  selected  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  keep  the  same  in  repair  for  three  years. 

Whenever  said  Company  shall  break  a  street  or  alley  not 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  they  shall  replace  existing  pave- 
ment at  the  places  so  broken,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  existing  ordinances,  and 
shall  keep  the  same  in  repair  for  three  years. 

Sect.  7.  In  consideration  of  the  privileges  granted  by  this 
ordinance  the  said  Company  hereby  agrees  : 

First. — To  supply  all  of  its  services,  whether  heat,  light  or 
power,  as  required,  free  of  charge  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
to  all  buildings  now  or  hereafter  owned  and  used  by  the  City, 
for  police  and  fire  purposes,  located  upon  the  streets  occupied 
by  this  company.     This  provision   to  become  binding  when- 
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ever  said  company  shall  be  able  to  furnish  its  services  to 
private  consumers  adjacent  to  such  city  buildings. 

Second. — To  furnish  heat  and  power  to  the  Public  Build- 
ings at  Broad  and  Market  streets  and  to  all  school  houses  and 
other  municipal  buildings  at  any  time  the  City  may  elect,  at 
a  cost  per  annum  not  exceeding  the  cost  of  fuel  used  in  the 
buildings  during  the  year  preceding  the  time  the  City  may 
so  elect. 

Provided,  lioivever,  That  in  the  case  of  the  Public  Buildings 
before  completion,  during  which  time  by  reason  of  the  progress 
of  the  buildings  the  amount  of  heat  and  power  is  likely  to 
be  increased  each  year  until  completed,  the  price  or  cost  shall 
be  the  cost  of  fuel  for  the  preceding  year  plus  a  proportionate 
part  of  said  cost  of  fuel  which  may  be  required  for  the  ensuing 
year  :  And  provided  further^  That  the  City  shall  first  equip 
all  of  its  said  buildings  with  suitable  radiators,  piping,  etc., 
in  a  workmanlike  manner  and  make  necessary  connections  to 
the  same  with  the  services  of  the  said  company  at  the  City's 
cost  and  under  direction  of  the  company. 

Sect.  8.  In  further  consideration  of  the  privileges  granted 
by  this  ordinance  the  said  company  hereby  further  guarantees, 
and  it  shall  be  a  part  of  the  agreement  with  the  City  that  the 
charges  for  its  services  whether  heat,  light  or  power  furnished 
to  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia  shall  not  be  greater  than  the 
charges  for  similar  services  to  the  citizens  of  any  city  of  the 
United  States  where  materials,  fuel,  labor  and  other  elements 
of  the  cost  of  such  service  are  substantially  the  same  as  in 
Philadelphia.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  these  facts  and 
of  regulating  these  charges  to  consumers  the  said  company 
hereby  agrees  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  determination 
of  them  by  a  board  of  arbitration,  to  be  composed  of  the 
Mayor  of  Philadelphia  or  one  of  the  Directors  of  Public 
Works  or  Safety,  a  representative  chosen  by  the  said  company, 
and  a  third  arbitrator,  if  necessary,  to  be  selected  by  these 
two:  Provided,  That  this  board  can  only  be  called  upon  to  act 
by  joint  resolution  of  Councils  duly  passed  or  upon  the  affi- 
davits of  the  customers  of  the  said  company  filed  with  the 
Mayor  not  later  than  September  1st  in  any  year,  averring  that 
the  company  is  violating  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  in 
charging  higher  prices  for  any  service  than  is  herein  provided, 
which  shall  be  the  only  question  to  be  determined  by  said 
board  on  the  basis  hereinbefore  provided.     The  decision  of 
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said  board  shall  be  equally  binding  and  conclusive  upon  con- 
sumers: And  2^1" ovided  further.  That  the  said  Board  may  not 
sit  more  than  once  in  any  year  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
any  difterences. 

Sect.  9.  The  said  company  shall  begin  its  work  of  con- 
struction under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  within  six 
months  from  the  date  of  the  passage  thereof,  and  shall  give 
its  final  notice  to  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors,  as  herein 
required,  within  five  years  thereafter. 

Sect.  10.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  or  be- 
come operative  in  any  way,  the  said  company  shall  file  with  the 
Mayor  its  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000) 
dollars,  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  condi- 
tioned that  it  will  indemnify  the  City  and  owners  of  property 
against  any  and  all  damages  caused  by  the  construction  or 
operation  of  its  work,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  pro- 
visions and  agreements  of  this  ordinance,  and  with  the  provi- 
sions of  an  ordinance  applicable  thereto,  approved  the  fifth  day 
of  August,  1886,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  con- 
struction of  underground  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits, 
cables  and  tubes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  and  all  ordi- 
nances passed  or  to  be  passed  relating  to  the  use,  occupation 
and  repair  of  streets  by  companies  laying  pipes  or  conduits  of 
any  kind  thereunder,  and  shall  also  pay  into  the  City  Treasury 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing  this  ordinance.

sylvania, for  seven  hundred  (700)  dollars  ;  the  said  amount  to 
be  taken  out  of  Item  9  of  the  annual  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau  of  City  Property)  for 
the  year  1895,  and  to  be  in  full  for  all  claims  against  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  by  reason  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  having 
occupied  the  premises  after  the  expiration  of  the  lease,  viz :

sum^  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  one 
million  two  hundred  thousand  (1,200,000)  dollars,  for  the 
purpose  set  forth  in  the  second  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  proceeds  or  monies  raised  and  arising  from 
the  loan  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  shall  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  the  redemption  and  payment  of  the  temporary  loan 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  by  the  Mayor,  May  21, 
1895,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  the  loan  hereby  authorized  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  3  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  half  yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  the  months  of  January 
and  July  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia.

agricultural,  and  farm  lands  and  rural  or  suburban),  a  tax  of 
one  (1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  dol- 
lars on  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1896  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  follow- 
ing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  1,  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2,  for  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22)- 
cents. 

Item  3,  for  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4,  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and 
for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 
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Item  5,  for  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  ot 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6,  for  the  supply  of  -water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7,  for  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8,  for  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9,  for  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10,  for  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  (2)  cents. 

Item  11,  for  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12,  for  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13,  for  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents  :  and  said  amounts  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects  subject  to  further 
direction  by  ordinance;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate 
voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"  agricultural  and  farm  lands  "  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  re- 
lief and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  as- 
sessed property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the 
Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  ail  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber, and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November,  there  shall 
be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the 
first  day  of  November,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  De- 
cember, there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  per 
cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  December,  and  before  the 
first  day  of  January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
four  per  cent. ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and 
after  the  first  day  of  January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made   payable   on  the 
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;same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to 
-display,  from  day  to  day,  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  tax  office,  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed 
hj  ordinance. 

All  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

upon  property  for  the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or 
drains,"  approved  May  12,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto, 
approved  February  16, 1869  ;  any  excess  over  and  above  said 
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assessment  in  addition  to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
to  draw  warrants  for  street  intersections,  manholes  and  legal 
deductions  in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved 
April  3,  18G8,  to  be  charged  to  item  (for  branch  sewers)  of 
annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  twelve  thousand  (12,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  not  award  contracts  for  the  construction  of  any  of  the 
sewers  authorized  by  this  ordinance  until  the  streets  are  on 
the  City  plan,  legally  opened  and  all  the  properties  abutting 
thereon  assessed  to  full  City  rates  :  Provided,  hoioever,  That 
where  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  lull  City  rates  and 
the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened,  he  may  award  contracts 
upon  the  receipt  of  a  duly  executed  agreement  binding  owners 
to  pay  the  regular  assessment  charges.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  maintenance  of  water-troughs,  fountains,  and 
other  places  for  watering  animals. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  water-troughs  and  foun- 
tains whatsoever,  and  all  other  receptacles  constructed  upon 
sidewalks  or  cartways  of  any  streets  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, for  supplying  drinking  Avater  to  animals,  shall  have 
underground  connection  with  a  sewer  in  the  said  street,  pro- 
vided any  sewer  shall  have  been  constructed  therein. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  refuse  to  issue  a  permit  for  connecting  with  a  water  main 
any  such  trough,  fountain,  or  other  receptacle,  unless  he  shall 
have  received,  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  said  trough,  foun- 
tain, or  receptacle  has  underground  connection  with  a  sewer, 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  All  persons  maintaining  such  trough,  fountain,  or 
receptacle  are  hereby  required  to  connect  the  same  with  the 
sewers  in  the  respective  streets  before  the  first  day  of  January, 
1896.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
further  authorized  and  directed  to  cut  off  the  connection  of 
any  property  with  the  water  pipe  in  the  street  where  the  owner 
maintains  such  trough,  fountain,  or  receptacle,  and  neglects  to 
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make  the  underground  connection  prescribed  by  this  ordi- 
ance  within  the  period  hereinbefore  stated,  and  further  neg- 
lects to  make  such  underground  connection  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  receiving  notice  to  do  so  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Works.

AN   ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  a  temporary  loan  for  one  million  one  hundred 
thousand  (1,100,000)  dollars  for  general  municipal  pur- 
poses, and  to  appi'opriate  the  same  in  the  annual  appropria- 
tions for  the  year  1895  to  the  Commissioners  for  the  Erection 
of  the  Public  Buildings,  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prison, 
Board  of  Public  Education  and  to  the  several  Bureaus  in 
the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Oouncils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  City  Treasurer,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  borrow,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  one  million  one  hundred  thousand 
(1,100,000)  dollars  lor  general  municipal  purposes  ;  the  said 
loan  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  (4)  per 
cent,  per  annum,  and  shall  be  redeemable  at  or  within  four 
months  from  its  date,  and  for  the  sum  so  borrowed,  certificates 
of  City  debt  shall  be  issued  in  the  form  prescribed  by  exist- 
ing ordinances. 

Sect.  2.  The  money  raised  from  the  proceeds  of  the  loan 
authorized  by  this  Ordinance,  shall  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  the  following  purposes :  In  the  annual  appro- 
priation to  the  Commissioners  for  the  Erection  of  Public 
Buildings  for  the  year  1895,  to  new  Item  29,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty  thousand  (160,000)  dollars,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  work  already  done  and  work  to  be  done  in  connection 
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with  the  construction  and  completion  of  the  tower  under  the 
contract  with  the  Tacony  Iron  and  Metal  Company  ;  and  to 
new  Item  30  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  forty  thousand 
(340,000)  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  work  now 
done  or  to  be  done  in  connection  with  the  finishing,  furnish- 
ing and  fitting  up  of  the  rooms  being  completed  for  the 
accommodations  of  the  Court,  the  Prothonotary,  City  Solici- 
tor, Sheriff  or  other  departments ;  in  the  annual  appropria- 
tions to  the  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prisons  for  the  year 
1895  to  new  Item  27,  the  sum  of  seventy  thousand  (70,000) 
dollars  for  the  completion,  fitting  up,  furnishing  and  com- 
pleting in  every  particular  the  new  County  Prison  in  the 
Thirty-fifth  Ward.  In  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  for  the  year  1895,  to  new  Item  1|  for 
the  pay  of  additional  teachers,  eighteen  thousand  (18,000) 
dollars.  To  Item  10,  for  cleaning  school  houses  two  thousand 
(2,000)  dollars,  and  to  new  Item  66,  for  the  purchase  of  new 
lots,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars.  To  the  annual  appro- 
priation to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  year 
1895,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars, 
as  follows :  Bureau  of  Gas,  Item  2,  wages  of  stokers, 
helpers,  mechanics,  laborers  and  other  employees,  etc.,  one 
hundred  and  twelve  thousand  (112,000)  dollars.  Item  7, 
for  the  purchase  and  laying,  including  material  and  labor 
for  distribution,  of  pipes  for  the  distribution  of  gas,  ten 
thousand  (10,000)  dollars.  New  Item  9,  for  new  holder 
at  Point  Breeze  Works,  one  hundred  and  ninety  thousand 
(190,000)  dollars.  New  Item  10,  for  restoring  buildings 
destroyed  by  fire,  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars ;  total 
for  vBureau  of  Gas,  three  hundred  and  thirty-two  thousand 
(332,000)  dollars.  Bureau  of  Highways,  Item  3,  for  repairs 
to  paved  streets,  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars.  Bureau 
of  Water,  Item  4,  buildings,  grounds  and  reservoirs,  thirty 
thousand  (30,000)  dollars  ;  Item  5,  improvement  of  distri- 
bution, thirty  thousand  (30,000)  dollars  ;  Item  6,  supplies, 
fuel  and  labor.  City  repair  shops,  eight  thousand  (8,000) 
dollars ;  Item  8,  for  materials  and  labor  laying  service  pipe, 
fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  ;  total  for  the  Bureau  of  Water, 
one  hundred  and  eighteen  thousand  (118,000)  dollars.

To  authorize  the  immediate  opening  of  a  portion  of  the  Alms- 
house grounds  set  apart  for  park  purposes  by  Ordinance  of 
July  6,  1888,  for  public  use  as  a  Museum  and  Botanical 
Garden  and  Park,  and  conveying  same  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  in  trust  for  the  purposes 
herein  set  forth. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  so  much  of  the  Almshouse 
grounds  which  was  set  apart  for  public  park  purposes  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  ordinance  approved  July  6,  1883  ;  All 
that  certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground  situate  in  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Ward,  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  described  as  follows  : 
Beginnnig  at  a  point  located  at  the  distance  of  two  hundred 
and  five  (205)  feet  southward  from  the  south  side  of  Spruce 
street,  measured  on  a  line  at  right  angles  thereto,  and  at  the 
distance  of  seventy-eight  (78)  feet  eleven  and  three-eighths 
(llf)  inches  eastward  from  the  east  side  of  Thirty-fourth 
street  as  on  the  City  plan  sixty  (60)  feet  in  width  measured 
on  a  line  at  right  angles  thereto ;  said  point  being  in  line  of 
lot  conveyed  by  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  an  ordinance  of  Councils 
of  March  30,  1894,  thence  extendirg  by  other  ground  of  the 
said  City  of  Philadelphia,  south  45°  31'  11"  east  37'  2f"  to 
a  point;  south  11°  V  west  207'  2|"  to  a  point;  south  45° 
81"  11'  east  27'  to  a  point;  and  north  77°  04'  59"  east 
272'  lOf"  to  a  point  in  line  of  lot  conveyed  to  the  said 
Trustees  of  the  Uuniversity  of  Pennsylvania  by  ordinance  of 
March  30,  1894;  thence  by  the  same  north  28°  19'  west 
293'  to  a  point,  and  south  62°  06'  west  150'  9"  to  the  place  of 
beginning  ;  containing  one  and  two-sevenths  (If-)  acres,  more 
or  less,  shall  be  forthwith  opened  to  use  as  a  public  park 
forever. 

Sect.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  suitable  improve- 
ment of  the  same,  said  lot  of  ground  above  described  shall  be 
conveyed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
in  trust,  to  lay  out  and  maintain  the  same  forever  as  and  for  a 
Museum  and  a  Botanical  Garden  and  Park  without  expense 
to  the  City,  to  be  opened  to  the  free  access  of  the  public  at  all 
times  forever  under  suitable  regulations,  to  be  from  time  to 
time  agreed  upon  by  the  said  Trustees  and  Mayor  of  the  said 
16 
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City ;  and  also  to  erect  thereon  a  Museum  of  Science  and 
Art  witliout  expense  to  the  said  City  :  Provided^  That  the 
said  grounds  shall  be  placed  in  the  proper  condition  for  the 
purpose  of  this  ordinance  within  five  years  from  the  date  of 
the  execution  of  the  deed  creating  and  accepting  said  trust 
herein  created,  said  deed  of  trust  to  be  prepared  by  the  City 
Solicitor  with  all  suitable  covenants  and  provisions  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this  ordinance  and  secure  the  privi- 
leges to  all  parties  herein  named,  to  be  executed  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  and  the  said  Trustees,  with  the  proper  legal 
authority  accepting  the  same  :  And  provided  further,  That  in 
the  event  of  the  failure  on  the  part  of  said  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  to  place  the  said  grounds  in  the 
proper  condition  for  the  purposes  hereof  within  the  said  five 
years,  or  of  maintaining  the  same  as  a  Museum  and  Botanical 
Garden  and  Park,  and  keeping  the  same  open  to  the  public  as 
aforesaid  at  all  times  hereafter  forever,  or  shall  divert  the 
said  ground  to  any  other  purposes  than  those  specified  in  this 
ordinance,  then  the  trust  created  by  this  ordinance  shall 
cease  and  determine,  and  this  ordinance  and  all  privileges 
granted  hereunder  shall  become  null  and  void,  and  the  said 
property  shall  revert  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  free,  clear 
and  discharged  of  any  and  all  trusts  hereby  created,  or 
expenses  or  obligations  created  by  reason  of  this  ordinance.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby 
directed  to  examine  the  title  to  all  that  certain  lot  in  the 
Twenty-first  Ward,  beginning  at  a  point  formed  by  the  inter- 
section of  the  southwesterly  side  of  Ridge  avenue  (sixty  feet 
wide  with  the  southeasterly  side  of  Levering  street),  as  now 
laid  down  on  the  plan  of  said  City  fifty  feet  wide  ;  thence  ex- 
tending along  the  said  side  of  Ridge  avenue  south  thirty-four 
degrees  thirty-seven  minutes  east  fifty-one  feet  two  and  a 
fourth  inches  to  a  point ;  thence  extending  still  along  said 
side  of  Ridge  avenue  south  thirty-three  degrees  forty-nine

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Granting  permission  to  use  electric  motors  to  be  supplied 
from  overhead  wires,  storage  batteries  or  underground 
wires,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support  said 
wires,  and  to  construct  conduits  between  the  tracks  on  the 
streets  along  which  the  Grand  Boulevard  Street  Railway 
Company,  or  its  lessees,  tracks  are  to  be  laid,  and  to  per- 
mit any  lessee  of  said  railway  company  to  construct,  use, 
erect  and  maintain  the  same,  and  to  provide  for  the  plotting, 
striking  from  the  City  plan,  opening  and  paving  streets 
upon  which  it  now  or  may  hereafter  run. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  permission  is  hereby  granted  to 
the  Grand  Boulevard  Street  Railway  Company,  or  lessees  of 
the  same,  to  occupy  the  following  streets,  and  to  use  electric 
motors  as  the  propelling  power  of  the  cars  on  the  tracks  of 
said  company  which  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  laid,  as  fol- 
lows :  Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Pulaski  avenue  and 
Bristol  street,  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward ;  thence  on  Bristol 
street  to  Eighteenth  street ;  thence  on  Eighteenth  street  to 
Fisher's  lane  ;  thence  to  make  a  circuit  over  private  lands,  by 
and  with  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  owners  thereof, 
crossing  Thorp's  lane,  Haines,  Mill  and  Washington  streets 
to  Cheltenham  avenue  or  City  line ;  thence  over  the  same 
route  to  place  of  beginning ;  also,  a  branch  on  Mill  street, 
from  Branchtown  to  Twentieth  street,  and  return  to  Branch- 
town. 

Sect.  2.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires 
supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high,  Avhich 
the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  maintain,  and  to 
be  placed  opposite  each  other  within  the  curb  lines  and  con- 
nected with  street  wires  or,  at  the  option  of  the  company,  to 
be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  a  double  bracket 
thereon  suspending  the  ovei'head  construction,  or  to  be  sup- 
plied from  storage  batteries  or  from  underground  conduits 
between  the  tracks  which  said  company  is  also  authorized  to 
lay  and  maintain. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  depart- 
ments of  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing 
the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance, 
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the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City),  which  agreement  shall  be  in 
form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other 
things,  provide  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to 
pave,  with  improved  pavement,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads 
traversed  by  its  line  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system,  the 
same  to  be  selected  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and  to  open  to  full  width  and  grade  all  streets 
herein  named  not  now  fully  opened  and  graded,  and  all  feed 
wires  within  the  City  limits  shall  be  buried.  The  said  com- 
pany hereby  further  agrees  to  dedicate  or  secure  the  dedica- 
tion to  their  full  Avidth  of  such  streets  or  highways,  without 
cost  to  the  City,  as  may  be  plotted  and  placed  upon  the  City 
plan  hereafter  through  the  private  lands  herein  named  after 
same  are  occupied  by  the  tracks  of  said  company  free  and 
clear,  however,  from  any  liability  on  the  part  of  the  company 
to  pave  the  same  with  original  pavement.  The  Department 
of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  is  hereby  granted  and 
given  full  authority  and  power  to  place  upon  the  City  plan 
such  streets  through  private  lands  occupied  by  the  tracks  of 
said  railroad  company  as  it  may  conclude  are  lor  the  best 
interests  of  the  City,  considering  drainage,  travel,  and  to 
strike  from  the  City  plan  such  other  streets  as  are  now  plotted 
which  may  have  been  rendered  useless  by  reason  of  the  open- 
ing of  the  streets  herein  set  forth.  That  the  said  railway 
company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  passed  relating  to  the  government, 
control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind 
within  said  City  ;  that  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of 
its  road  bed,  cars  and  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  char- 
acter of  materials,  supplies  or  Avorkmanship,  plans,  profiles, 
elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  at  all 
times  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of 
Public  Works  and  Public  Safety.  The  work  shall  be  commenced 
within  one  year  and  completed  within  two  years  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance.  And  that  the  said  railway  company 
shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond,  in  the  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor  in 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25;000)  dollars  conditioned 
upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  agreement  herein  author- 
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ized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City  and  the  money  shall 
be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  if  the  said  railway  company 
shall  default  in  this  agreement  or  any  of  its  conditions,  and 
the  said  company  shall  first  pay  fifty  (50)  dollars  into  the 
City  Treasury  for  the  printing  of  this  ordinance.

Edmund,  Ditman,  Aspen,  Monmouth,  Walker,  Almond, 
Hicks,  Mole,  Seventeen-and-a-half,  Daymond,  Carlisle, 
Thirty- and-a-half,  Bambrey,  Kimball,  Ninth,  Seventh, 
Rorer,  Mayfield,  Hartville,  Fox,  E,  Clearfield,  Race,  Arch, 
Fifty-one-and-a-half,  Fifty-first,  Fifty-two-and-a-half,  Fif- 
tieth, May,  Vankirk,  Newkirk,  Thirteenth,  Camac,  Twelfth 
streets,  Chestnut  Hill,  Roumfort,  Sedgely,  Glenwood,  Mon- 
ument, Allegheny,  Gillespie,  Warwick,  Burk,  Park  avenues, 
and  Olney  road  or  Tabor  street ;  and  to  relay  with  larger 
pipe  Arrison  court  and  Ludlow  street. 

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  lay  water  pipe  in 
Wolf  street,  from  Eighth  to  Moyamensing  avenue  ;  Porter 
street,  from  Fifth  to  Old  Second  ;  Fifth  street,  from  Wolf  to 
Porter  ;  Sixth  street,  from  Wolf  to  Porter  ;  Pallas  str'eet,  from 
Ritner  to  Porter ;  Gerhart  street,  from  Ritner  to  Moyamen- 
sing avenue  ;  Davis  street,  from  Thirteenth  west ;  Penn  street,

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  running  and  stopping  of  electric  cars  in  front 
of  public  school  houses,  and  the  near  side  of  all  main  streets 
within  the  built  up  portion  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any 
Passenger  Railway  Company  operating  in  the  City  to  run  any 
cars  propelled  by  electricity  between  the  hours  of  8  A.  M.  and 
5  P.  M.,  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  six  miles  an  hour  over 
a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  on  either  side  and  in 
front  of  any  public  school. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  (Bureau  of  Police),  to  instruct  the  police  on  duty  where 
public  schools  are  situated  to  time  the  speed  of  the  cars  as  set 
forth  in  section  1,  at  least  once  a  day,  so  as  to  become  familiar- 
ized with  the  rate  of  speed,  and  to  report  the  same  to  his  su- 
perior officer,  and  in  addition  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer 
on  the  beat  to  note  down  the  number  of  the  car,  the  time,  and 
the  rate  of  speed  as  set  forth  in  section  1,  when  any  violation 
of  this  ordinance  occurs,  and  to  make  report  of  the  same.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  motorman  to  fail  to  stop  the  car  under 
his  charge  on  the  near  side  of  all  main  streets  within  the  built 
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Tip  portion  of  the  City.  It  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  to  prosecute  said  motorman  for  all  viola- 
tions of  this  ordinance  on  the  evidence  thus  obtained. 

Sect.  3.  The  penalty  for  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  twenty  (20)  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  col- 
lected as  now  provided  by  law  for  violation  of  City  ordinances.

For  the  maintenance  and  enlargement  of  the  Free  Library  of 
Philadelphia. 

Whereas,  Under  two  several  ordinances,  approved  Decem- 
ber 31,  1894,  the  City  of  Philadelphia  accepted,  with  the 
view  of  establishing  and  maintaining  a  free  library,  a  large 
donation  of  books  from  the  Directors  of  the  Free  Library  of 
Philadelphia,  and  thereunder  created  the  existing  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  establishing  and  maintaining  a  free  library, 
and  have  appropriated,  under  subsequent  ordinances  in  con- 
nection therewith,  certain  sums  of  money  for  the  purposes  of 
the  free  library  so  established ;  and 

Whereas,  By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania, 
duly  approved  June  7,  1895,  the  power  of  cities  of  the  first 
class  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  connection 
with  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  free  libraries  was 
more  clearly  set  forth  and  defined  ;  and 

Whereas,  One  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  above  referred 
to  was  specially  designed  to  confer  on  any  person  desiring  to 
make  donations  of  books,  money,  personal  property,  or  real 
estate  for  the  benefit  of  such  library,  the  right  to  vest  the 
title  to  such  books,  money,  or  real  estate  so  donated  in  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  empowering  the  said  board  to  hold  and 
control  such  property  according  to  the  terms  of  the  deed,  gift, 
devise,  or  bequest. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
cf  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  provisions  of  said  act  be, 
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and  the  same  are  hereby  accepted,  so  that  the  system  of  free 
library  work  may  be  promoted  and  enlarged  for  the  greatest 
benefit  of  the  greatest  number  of  the  citizens,  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  joint  use  of  public  appropriations  as  well  as  pri- 
vate donations  which  may  be  donated  or  bequeathed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  maintenance,  extension,  and  conduct 
of  the  system. 

Sect.  2.  The  appropriations  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  free  library  and  branches  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  shall  hereafter  be  made  exclusively  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Free  Library  or  their  legal  successors, 
created  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  approved 
December  31,  1894:  Provided,  That  the  said  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Free  Library  of  Philadelphia  shall  maintain 
as  many  branch  libraries,  not  less  than  eight,  as  the  needs  of 
the  community  and  the  funds  available  may  permit.  On  and 
after  January  1,  1896,  each  and  every  of  the  main  and  branch 
free  libraries  now  established,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
established,  in  which  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  an  interest 
or  assists  in  maintaining,  shall  be  placed  and  be  under  and  in 
the  control  and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  created 
under  the  ordinance  of  December  31,  1894,  or  their  legal 
successors. 

Sect.  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Bankers  and  Merchants  Telegraph  Company,  being  charges 
upon  poles  and  wires  from  the  years  1885  to  1892  inclusive, 
and  suit  was  brought  against  said  Company  jointly  with  the 
Postal  Telegraph  Company  for  the  full  amount  of  this  claim, 
and  judgment  to  cover  the  same  up  to  that  time  was  obtained. 
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The  whole  chiim  of  the  City  on  July  1,  1895,  including  costs 
and  interest  amounted  to  eighteen  thousand  four  hundred  and 
thirty-five  (18,435)  dollars  and  seventy-eight  (78)  cents. 
The  companies  have  offered  to  pay  the  entire  principal  of  this 
claim  and  one-half  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  interest  and 
costs  to  September  5,  1895,  making  the  full  amount  which 
would  be  collected  if  the  proposition  is  accepted  fifteen  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  (15,278)  dollars  and 
thirty-four  (34)  cents.

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Philadelphia  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  ta 
borrow  from  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders,  at  not  less  than  par, 
on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  sum  or 
sums  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  one 
million  (1,000,000)  dollars,  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the 
second  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  proceeds  or  moneys  raised  and  arising  from  the 
loan  authorized  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  redemption  and  payment  of  the  loans  or  bonds  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  maturing  and  falling  due  on  the  first 
day  of  January,  A.  D.  1896,  and  for  no  other  purposes  what- 
ever. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  the  loan  hereby  authorized,  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  three  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum  shall 
be  paid  half-yearly,  on  the  first  day  of  the  months  of  January 
and  July  at  the  office  of  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  divided  into

Company  shall  agree  to  be  responsible  for  all  damages  that 
may  be  caused  by  reason  of  this  privilege  being  granted,  and 
shall  remove  the  said  bridge  at  any  time  without  notice  on 
the  passage  of  an  ordinance  or  resolution  to  that  effect,  and 
shall  first  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  for  the  publication  ojp  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  amend  ordinance  approved  the  thirtieth  day  of  March, 
1895,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  procedure  in 
Councils  for  the  taking  of  private  property  for  public  use." 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  ordinance  approved  the 
thirtieth  day  of  March,  1895.  regulating  the  procedure  in 
Councils  for  the  taking  of  private  property  for  public  use, 
be  altered  and  amended  by  striking  out  in  Section  1  the  follow- 


ing :  "  The  ordinance,  together  with  a  list  of  the  property 
owners  and  the  damage  claimed  by  each,  and  a  list  of  those  who 
will  not  name  a  figure,  and  all  other  information  obtained  by  the 
committee,  shall  then  be  referred  to  a  board,  consisting  of  the 
City  Solicitor  or  his  representative,  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment or  the  chief  of  the  bureau  having  charge  of  the  subject- 
matter  of  the  ordinance,  and  a  disinterested  citizen  familiar 
with  real  estate  in  the  vicinity,  to  be  chosen  by  the  other 
two  members  of  the  board,  and  shall  consider  the  whole 
matter  an^  negotiate  further  with  property  owners  and  others 
afl'ected,  and  report  within  one  month  to  the  committee  a  full 
list  of  the  damages  claimed,  and  the  probable  damage  to  those 
who  will  not  name  a  figure,  together  with  their  opinion  in 
writing  as  to  whether  or  not  the  amount  of  damages  claimed 
is  fair  and  just ;"  by  striking  out  the  word  "  board"  after  the 
word  "  said"  and  inserting  the  words  "  sub-committee  ;"  by 
striking  out  the  word  "  said"  before  the  word  "committee" 
and  inserting  the  words  "the  general;"  by  striking  out 
the  words  "and  the  item  or  items  in  the  annual  ap- 
propriations to  the  various  departments  from  which  it 
is  to  to  be  taken  ;"  also  by  striking  out  the  following :  "  Sect. 
2.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  ordinance  into  effect 
the  Finance  Committee  shall  hereafter  annually  appropriate, 
and  may  transfer  to  new  items  in  the  annual  approria- 
tions  to  the  various  departments  such  sums  as  they  may 
deem  advisable  for  the  purposes,  predicated  upon  the  amounts 
of  money  now  appropriated,  or  hereafter  likely  to  be  appro- 
priated to  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  payment  by  mandamus 
of  claims  arising  under  ordinances  passed  by  Councils.  By 
making  Section  3  Section  2,  so  that  said  ordinance  when 
amended  shall  read  as  follows  : 

AN   ORDINANCE 

Regulating  the  procedure  in  Councils  for  the  taking  of  private 
property  for  public  use. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Commoyi  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  ordinances  taking  pri- 
vate property  for  public  purposes,  which  after  their  passage 
give  to  persons  aifected  by  them  the  right  to  sue  the  City  and 
result  in  a  mandamus  to  the  City  Treasurer,  shall  first  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  of  Councils  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
subject-matter  contained   in  the  ordinance.     That  committee 
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shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  for  a  detailed 
plan,  showing  what  property  "will  be  taken  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  ordinance,  together  with  a  full  list  of  the  regis- 
tered property  owners  legally  aflFected  by  it,  either  injuriously 
or  beneficially,  and  the  assessed  valuations  of  the  property. 
The  Bureau  of  Surveys  shall  return  this  plan  and  information 
to  the  said  committee  within  thirty  days  after  its  receipt. 
Upon  the  return  of  this  to  the  committee,  a  special  sub-com- 
mittee, consisting  of  five  members,  none  of  whom  shall  be  from 
the  ward  or  wards  in  which  the  subject  of  the  ordinance  is 
located,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chairman  to  consider  such 
ordinance,  visit  the  places,  and  summon  before  it,  and  to 
negotiate  with  the  property  owners  and  leaseholders  aifected, 
with  a  view  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  damages  claimed  by 
them.  After  such  investigation,  and  after  hearing  those 
aifected,  the  sub-committee  shall  report  in  detail  to  the  gene- 
ral committee  the  amount  claimed  by  each  party,  together 
with  a  list  of  those  who  will  not  name  a  price,  and  such  other 
information  as  may  be  obtained  by  them  as  to  the  advisability 
of  passing  the  ordinance.  The  said  Sub-Committee  shall  also, 
in  cases  where  they  are  satisfied  that  the  claims  are  just,  pro- 
cure agreements  in  writing  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia from  property  owners,  binding  said  property  owners 
not  to  claim  damages  by  reason  of  the  passage  of  said  ordinance 
in  excess  of  the  sum  named  in  said  agreement,  provided  the 
ordinance  affecting  said  property  owners  shall  be  passed  by 
Councils  Avithin  three  months  from  the  date  of  said  agreement. 
They  shall  also  include  the  list  of  those  from  whom  agreements 
have  been  obtained  in  their  report  to  the  committee.  The 
general  committee  shall  then  consider  the  whole  subject,  and, 
if  favorable,  shall  insert  in  the  ordinance  the  amount  of  money 
necessary  to  carry  it  into  effect,  so  far  as  they  can  determine 
it.  The  ordinance  shall  then  be  reported  to  Councils  with 
full  information  bearing  upon  the  subject  and  acted  upon  in 
the  usual  manner. 

Sect.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  the  object  of 
this  ordinance  all  committees  shall  have  power  to  summon 
parties  before  them  and  examine  them  upon  oath  or  otherwise, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary.

That  the  City  Commissioners  shall  draw 
no  warrants  for  the  pay  of  assessors  or  election  officers  in  any 
division  unless  said  assessors  or  election  officers  shall  have  re- 
turned the  election  laws,  bibles,  and  press  in  good  order  to  the 
office  of  said  Commissioners ;  and  the  City  Controller  shall 
countersign  no  warrants  for  rent  of  room  until  he  is  satisfied 
that  it  is  for  the  actual  occupant  of  the  premises  at  the  time 
of  the  election  :  Provided  also,  That  the  said  Commissioners 
shall  prepare,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  suitable  specifications  for  all  stationery,  paper, 
printing,  binding,  fuel,  advertising,  supplies,  work,  and  the 
materials  required ;  and  the  said  Commissioners  shall  adver- 
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tise  in  the  month  of  January  for  proposals  for  furnishing  said 
supplies,  and  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  in  accordance  with 
an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  reception 
of  bids  and  awarding  of  contracts,"  approved  December  26, 
1882. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  City  Commissioners 
in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances.  All  ordinances  or 
parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed.

Elevator  service  : — For  wages  of  foreman,  four  (4)  dollars 
per  diem  ;  two  elevator  inspectors  or  starters,  two  (2)  dollars 
and  (50)  cents  per  diem  :  Provided,  That  a  corresponding  de- 
crease be  made  in  the  force  of  watchmen  ;  elevator  men,  two

Electric  Light  Department: — For  wages  of  electrician,  five 
(5)  dollars  per  diem  ;  engineers,  three  (3)  dollars  per  diem  ; 
trimmer,  two  (2)  dollars  and  seventy-five  (75)  cents  per  diem; 
firemen,  two  (2)  dollars  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  diem  ', 
dynamo  men,  two  (2)  dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  diem. 

Plumbing  and  Gas  Fitting  Department : — For  wages  of 
foreman,  five  (5)  dollars  per  diem  ;  plumbers,  three  (3)  dollars 
and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  diem  ;  gas-fitters,  three  (3)  dollars  per 
diem  ;  helpers,  two  (2)  dollars  per  diem.

Incidental  iron  work  as  follows  :  southeast  elevators, 
group  of  four  cars,  southeast  elevator  enclosures,  one  elevator 
northwest  corner,  iron  trims,  jambs,  and  castings,  iron  beams  over 
401,  499,  211,  291,  and  for  the  removal  of  ceilings  over  311 
and  391 ;  beams  over  the  corner  stairways  utilizing  space  in 
seventh  story ;  partitions  between  695,  696,  697,  600,  700, 
707,  793.  Copper  work,  bronze  and  bronze  work  (guards  to 
windows  of  second  and  fifth  stories),  painting  (throughout  in- 
terior and  exterior),  lumber,  glazing,  hardware,  one  hundred 
and  ten  thousand  (110,000)  dollars. 

.  Item  4.  For  polished  granite  base  and  other  granite  work, 
removing  stairs  in  north  corridor  of  second  fioor,  rostrums  in 
coroner's  room  602,  marble-work  in  toilet-rooms,  heightening 
windows,  third  floor,  north  side  of  court  yard,  slate  base  and 
incidental  slate  work,  sandstone  corbels  and  lintels  to  council's 
conversation  hall,  cutting  out  arches  in  tower  and  ref  icing 
fourth  floor,  renewals  and  repairs  to  work  in  room  476,  eighty 
thousand  (80,000)  dollars.

For  incidental  materials,  and  hauling  ashes  and 
rubbish,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars. 

Item  8.  For  fitting  up  and  furnishing  rooms,  two  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  thousand  five  hundred  (297,500)  dollars. 

Provided^  The  City  Controller  may  countersign  warrants 
for  b!lls  for  1895,  and  balances  remaining  at  the  end  of  the 
■year  1 896  to  the  credit  of  any  of  the  above  Items  shall  not 
merge  December  31,   1896.     Provided^   That  all   work   and 
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materials  necessary  for  the  completion  and  furnishing  of  the 
buildings  shall  be  advertised  for  not  less  than  three  times  in 
three  daily  newspapers  of  this  City,  and  that  all  bids  for  the 
same  be  opened  and  contracts  awarded  at  the  regular  or  special 
meetings  of  the  Commission  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder. 
And  the  City  Controller,  upon  the  approval  of  the  Finance 
Committees  of  these  Councils,  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
consolidate  the  unexpended  balances  of  1895  remaining  at  the 
end  of  the  year  under  such  items  of  this  appropriation  as  are 
necessary  to  preserve  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  itemization 
provided  for  in  the  ordinance  or  ordinances  of  appropriation 
for  the  year  1895. 

All  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Commissioners  for  the 
Erection  of  the  Public  Buildings  in  conformity  with  existing 
ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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Works,  one  warrant ;  for  employees  at  the  Point  Breeze 
Works,  one  warrant ;  for  the  employees  on  the  Germantown, 
Frankford  and  Manayunk  rolls,  one  warrant ;  employees  of 
the  Bureau  of  Gas  are  to  be  paid  semi-monthly. 

For  the  employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Lighting  :  One  warrant, 
payable  semi-monthly. 

For  the  Bureau  of  Water  :  For  the  employees  of  the  hydro- 
grapic  corps  roll,  one  warrant,  payment  once  every  two 
months :  for  the  employees  at  the  pumping  stations,  one  war- 
rant for  each  station,  payment  monthly.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Instructing    the    Department    of  Public    Works    (Bureau    of 
Water)  to  readjust  certain  charges  for  water  rent. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Water)  be,  and  is  hereby  instructed  to

Reduce  the  charge  against  premises  1118  and  1115  Hancock 
street  for  the  year  1895  to  five  (5)  dollars,  provided  a  permit 
is  taken  out  and  a  half  inch  ferrule  substituted  for  the  three- 
quarter  inch  ferrule  now  in  use.

Resolved,  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bu- 
reau of  Highways)  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
collect  all  the  information  obtainable  relative  to  streets  in  any 
way  authorized  to  be  occupied  by  passenger  railways  ;  that  is 
to  say,  all  highways  upon  which  tracks  have  been  autliorized 
from  time  to  time  to  be  laid  and  upon  which  cars  are  now  run 
as  well  as  such  tracks  as  are  now  unused,  and  other  similar 
information.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  work,  said  Department 
(Bureau  of  Highways)  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  such 
additional  help  as  may  be  necessary  to  expedite  the  work,  the 
expense  of  same  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  (lUO)  dollars,  to 
be  paid  out  of  Item  21  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the 
Bureau  of   Highways  for   the  year  1895 :     Provided,  This 
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Item  shall  not  merge  December  31,  1895;  and  Joint  Rule 
41  of  Select  and  Common  Councils  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
suspended,  in  order  that  this  resolution  may  be  presented  to 
the  Mayor  for  his  approval  or  disapproval.

bridge  and  the  lines  of  said  street  conform  thereto,  and  to 
make  a  complete  thoroughfare,  the  Board  of  Surveyors 
changed  the  lines  of  said  street  after  the  above  required  agree- 
ment was  filed,  and 

Whereas,  Councils,  by  ordinance  approved  November  13, 

1895,  amended  said  ordinance  so  as  to  authorize  the  opening 
of  the  street  on  the  revised  lines  and  increase  the  amount  of 
the  agreement  to  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars, 
which  changed  agreement  the  original  parties  refuse  now  to 
enter  into,  and 
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Whereas,  The  bridge  will  be  virtually  useless  unless  Ever- 
green avenue  is  legally  opened,  now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  ordinance  aj)proved  No- 
vember 8,  1894,  entitled  ''An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the 
opening  of  Evergreen,  Fairview  and  Thirty-seventh  avenues," 
as  amended  by  the  ordinance  November  13,  1895,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordi- 
nance to  authorize  the  opening  of  Evergreen,  Fairview  and 
Thirty-seventh  avenues,'  "  be  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  the  proviso  to  the  opening  of  Evergreen  avenue 
contained  in  said  ordinance.

and  grades  of  Erie  avenue,  between  Second  street  and  Frankford 
avenue,  and  to  strike  from  the  City  plan  certain  streets,  and 
to  widen  other  streets  in  the  Twenty-fifth  and  Thirty-third 
Wards,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
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the  words  "  and  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  Erie  avenue 
by  making  the  width  thereof  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  and  lo- 
cating it  so  as  to  extend  from  a  point  west  of  Second  street  to  a 
point  in  Butler  street  east  of  Front  street,  and  from  thence 
eastward  in  such  a  position,  that  the  north  line  thereof  shall 
conform  to  the  north  line  of  Butler  street,  as  originally  platted 
fifty  (50)  feet  wide  to  Kensington  avenue,  and  from  the  inter- 
section of  Kensington  avenue  and  Butler  street  the  avenue 
shall  extend  southeastwardly  of  the  width  of  eighty  (80)  feet 
to  the  present  intersection  of  Butler  street  and  Frankford 
avenue  south  of  the  Connecting  Railway,"  and  inserting  the 
words  "And  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  Erie  avenue  by 
making  the  width  thereof  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  and  locating 
it  so  as  to  extend  from  a  point  west  of  Second  street  to  a  point 
in  Butler  street  east  of  Front  street,  and  from  thence  eastward 
in  such  a  position  that  the  north  line  thereof  shall  conform  to 
the  north  line  of  Butler  street,  as  originally  platted,  fifty  (50) 
feet  wide  to  "  M  "  street,  and  from  the  intersection  of  "  M  " 
street  and  Butler  street,  the  avenue  shall  extend  southeast- 
wardly of  the  width  of  eighty  (80)  feet  to  the  present  inter- 
section of  Butler  street  and  Frankford  avenue  south  of  the 
Connecting  Railway."

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and 
six  thousand  two  hundred  and  fourteen  (506,214)  dollars  and 
twenty-five  (25)  cents  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
to  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  for  the  year  1896. 

Item.  1.  For  salaries:  Park  solicitor,  one  thousand  two  hun- 
dred (1,200)  dollars  ;  secretary,  two  thousand  five  hundred 
(2,500)  dollars ;  clerk,  one  thousand  four  hundred  (1,400) 
dollars  ;  chief  engineer  and  superintendent,  three  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  (3,750)  dollars ;  landscape  gardener, 
two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars ;  assistant  engineer,  one  thou- 
sand four  hundred  and  fifty  (1,450)  dollars ;  chief  clerk,  one 
thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  (1,350)  dollars  ;  messenger, 
nine  hundred  (900)  dollars;  total,  fourteen  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty  (14,550)  dollars. 

Item  2.  For  incidental  expenses,  office  of  Commission  : 
Care  and  cleaning  office,  stationery,  printing,  analysis  of  water, 
rental  of  telephones,  advertising  Park  supplies,  repairs  to  tele- 
graph lines  between  the  various  police  stations,  and  printing 
annual  report,  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  (3,150) 
dollars. 
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Item  3,  For  general  maintenance  of  the  Park,  this  includes 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  roads,  walks,  drives,  drains, 
fences,  bridges,  buildings,  lawns,  plants,  flowers,  green-houses, 
and  for  fuel,  stationery,  and  other  incidental  expenses,  one 
hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  the  care  of  Horticultural  Hall  and  Arboretum, 
including  fuel,  attendance,  material,  maintenance  of  fountains 
and  water  supply,  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  dollars. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  nurseries,  the  planting,  transplant- 
ing and  trimming  of  trees,  the  preservation  of  woodlands,  and 
purchase  of  new  stock,  six  thousand  (6,000)  dollars. 

Item  6.  For  the  pay,  equipment  and  incidental  expenses  of 
the  Park  guard,  one  hundred  and  six  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  sixty-six  (106,766)  dollars  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents. 
This  provides  for  pay  of  one  captain  at  five  (5)  dollars  per  day, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five  (1,825)  dollars; 
one  lieutenant,  at  one  hundred  and  sixteen  (116)  dollars  sixty- 
six  and  two-thirds  (66f)  cents  per  month,  one  thousand  four 
hundred  (1,400)  dollars  ;  four  sergeants  at  three  (3)  dollars 
and  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  day,  or  one  thousand  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six  (1,186)  dollars  and  twenty- five  (25)  cents 
per  year  each,  four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-five 
(4,745)  dollars  ;  seventy-four  guards,  at  two  (2)  dollars  and 
fifty  (50)  cents  per  day  each,  or  nine  hundred  and  twelve  (912) 
dollars  and  fifty  (50)  cents  per  year  each,  sixty-seven  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  twenty-five  (67,525)  dollars ;  one 
driver  Park  ambulance  at  fifty  (50)  dollars  per  month,  six 
hundred  (600)  dollars ;  four  attendants  at  ladies'  retiring 
houses,  thirty  (30)  dollars  per  month,  or  three  hundred  and 
sixty  (360)  dollars  per  year  each,  one  thousand  four  hundred 
and  forty  (1,440)  dollars  ;  ten  attendants  at  ladies'  retiring 
houses,  six  months,  at  thirty  (30)  dollars  per  month  each,  or 
one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  dollars  per  year  each,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  (1,800)  dollars  ;  for  uniforms  and  equip- 
ments, three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars  ;  for  fuel,  stationery, 
care  and  repair  of  station  houses,  guard  boxes,  keep  of  horses, 
and  other  incidental  expenses,  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars  ; 
for  twenty-five  guards,  at  two  (2)  dollars  and  twenty-five  (25) 
cents  per  day  each,  twenty  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  (20,531)  dollars  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents ;  purchase  of  pa- 
trol wagon,  horses  and  harness,  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  ; 
Piovided,  That    when    a    vacancy    occurs  in  the  number  of 
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guards  provided  for  at  two  (2)  dollar3  and  fifty  (50)  cents  per 
day  each,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  promotion  from  the 
number  of  those  receiving  two  (2)  dollars  and  twenty -five  (25) 
cents  per  day  in  the  order  of  the  time  of  service,  and  any  new 
appointment  of  Park  guards  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  two  (2) 
dollars  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  day. 

Item  7.  For  sprinkling  Park  drives  and  for  the  purchase 
of  new  wagons  and  repairs  to  old,  twenty-three  thousand  five 
hundred  (23,500)  dollars. 

Item  8.  For  the  maintenance  of  St.  George's  House,  five 
hundred  (500)  dollars. 

Item  9.  For  works  of  a  permanent  character,  eighty-five 
thousand  (86,000)  dollars. 

Item  10.  For  care  and  maintenance  of  Memorial  Hall, 
eleven  thousand  (11,000)  dollars. 

Item  11.  For  improvements  and  macadamizing  drives  of 
the  Park,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars. 

Item  12.  For  repairs  to  building,  erection  of  shelters,  re- 
tiring houses,  urinals,  also,  the  erection  and  repair  of  fences, 
seven  thousand  (7,000)  dollars  :  Provided^  That  not  less  than 
three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars  be  expended  for  shelters,  re- 
tiring houses  and  urinals. 

Item  13.  For  purchase  of  settees  and  picnic  tables,  three 
thousand  (3,000)  dollars  :  Provided^  It  shall  be  expended 
prior  to  July  1,  1896. 

Item  14.  For  electric  lighting  and  for  gasoline  or  naphtha 
lamps,  forty  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-eight  (40,448) 
dollars,  to  be  expended  as  follows  :  For  maintenance  of  present 
system  of  electric  lights  on  Old,  East,  West,  and  Wissahickon 
sections  of  Park,  thirty-two  thousand  three  hundred  (32,300) 
dollars  ;  for  maintenance  of  present  system  of  gasoline  lamps 
on  East,  "West,  and  Wissahickon  sections,  eight  thousand  one 
hundred  and  forty-eight  (8,148)  dollars. 

Item  15.  For  extension  and  improvement  of  the  water  sup- 
ply and  for  developing  springs  in  various  sections  of  the  Park, 
three  thousand  eight  hundred  (3,800)  dollars. 

Item  16.  For  care,  maintenance,  and  improvement  of  Hunt- 
ing Park,  seven  thousand  (7,000)  dollars,  to  be  expended  as 
follows :  For  care,  maintenance  and   improvement,  six  thou- 
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sand  (6,000)  dollars ;  for  electric  lighting,  one  thousand 
(1,000)  dollars :  Provided,  The  price  paid  shall  not  be  in  ex- 
cess of  that  paid  by  the  City  in  that  locality. 

Item  17.  For  the  purchase  of  manure  and  fertilizers,  three 
thousand  five  hundred  (3,500)  dollars  ;  cutting  grass  and  mow- 
ing lawns,  and  destruction  of  poison  vines,  eight  thousand 
(8,000)  dollars ;  total,  eleven  thousand  five  hundred  (11,500) 
dollars. 

Item  18.  For  the  betterment  of  the  grounds  used  and  the 
maintenance  of  the  Zoological  Garden,  fifteen  thousand 
(15,000)  dollars :  Provided,  That  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dol- 
lars of  this  sum  shall  be  paid  on  March  1st  and  September 
1st,  in  equal  payments,  on  the  certificate  of  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Education  that  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000) 
tickets  have  been  distributed  before  March  1,  and  a  like  num- 
ber before  September  1,  entitling  pupils  of  the  public  schools 
to  admission. 

Item  19.  For  dredging  the  Schuylkill  river,  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  dollars. 

Item  20.  For  further  construction  of  River  Wall,  ten  thou- 
sand (10,000)  dollars. 

Item  21.  For  preservation  and  care  of  present  forest  trees, 
three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars. 

Item  22.  For  pedestal  and  adjunct  for  equestral  statue  of 
General  Grant  in  Fairmount  Park,  five  thousand  (5,000) 
dollars. 

Provided,  That  no  warrants  shall  be  drawn  against  this  ap- 
propriation unless  the  meetings  of  the  Commission  and  its 
Committees  shall  be  open  to  the  public :  Provided,  further. 
That  the  Commissioners  of  Fairmount  Park  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  requested  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly of  April  14,  1868,  prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  within  the  limits  of  said  Park. 

And  warrants  for  said  appropriation  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
said  Commissioners  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances.

in  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward,  bounded  by  Twentieth,  Twenty- 
third  and  Porter  streets,  and  Porter,  Oregon  and  Penrose  ave- 
nues, to  be  known  as  "  Girard  Park,"  be,  and  is  hereby  re- 
pealed :  Provided,  The  Girard  Trust  first  enter   into  a  satis- 
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factory  agreement  with  the  City  Solicitor  that  the  block  of 
ground  located  between  Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second 
streets,  and  Porter  and  Shunk  streets,  be  opened  and  improved 
for  the  use  of  the  public,  and  that  the  building  used  by  Mr. 
Girard  as  a  country  residence  shall  be  preserved.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  December 
26th,  in  which  you  state  that  Mr.  Charles  J.  Field,  a  bid- 
der for  the  supplies  in  the  Bureau  of  Water  for  the  year 
1895,  has  forwarded  a  schedule  as  a  bid,  unsigned.  You 
further  state  that  Mr.  Field  has  filed  a  proposal  bond  with 
the  bid,  in  compliance  with  the  Ordinance  of  Councilst 
and  desire  my  advice  as  to  whether  you  can  legally  accep, 
this  unsigned  schedule  of  a  bid. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  if  you  are  satisfied  that  the 
bid  so  submitted  is  correct  in  every  other  respect,  and  the 
bidder  has  filed  the  necessary  bond  for  the  performance  of 
the  contract  if  awarded  to  him,  I  am  of  opinion  that  vou 
would  be  justified  in  accepting  the  schedule  as  a  bid.

Dear  Sir: — I  liave  just  received  your  communication 
in  relation  to  tlie  death  of  Mr.  John  Taylor,  Receiver  of 
Taxes,  and  hasten  to  rejily. 

I  advise  you  that  it  is  your  duty  to  keep  the  office  open 
and  to  conduct  the  business  as  heretofore  conducted.  In 
the  matter  of  the  selection  of  the  successor  of  Mr.  Taylor, 
I  reply  as  follows: 

The  Act  of  February  2,  1854  (P.  L.  21)  entitled  "A 
further  supplement  to  An  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  incor- 
porate the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  known  as  the  'Con- 
solidation Act,"  Section  11  provides  for  the  election  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  of  a  Receiver  of  Taxes  to 
serve  for  two  years."  The  term  was  extended  to  three 
years  by  the  Act  of  June  5,  1883  (P.  L.  79);  repeated 
in  Art.  5,  Section  1,  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885  (P.  L.  43.) 

Section  46,  of  the  Act  of  1854,  provides,  inter  alia,  for 
the  filling  of  vacancies  in  city  offices,  and  is  as  follows: 
"Whenever  any  elective  officer  of  said  city  shall  die  or 
become  incapable  of  fulfilling  the  duties  of  his  office,  his 
place,  except  where  other  provision  is  made  for  filling 
vacancies,  shall  be  filled  by  joint  vote  of  the  City  Councils 
until  the  next  city  election  and  the  qualification  of  a  suc- 
cessor in  office ;  Provided,  That  such  vacancy  shall  exist  at 
least  thirty  days  before  the  next  city  election,  otherwise 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  at  the  next  election  there- 
after." 

The  Act  of  April  18,  1867  (P.  L.  1299)  entitled  "A 
further  supplement  to  the  Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,"  approved  February  2,  1854,  relative  to 
vacancies  in  election  offices,  provides  that  the  words  "the 
next  city  election"  in  the  46th  section  of  the  Act  entiiled 
""An  Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  "approved 


Febiuarj  2,  1854,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  the  election 
at  which  the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
would,  in  accordance  with  existing  laws,  elect  a  successor 
in  office  had  no  vacancy  occurred  therein. 

The  reason  given  in  the  Act  for  this  interpretation  of 
the  words  "the  next  city  election"  which  occur  in  the 
Act  of  1854,  is  given  in  the  preamble  as  follows: 

"■Whereas,  Doubts  have  arisen  as  to  the  construction 
of  so  much  of  the  40th  section  of  the  above-mentioned  Act 
as  provides  for  the  filling  of  vacncies  in  the  elective  offices 
of  said  city; 

And  whereas.  The  occupancy  of  any  such  office  by 
several  persons  during  the  period  of  one  official  term 
would  be  highly  prejudicial  to  the  public  interest." 

The  preamble  of  this  plainly  shows  the  reason  for  the 
interpretation  of  the  language  of  the  Act  of  1854.  I  am 
of  the  opinion,  in  view  of  the  Act  of  1867,  that  the 
Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  have  the  authority  to 
elect  the  successor  to  Mr.  Taylor,  aad  that  successor  is  to 
hold  for  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Taylor,  or  as  the  Act 
puts  it,  "until  the  next  election  at  which  the  qualied  voters 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  would,  in  accordance  with  ex- 
isting laws,  elect  a  successor  in  office  had  no  vacancy  oc- 
curred therein."

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  5th  inst. ,  in  reference  to 
the  bid  of  Messrs.  Sayen  k  Austin  for  annual  supj^lies  for 
the  Bureau  of  Water,  received. 


It  appears  that  Messrs  Sa_yen  &  Austin  presented  witli 
their  bid,  a  bond  of  The  City  Trust  Company,  and  did  not 
furnish  you  with  a  certificate  of  tliis  Department  of  the 
lilino-  of  a  proposal  bond  in  the  sum  of  $500,  as  required 
by  tlie  Ordinance  of  May  25,  1860.  In  explanation,  the 
bidders  state  that  it  was  an  error  of  their  book  keeper  in 
sending  a  bond  with  the  bid  instead  of  forwarding  it  to 
this  Department  and  receiving  the  usual  certificate.  You 
desire  me  to  advise  you  whether  the  submitting  of  this 
bond  cin  be  considered  a  compliance  with  the  Ordinance 
requiring  a  certificate  from  this  Department. 

The  Ordinance  of  May  5,  1860,  Section  1,  is  as  follows: 

"27/e  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia do  ordain,  That  every  advertisement  for  proposals  for 
public  work  to  be  done,  or  materials  to  be  furnished  for  or 
on  behalf  of  the  city  shall  state  that  the  person  or  persons 
who  shall  bid  for  the  same,  shall,  in  the  first  place  be  re- 
quired to  enter  security  at  the  Law  Department  in  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  that  if  his  or  their  bid 
is  the  lowest,  and  he  or  they  shall  decline  to  do  the  said 
work,  or  furnish  said  materials,  that  he  or  they  shall  pay 
to  the  city  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  his  or  their 
bid  and  the  bid  of  them  or  him  who  shall  actually  perform 
said  work  or  furnish  said  material,  and  no  bid  shall  be 
considered  unless  their  be  a  certificate  that  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  have  been  complied  with :  Provided,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  apply  only  to  bids  exceeding  in  amount 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. ' ' 

You  will  see  by  this  ordinance  that  "no  bid  shall  be 
considered  unless  there  is  a  certificate  that  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  have  been  complied  with."  The  filing 
of  the  bond  with  you  by  Messrs.  Sayen  &  Austin  is  not  in 
sti-ict  compliance  with  the  ordinance.  However,  if  you 
desire  to  consider  the  bid,  it  is  in  your  discretion  to  do 
so  under  the  circumstances  of  the  mistake,  as  stated  by 
Messrs.  Sayen  &  Austin. 

In  the  case  of  Smith  vs.  City,  2  Brewster,  443,  the 
court  refused  to  enjoin  the  municipal  authorities  from 
awarding  a  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  although  he  did 
not  file  a  bond  prior  to  the  awarding  of  the  bid  to  him,  as 


required  by  the  ordinance.  The  Court  said,  referring  to 
the  bond  as  required  by  the  ordinance  of  May  25,  1860: 
"Tliis  is  clearly  a  stipulation  which  the  city  authorities 
might  in  the  exercise  of  an  honest  discretion,  insist  upon 
or  waive  at  their  pleasure.  No  corruption  or  fraud  is  sug- 
gested nor  is  it  pretended  that  the  city  has  been  or  can  be 
injured  by  the  award  of  the  contract  to  the  defendant 
McClue.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  tenth  in- 
stant, wherein  you  state  that  in  the  annual  appropriation 
for  1895  to  your  Department,  there  is  included  the  sum  of 
$3,800.00,  for  the  purchase  of  lots  and  the  reinterment  of 
bodies  due  to  the  opening  of  Twenty-fifth  street  through 
the  Odd  Fellows  Cemetery,  and  inquiring  to  whom  the 
lots  so  purchased  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
shall  be  deeded,  I  would  say  that  a  jury  of  view  assessed 
damages  for  the  opening  of  the  said  street,  and  awarded 
the  Odd  Fellows  Cemetery  the  sum  of  $10,700.00,  which 
said  award  was  designed  to  cover  all  expenses  of  the 
removal  and  re-interment  of  bodies  as  made  necessary  by 
said  opening.  From  this  said  award  the  city  proposes 
appealing  after  confirmation  of  the  report. 

Under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  it  would  seem  that 
nothing  shoidd  be  done  in  the  premises  at  present.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  15tli  inst., 
enclosing  a  letter  from  Thomas  W.  Barlow,  Esq. ,  to  you, 
received. 

You  request  me  to  furnish  you  with  an  opinion  as  to 
the  right  of  the  Legislature  to  divert  the  title  now  held  by 
the  people  of  the  poor  districts  in  the  properties  used  for 
poor  houses,  ia  Germantown,  Eoxborough  and  Oxford 
and  Lower  Dublin  Townships,  and  place  it  lawfully  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

Since  receiving  your  letter  I  have  had  a  consultation 
with  Mr.  Barlow  in  reference  to  this  matter. 

Section  18,  of  tlie  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  contains 
the  following  proviso:  "That  in  the  Districts  within  the 
Twenty-first,  Twenty-second  and  Twenty-third  Wards, 
where  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  pro- 
vided, no  change  shall  be  made  without  the  consent  of 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  respective  districts  containing 
the  respective  institutions  for  the  support  of  the  poor." 

As  you  are  aware  in  the  districts  referred  to,  there  are 
separete  poor  accommodations,  and  a  separate  tax  is  levied 
for  their  support.  These  districts  were  continued  in  their 
present  form  by  the  Act  of  Consolidation  just  referred  to, 
and  were  not  consolidated  under  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  It  is  in  the  power  of  the  Leg- 
islature to  divert  the  ownership  or  title  of  these  properties 
from  their  respective  districts  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
as  was  done  by  the  Act  of  Consolidation  as  to  all  of  the 
other  districts. 


You  will  notice  in  Section  19  of  the  Act  of  Consolida- 
tion, that  all  estate,  real  or  personal,  in  possession  of  the 
Ouardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the 
various  districts  and  townships,  was  vested  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.  The  Legislature  can  do  the  same  as  to  the 
three  districts  referred  to,  which  were  excepted  out  of  the 
Act  of  Consolidation.  In  my  opinion,  it  would  be  nec- 
essary to  repeal  the  proviso  quoted  above,  in  Section  18, 
of  the  Act  of  1854.  Then  an  Act  could  be  passed  divest- 
ing the  title  of  the  property  out  of  these  districts  and  trans- 
ferring it  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  to-day  in  reference  to  ap- 
proval of  plans  for  the  laying  of  a  passenger  railway  track 
on  Market  street  and  the  granting  of  a  permit  therefor, 
received.  You  desire  my  advice  as  to  whether  you  shall 
issue  the  permit  requested. 

The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  issued  a  writ  of  peremptory 
mandamus,  requiring  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors 
to  approve  the  plans  and  issue  a  permit  for  laying  the 
tracks.  It  is  your  duty  to  obey  that  writ  and  issue  a 
permit.  This  will  not  allow  the  Turnpike  Company  to 
lay  the  track,  as  there  is  an  injunction  pending  prohibiting 
them  from  constructing  a  railway  on  Market  street,  west 
of  Thirty-fifth  street.  The  Turnpike  Company  will  not 
proceed  under  the  permit  which  you  issue,  until  after  that 
case  is  disposed  of.

In  re  Dumping  ashes  on  hanks  along  Schuylkill  river  hy  Pen- 
coyd  Iron  Works. 

James  H.  Windrim,  Esq., 

Director  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  relative  to  tlie  Pencoyd  Iron 
Company  dumping  ashes  into  the  Schuylkill  river  was 
duly  received.      In  it  you  say: 

"Please  find  enclosed,  copy  of  a  letter  from  John  L. 
"Ogden,  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Water,  in  which  he  calls 
"attention  'that  the  Schuylkill  river  bank  along  the  Pen- 
"coyd  Iron  Company's  property,  northwest  of  the  County 
"line  bridge,  is  being  extented  into  the  river  by  the 
"dumping  of  ashes.  This  deposit  is  washed  into  the  river 
"by  freshets,  and  will  gradually  fill  the  Fairmount  Pool.' 
"If  the  bank  of  the  river  is  extended  as  stated,  and  freshets 
"wash  the  fill  into  the  river,  it  is  at  this  time  detrimental 
"to  the  city's  water  supply.  Please  advise  me  what  action 
"can  be  taken  by  the  city  to  j^revent  this  encroachment 
"and  consequent  injury  to  the  city  by  it." 

If  it  is  true  that  the  property  of  the  Pencoyd  Iron  Com- 
pany is  being  extended  into  the  river  Schuylkill  by  the 
dumping  of  ashes  on  its  banks,  and  that  in  consequence 
of  the  deposits,  or  a  portion  of  them,  are  being  carried 
into  the  pool  at  Fairmount  to  the  injury  of  the  city,  the 
company  may,  and  should  be,  restrained  from  doing  so. 
This  can  be  accomplished  by  applying  to  the  Courts  for 
an  injunction  against  the  company  at  the  instance  of  the 
city,  or  by  an  information  directed  to  the  Attorney- 
Grenei'al  for  the  impairment  of  the  public  right  in  and  to 
the  Schuylkill  river  caused  by  the  company  extending  its 
property  into  the  river. 

I  would  advise  you  to  notify  the  company  to  discon- 
tinue the  acts  above  complained  of,  and  at  the  same  time, 
give  notice  that  they  will  be  held  liable  for  any  damage 
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that  has  or  may  accure  by  reason  of  their  wrongful  acts. 
If    the   action   complained   of   is  persisted  in    after    such 
notice,  advise  me  of  the  fact  and  I  will  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  prevent  them  from  doing  so.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  11th  inst.,  enclosing  a 
copy  of  a  communication  from  the  Philadelphia  Traction 
Company,  in  reference  to  the  repaving  of  streets,  received. 
You  ask  my  opinion  upon  the  following  questions: 

1.  Is  the  position  taken  by  the  Philadelphia  Traction 
Company  in  their  letter  of  November  21,  1894,  valid  in 
law  ? 

2,  Will  the  granting  of  permits  to  open  streets  occupied 
by  passenger  railway  companies,  for  the  pui-pose  of  mak- 
ing connection  with  the  underground  system,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  conduits,  and  the  rej)aving  of  the  same 
by  the  city,  relieve  the  company  from  any  liability  under 
the  law  to  keep  the  streets  in  repair,  etc.  ? 

In  the  letter  of  the  Philadelphia  Traction  Company  re- 
ferred to,  the  President  of  the  said  company  concludes  as 
follows : 

"In  order,  therefore,  that  there  may  be  no  doubt  as  to 
our  position  in  this  matter,  and  acting  under  the  advice  of 
our  counsel,  we  now  formally  notify  you  that  the  Phila- 
delphia Traction  Company  and  all  the  various  lines  leased 
or  operated  by  it,  must  refuse  to  repave,  or  to  be  at  any 
cost  for  repaving  any  of  the  streets  which  we  have  thus 
paved,   where  such  pavements  have  been  injured  or  de- 
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stroyed  by  being  torn  up  by  the  City  of  Pliiladelpliia,  or 
by  others  acting  with  its  consent. ' ' 

It  was  decided  in  the  Ridge  Avenue  Passenger  Railway 
Company  case,  that  such  passenger  railway  companies 
were,  under  law,  required  to  repave  and  repair  the  streets 
which  they  occupy.  Recently,  under  various  ordinances, 
the  railway  companies  agreed  to  rejiave  the  streets  and 
keep  the  same  in  repair.  Referring,  for  illustration,  to 
the  Ordinance  of  March  30,  1893,  (Ord.  1893,  page  83) 
giving  consent  to  the  West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company,  et  al.,  leased  lines  of  the  Philadelphia 
Traction  Company,  it  is  provided,  after  requiring,  in  Sec- 
tion 4,  that  the  said  company  shall  repave  with  belgian 
blocks  or  other  improved  pavement,  "that  the  said  com- 
pany or  companies  shall  at  all  times  hereafter,  keep  the 
'said  paving  in  good  repair  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works."  The  various  companies, 
under  ordinances  similar  to  that  above,  filed  the  necessary 
agreement  and  entered  the  required  security.  They  are 
liable  to  keep  the  pavement  in  repair  whenever  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  notifies  them  to  do  so. 
If,  as  stated  in  the  letter  of  the  Philadelphia  Traction 
Company,  the  city  injures  or  destroys  the  pavement,  a 
question  might  arise  which  would  be  one  purely  of  fact, 
as  to  whether  the  company  could  be  required  to  repair 
that  injury.  No  such  question  would  arise,  however,  if 
after  the  city  had  torn  up  the  pavement  or  authorized  any- 
body else  to  tear  it  up,  the  city  had  properly  repaved. 
That  answers  your  second  question. 

The  city  has  a  right  to  grant  permits  to  open  streets  for 
any  municpal  purpose,  and  if  the  same  be  repaved  properly, 
the  company  would  not  be  relieved  from  its  liability  under 
the  law  to  keep  the  streets  in  repair.

Ordinance  io  construct  branch  sewers  under  certain  conditions. 
James  H.  Windrim,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  tlie  2d  inst.,  with  copy  of 
letter  of  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Survej^s  in  refer- 
ence to  the  construction  of  branceh  sewers  under  certain 
conditions,  received. 

In  his  communication,  the  Chief  Engineer,  referring  to 
the  ordinance  which  provides  that  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  shall  not  award  contracts  for  the  construction  of 
sewers  until  the  streets  are  on  the  city  plan,  legally  opened 
and  all  property  abutting  thereon  assessed  at  full  city  rates, 
mentions  for  my  consideration  three  cases,  namely. 
Hunting  Park  avenue,  between  Grermantown  avenue  and 
the  Philadelphia  and  Korristown  Railroad,  which  he  states 
was  laid  out  on  the  confirmed  city  plan  100  feet  wide,  that 
there  is  a  legally  opened  highway  50  feet  wide,  and  that 
the  properties  abutting  on  that  50  foot  wide  street  are 
assessed  at  full  city  rates;  Logan  street,  from  Hunting 
Park  avenue  to  Ruffner  street,  upon  the  confirmed  city 
plan  50  foot  wide,  having  a  legally  opened  highway  33 
feet  wide  in  the  centre  of  it,  and  that  the  properties 
abutting  on  the  33  foot  wide  street  are  assessed  at  full 
city  rates;  Woodland  avenue,  from  Sixty-third  to  Sixty- 
fiftli  street,  legally  opened  of  a  width  of  60  feet,  laid  out 
upon  the  city  plan  80  feet,  and  all  of  the  properties  abutting 
on  the  60  foot  street  assessed  at  full  city  rates. 

He  further  states  that  it  is  necessary  to  construct  sewers 
upon  these  streets. 

You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  provisions  of 
the  ordinance  as  to  the  construction  of  branch  sewers  above 
referred  to,  would  prevent  you  from  constructing  such  sewers 
upon  the  three  streets  mentioned. 
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I  advise  you  tliat  tlie  brancli  sewers  can  be  constructed 
upon  tke  streets  named,  namely,  Hunting  Park  avenue, 
Logan  street  and  Woodland  avenue. 

When  a  street  is  legally  opened  where  it  was  previously 
plotted  as  of  the  width  to  which  it  is  opened,  though  there 
may  be  a  subsequent  plotting  to  an  increased  width  but 
the  opening  not  authorized  to  that  full  width,  there  is  no 
difficulty  about  the  construction  of  branch  sewers  under 
the  ordinance.  The  purpose  of  the  ordinance  was  to  pre- 
vent the  construction  of  sewers  upon  ways  and  roads  not 
legally  or  properly  opened,  or  not  upon  the  city  plan, 
where  the  property  owner  could  make  the  defence  against 
the  lien  that  his  property  was  not  chargable  with  the 
assessment  as  the  street  was  not  a  public  highway.  There 
is  no  difficulty  in  the  cases  mentioned  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  as  they  were  undoubtedly  public  highways  of 
the  width  at  which  they  were  opened,  and,  as  I  understood 
his  communication,  all  of  the  said  streets  being  on  the  city 
plan  at  on-e  time  of  the  width  they  are  opened. 

The  above  opinion  will  apply  to  any  similar  cases.

In  re  Opening  of  Tiuenty-Jifth  street.^  through,  the  Odd  Fellows 

Cemetery. 

James  H.  Windrim,  Esq., 

Director  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  the 
10th  ult. ,  inquiring  as  to  whom  the  lots  purchased  by 
the  city  from  the  cemetery  company  for  the  re-interment 
of  bodies  should  be  deeded,  I  wrote  you  that  it  was  not 


advisable,  at  tlic  present  time,  to  use  the  $3,800  appropri- 
ated by  Councils,  as  the  cost  of  removing  said  bodies  had 
been  awarded  the  cemetery  company  by  the  jury.  Since 
then  I  have  concluded  to  appeal  from  the  award  made  by 
the  jury,  so  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  you  to  delay  the 
opening  of  said  street  and  -using  the  appropriation  made 
for  the  removal  of  bodies  and  their  re-interment.  You 
can  safely  use  the  money  appropriated,  and  when  we 
come  to  a  trial  of  the  case,  the  cemetery  company  cannot 
claim  any  damages  on  account  of  the  cost  of  removal. 

As  to  the  question  submitted  in  your  letter  of  the  tenth 
ult.,  as  to  whom  the  deeds  should  be  made,  it  is  not 
material,  but  to  properly  compensate  them,  it  would 
probably  be  better  to  have  the  deeds  made  in  the  names  of 
the  persons  who  now  own  the  lots  in  the  bed  of  the  street. 
It  is  a  matter  of  no  importance,  however,  and  whether 
you  select  as  many  lots  for  the  re-interment  of  bodies  as 
now  exists  on  the  street,  or  whether  you  put  the  bodies  all 
in  a  few  lots,  is  entirely  in  your  discretion.  Of  course,  it 
is  much  better  to  put  the  owners  of  the  lots  in  the  same 
position  after  the  street  is  opened  as  they  were  befoi-e; 
that  this,  to  put  all  the  bodies  that  are  now  in  one  lot  in  a 
new  lot,  and  take  the  deed  of  the  lot  in  the  name  of  the 
person  who  owns  that  now  in  the  bed  of  the  street. 
You  are  authorized  to  open  that  street  and  put  the  bodies 
wherever  you  deem  best.  The  owners  of  the  lots  and  the 
relatives  of  those  buried  there,  have  not  had  sufficient  in- 
terest in  the  matter  to  take  care  of  the  bodies,  and  they 
would  not  be  in  a  position  hereafter  to  make  any  complaint, 
no  matter  what  you  do.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  tlie  21st  ult. ,  witli  letter  of 
Mr.  John  Overn,  Chief  Inspector  of  Boilers,  to  you  en- 
closed, was  duly  rceived.  In  your  letter  you  say :  "Kindly 
advise  me  whether  under  the  facts  of  their  case  we  are 
obliged  under  the  ordinance  (April  10,  189-1)  to  accept  the 
certificate  of  the  Gruantors  when  the  Bureau  assumed  juris- 
diction before  the  elevator  was  placed  in  the  care  of  that 
company,  and  while  the  directions  of  the  Elevator  Inspec- 
tors to  make  the  elevator  safe  are  still  uncomplied  with." 
The  facts  as  they  appear  in  the  letter  of  Mr,  Overn  are  as 
follows:  "On  Tuesday  (December  18,  1894)  Messrs.  Loss 
and  Matthews,  Elevator  Inspectors,  made  an  examination 
of  the  premises  (No.  722  Chestnut  street)  and  found  that 
there  was  no  guard  or  jjrotection  to  the  hoistway  in  either 
story,  and  no  safety  attachment  to  the  car.  *  *  *  * 
Up  to  this  time  (December  18)  there  was  no  certificate  of 
inspection  or  insurance  upon  the  elevator,  nor  had  the  In- 
spectors any  knowledge  or  information  of  the  same  until 
a  receipt  of  a  note  by  mail  at  this  Bureau  as  follows: 

''December  ^27,  1S9J^. 

"Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection. 

Gents: — I  have  put  the  elevator  at  No.  722  Chestnut 
street  under  the  care  of  the  Guarantors  of  Pennsylvania. 
Repairs  have  been  made  as  directed  by  them  and  their 
certificate  is  duly  issued  and  posted.  Trusting  this  will 
be  satisfactory  to  your  inspectors. 
Respectfully, 

JAMES  M.  LEA, 

Agent. 
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"No  written  comi)iunication  has  ever  been  received  by 
this  Bureau  or  by  either  of  the  Inspectors  personally  in 
regard  to  this  case  from  the  'Gruarantors  of  Pennsylvania.' 
Mr.  George  Hartley,  the  Inspector  of  the  Company,  called 
at  this  Bureau  in  the  early  part  of  the  last  week  (week  end- 
ing January  9)  and  interviewed  the  Inspectors,  and  desired 
they  should  approve  their  certificate  and  say  'That  the 
elevator  was  safe,'  or  issue  an  order  'To  stop  the  elevator 
entirely  from  running.'  He  acknowledging  at  the  same 
time  'that  the  order  of  the  Elevator  Inspectors  had  not 
been  complied  with. '  The  Elevator  Inspectors  informed 
him  that  they  did  not  consider  the  elevator  safe,  and  would 
not  pass  it  as  such,  but  on  account  of  the  conflict  between 
Section  2  and  4  they  did  not  feel  justified  in  issuing  a  di- 
rect order  to  stop.  Subsequently  Mr.  Loss  called  at  the 
ofhce  of  the  'Guarantors'  and  advised  them  (the  comjDany) 
personally  that  the  Insj^ectors  considered  the  elevator  un- 
safe, and  would  not  approve  it;  as  also  he  called  upon  Mr. 
James  M.  Lea,  and  imparted  the  same  information  personally 
to  him.' 

The  question,  it  appears  to  me,  is  broader  than  that  con- 
tained in  your  letter,  and  would  seem  to  be:  Are  the  In- 
spectors required  to  accept  the  certificate  of  the  "Guaran- 
tors of  Pennsylvania,"  or  any  other  company,  where  the 
elevator  fails  to  meet  the  approval  of  the  Inspectors  ? 

Section  2  of  the  Ordinance  of  Councils,  April  10,  1894, 
provides  for  the  appointment  of  two  Inspectors  "whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  inspect  at  least  once  in  every  three 
months  all  elevators  *  *  *  to  see  that  the  same  are  in 
perfect  working  order,  and  that  all  parts  are  in  good  con- 
dition and  repair,  and  to  grant  a  certificate  to  this  effect" 
It  is  further  provided  by  said  Section  "That  the  Inspectors 
*  *  *  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  accept  the 
certificate  of  any  insurance  or  casualty  company  whose  re- 
sponsibility is  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor. ' ' 

Section  5  of  said  ordinance  provides  that  "If  any  defects 
be  found  to  exist  in  any  part  or  parts  of  any  ^  ^  * 
elevator  which  would  tend  to  impair  the  safety  or  endanger 
life  by  continued  use  of  said  elevator,  the  inspector  shall 
cause  a  written  notice  to  be  served  upon  the  owner  or 
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user  of  said  elevator,  which  notice  may  contain  a  statement 
of  the  repairs  necessary  to  be  made,  and  said  elevator  shall 
not  be  used  again  until  a  certificate  in  writing  be  issued 
by  the  inspector  that  it  has  been  put  in  safe  running  order 
and  fit  for  use." 

It  was  manifestly  the  intention  of  Councils,  as  expressed 
in  the  above  sections,  to  provide  for  the  careful  inspection 
of  elevators  by  (a)  the  officers  duly  appointed  for  the  pur- 
pose, or  (&)  by  a  company  properly  qualified  to  effect  in- 
surance on  the  same.  The  main  object  of  the  ordinance, 
however,  was  to  ensure  the  proper  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  elevators  in  order  that  the  lisli  incident  to  their 
use  might  be  minimized.  This  being  the  particular  pur- 
pose of  tlie  ordinance,  it  should  be  construed  in  such 
manner  as  to  give  effect  to  the  intention  of  its  makers. 

The  first  proviso  in  Section  2  of  said  ordinance  declares: 
''That  the  inspectors  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the 
ordinance  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  accept  the 
cirtificate  of  any  insurance  or  casualty  company  whose 
res23onsibility  is  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor."  The 
"Guarantors  of  Pennsylvania,"  or  the  owner  of  the  pre- 
mises in  question,  necessarily  must  rely  upon  this  pro- 
vision in  the  present  contention,  for,  were  it  not  for  that 
proviso,  the  Elevator  Inspectors  would  alone  have  the 
authority  to  inspect  elevators  and  issue  the  certificates  re- 
quired by  the  ordinance.  By  that  proviso,  the  Inspectors 
are  authorized  to  accept  the  certificate  of  a  company  in 
lieu  of  their  own  inspection.  They  are  not  directed  or 
commanded  to  do  so.  It  cannot  be  successfully  maintained 
that  the  word  "authorized"  as  used  in  the  ordinance,  does 
more  than  invest  a  discretionary  power  in  the  inspectors  if 
a  certificate  is  presented  to  them  in  a  proper  case,  they  may 
accept  it.  If,  however,  they  have  knowledge  or  a  rea- 
sonable belief  that  the  elevator  is  not  safe,  they  would 
be  derelict  in  their  duty  under  such  circumstances  to  place 
the  stamp  of  their  approval  upon  the  certificate.  Unless 
the  certificate  is  accepted  by  the  Inspectors,  it  has  no 
effect. 

I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  Inspectors  acted 
witliiu  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  when   they  refused  to 
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accept  the  certificate  of  the  *' Guarantors  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. ' '  as  the  facts  stated  by  Mr.  Overn  in  his  letter  to 
you  show,  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Inspectors  the  elevator 
was  defective;  that  the  agent  and  architect  of  the  building- 
were  notified  to  that  eifect,  and  that  they  refused  and 
neglected  to  adopt  the  suggestion  of  the  Inspectors  as  to 
the  changes  necessary  to  make  the  elevator  safe.  I  am  of 
the  further  opinion  and  so  instruct  you,  that  the  Inspec- 
tors should  not  approve  or  accept  the  certificate  of  tlie 
"Guarantors  of  Pennsylvania,"  or  any  other  company, 
until  their  directions  have  been  complied  with.  The 
necessity  of  such  a  conclusion,  especially  in  this  case,  is 
apparent,  when  we  remember  that  some  ten  days  before 
the  "Guarantors"  issued  their  certificate,  the  Inspectors 
notified  the  parties  in  interest  that  the  elevator  was  unsafe, 
and  notwithstanding  their  directions,  and  while  the  eleva- 
tor was  still  in  its  defective  condition,  the  "Guarantors  of 
Pennsylvania"  issued  their  certificate  and  presented  it  to 
the  Inspectors  for  their  approval.  If  the  Inspectors  ^-re 
obliged  to  accept  the  certificate  of  any  company  under  such 
circumstances,  it  would  practically  nullify  the  ordinance, 
as  the  authority  of  the  Inspectors  could  in  any  case  be 
vitiated  by  an  application  to  an  insurance  or  casualty  com- 
pany, where  the  Department  refused  to  issue  a  certificate. 

The  letter  of  Mr  Overn  also  raises  another  question 
regarding  which  the  Inspectors  are  in  doubt,  to  wit,  the 
conflict  between  the  first  proviso  of  Section  2,  and  the 
fourth  section  of  the  ordinance  The  proviso  and  section 
referred  to  are  as  follows:  ^^ Provided,  That  the  inspectors 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be,  and 
they  are  heieby  authorized  to  accept  the  certificate  of  any 
insurance  or  casualty  company  whose  resjDonsibility  is 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor."  Section  4. — "It  shall 
be  unlawful  to  run  or  operate  any  elevator  without  first 
having  obtained  a  certificate  from  the  Inspector  of  the 
District  in  which  such  elevator  may  be,  that  it  is  in  con- 
dition to  be  operated  as  above  provided." 

If  Section  4  was  to  l)e  strictly  construed,  the  certificate 
issued  by  "any  insurance  or  casualty  company"  would  be 
altogether  unnecessary  in   so  far  as  the  ordinance  is  con- 
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cerned,  for  the  reason  that  the  certificate  issued  by  the  In- 
spectors, is  alone  required.  It  is  a  principle  of  law,  how- 
ever, that  all  parts  of  a  statute  (or  ordinance)  should  stand 
if  possible,  and  be  so  construed  as  to  give  effect  to  the  ap- 
parent intention  of  the  makers  of  the  law.  Applying  this 
principle  to  the  case  m  hand.  Section  4  should  read  as  fol- 
lows: "It  shall  be  unlawful  to  run  or  operate  any  elevator 
without  first  having  obtained  a  certificate  from  the  Inspec- 
tor of  the  District  in  which  such  elevator  may  be,"  or  the 
certificate  of  an  "insurance  or  casualty  company  whose 
responsibility  is  approved  of  by  the  City  Solicitor,"  that 
it  is  in  condition  to  be  operated  as  required  in  Section  2, 
provided  that  the  certificate  of  such  company  shall  have 
been  accepted  by  the  Inspectors."

James  H.  Windrim,  Esq., 

Director  of  Public  Works. 

Lear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  14th  inst.  together  with 
letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  requesting 
my  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  sewer  bill  against  the  Odd 
Fellows  Cemetery  Company,  received. 

The  Chief  Engineer  refers  to  Section  4  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly  of  March  14,  1849,  incorporating  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows Cemetery  Company,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"The  grounds  of  the  said  Cemetery  Company  (which 
shall  at  no  time  exceed  32  acres)  shall  hereafter  be  exempt 
from  taxation;  and  no  streets,  roads,  railroads  or  canals 
shall  be  opened  through  the  same,  except  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  Trustees  thereof;  and  the  lots  in  the  said 
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cemetery  shall  not  be  subject  to  attacliment  or  execution: 
Provided,  That  the  said  exemption  from  attachment  and 
execution  shall  not  extend  to  more  than  four  lots  of  the 
size  laid  out  and  held  by  any  one  individual:  And  provided 
farther,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  exempt  said 
grounds  from  taxation  for  State  purposes,  or  from  such 
assessment  or  taxation  as  may  be  made  by  the  Trustees 
thereof  for  cemetery  purposes,  in  pursuance  of  the  by-laws 
of  said  company. 

By  Section  1  of  the  supplement  of  March  22,  1865,  the 
said"^  company  is  authorized  to  purchase  for  cemetery  pur- 
poses, land  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  in 
extent,  subject  to  the  first  mentioned  Act  of  Assembly. 
You  desire  me  to  inform  you: 

1st.  Whether  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  above  Act 
and  its  supplement  was  to  exempt  the  property  of  the 
Cemetery  Company  from  municipal  assessments, 

2d.  Whethei-,  in  view  of  the  acieage  limited  in  the  Act 
of  Assembly  and  its  supplement,  the  assessment  bill  for 
the  sewer  built  in  front  of  the  property  of  the  Odd  Fellows 
Cemetery  Company,  on  Lehigh  avenue  between  a  point 
west  of  Thirtieth  and  Thirty-second  street  is  legally  col- 
lectable. 

As  to  the  second  question,  it  would  be  impossible  for 
me  to  answer  it  without  a  plan  of  the  property.  However, 
it  is  immaterial  in  this  case.  If  the  property  in  front  of 
which  the  sewer  is  built,  namely,  Lehigh  avenue,  between 
Thirtieth  and  Thirty-second  streets,  is  a  part  of  the  land 
purchased  under  the  Act  of  1865,  then  that  property  is 
not  exempt  from  assessment  for  municipal  improvements. 
If,  however,  it  is  included  in  the  grounds  of  the  cemetery 
mentioned  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  it  presents  a  more 
difficult  question. 

In  the  case  of  Olive  Cemetery  Company  vs.  City.  93 
Pa.  St.,  129,  where  the  charter  of  the  cemetery  company 
contained  the  following  clause:  "That  no  street,  lane,  or 
road  shall  hereafter  be  opened  through  said  tract  occupied 
as  a  cemetery  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  lot- 
holders  ;  and  the  same,  when  used  as  a  jilace  of  sepulchre, 
shall   be  exempt  from  taxation,  excepting  for  State  pur- 
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poses,"  it  was  held  tliat  the  property  was  not  hable  for  the 
assessment  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer.  If  that  case 
is  still  the  law  of  the  State,  then  the  Odd  Fellows  Cemetery 
Company  is  exempt  from  assessment  for  the  construction 
of  the  sewer  in  front  of  its  property.  Eecently,  however, 
the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  the  appeal  of  the  M.  E. 
Church  of  Sewickley,  35  W.  N".  C,  554,  decided  that  a 
municipal  assessment  for  street  improvements  is  not  such 
a  tax  as  mentioned  in  the  Act  of  1874  and  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  church  was  not  exempt  from  this  payment. 
This  latter  case,  in  my  opinion,  clearly  overrules  the  case 
of  Olive  Cemetery  Co.  vs.  City. 

I  would  advise  you,  therefore,  that  the  Cemetery  Com- 
pany be  held  liable  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  and 
that  a  lien  be  filed  against  the  property  upon  their  failure 
to  pay  the  assessment. 

I  would  suggest  that  if  there  be  sufficient  assessment 
bills  other  than  that  against  the  Cemetery  Company  with 
which  to  pay  the  contractor,  that  this  particular  bill  be 
retained  by  the  city  and  the  lien  be  filed  by  it,  so  that  the 
question  of  liability  can  be  determined  by  the  court. 

In  this  connection  let  me  also  call  your  attention  to  the 
case  last  decided.  It  evidently  holds  all  churches,  cem- 
etery companies  and  other  institutions  which  are  exempt 
from  taxation,  liable  for  assessment  for  municipal  improve- 
ments. It  is  important  that  your  Department  should  know 
of  this,  as  all  water  j)ipe  claims,  sewer  claims,  street  paving 
and  other  street  improvements  in  front  of  such  prop- 
erties can  now  be  recovered,  and  the  exemption  of  the 
Constitution  and  the  Act  of  1874  does  not  apply  to  those 
claims.  In  all  such  claims  where  work  has  been  done 
within  the  past  six  months  they  can  be  collected  by  the 
city,  and  all  such  work  done  in  the  future  can  be  charged 
against  such  property.

Dear  Sir: — In  response  to  your  communication  of  the 
IGtb.  and  18th  inst.,  I  would  reply  that  while  the  authori- 
ties are  somewhat  meagre  their  tendency  is  so  strong  in 
one  direction  as  to  convince  me  that  the  taking  of  the 
child  away  from  its  home,  and  its  removal  to  the  hospital, 
is  an  act  thoroughly  supported  by  the  law. 

Section  18  of  the  Act  of  Janaary  29,  1818,  states  that 
when  it  may  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Board  of 
Health  that  any  person  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is 
afflicted  with  any  contageous  disease  dangerous  to  the 
community,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  Health  to 
take  orders  for  preventing  the  spreading  of  the  contagion, 
by  such  powers  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  shall  re- 
quire and  as  shall  in  their  judgment  be  most  conducive 
to  the  public  good  with  the  least  private  injury. 

Section  23  of  the  same  Act  permits  in  similar  cases, 
"the  adoption  without  delay  of  such  prompt  measures  as 
will  effectually  prevent  all  communication  between  the 
part  or  parts  so  infected  and  any  other  part  of  the  city, ' ' 
and  all  public  officers  are  enjoined  to  assist  the  Board  to 
every  extent  in  their  power  "to  carry  into  effect  such 
rules,  orders  and  regulations  touching  the  stoppage  of  in- 
tercourse, or  the  removal  of  the  infected  when  they  cannot 
properly  be  attended  at  their  homes." 

The  measures  so  required,  it  is  evident  from  the  lan- 
guage of  the  18th  section  arc  those  looking  primarily 
towards  the  public  good,  and  not  the  question  of  individual, 
and  taking  that  statement  in  connection  with  the  clause 
"cannot  properly  be  attended  at  home"  intJie  23d  Section 
just  cited,  it  would  appear  that  the  estimate  of  the 
sufficiency  of  this  attendance  is  based  upon  what  mcasu-res 
are  best  for  the  safety  of  the  .public,  and  not  the  im- 
mediate right  of  a  private  individual. 
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In  tlie  case  of  Eddy  vs.  Board  of  Health,  10  Phila.,  94, 
tlie  court  stated  specifically  that  "the  cases  in  which  the 
Board  of  Health  may  enter  private  dwellings  and  remove 
persons  therefrom  or  close  them  up  are  confined  ex- 
clusively to  cases  of  pestilence  or  contagious  diseases,  by 
virtue  of  the  18th,  22d,  and  23d  Sections  of  the  Act  of 
January  29,  1818." 

The  distinction  is  clearly  drawn  in  this  case  between 
removal  of  tenants  from  their  houses,  under  circumstances 
involving  an  excessive  use  of  the  police  power,  and  those 
justified  by  the  conditions  of  the  case,  since  the  case  itself 
turned  upon  the  question  of  the  power  of  the  Board  of 
Health  to  remove  a  tenant  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  out 
his  i^remises,  on  the  ground  that  they  were  a  nuisance 
and  likely  to  induce  the  contagion  of  cholera.  No  cholera 
existed  anywhere  in  the  city  at  the  time,  and  it  was  held 
that  this  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Health  was  an  unwarrantable  one,  and  an  injunction  would 
lie  to  restrain  them. 

In  the  case  of  a  contagious  disease,  the  matter,  as  shown 
in  the  citation  from  the  opinion,  is  viewed  ia  a  different 
light,  and  a  removal  under  an  order  from  the  Board  of 
Health  would  be  a  perfectly  valid  one  with  or  without  the 
consent  of  the  parties  involved.  Particularly  would  this 
be  so  in  the  case  which  you  have  placed  before  me,  where 
the  difficulties  in  quarantining  the  district  are  so  great, 
and  where  such  quarantine  action  is  liable  to  affect  seriously 
the  interest  of  many  parties  in  the  immediate  neighborhood. 

The  Act  of  March  29,  1824,  P.  L.  125,  specifically 
provides  for  the  application  of  the  powers  of  the  Board  of 
Health  to  the  cases  of  small- pox,  while  the  Act  of  April 
3,  1849,  Sec.  2,  P.  L.,  346,  states  that  the  Act  of  1818, 
which  made  some  special  exceptions  as  to  small-pox,  shall 
be  construed  as  if  the  words  "small-pox"  had  never 
occurred  in  them. 

In  "Tiedeman's  Limitations  of  Police  Power,"  Sec,  42, 
page  102,  the  law  is  stated  as  follows: 

"The  right  of  the  State,  through  its  proper  officer,  to 
place  in  confinement,  and  to  subject  to  regular  medical 
treatment,  those  who  are  suffering  from  some  contagious 
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or  infectious  disease,  on  account  of  the  danger  to  which 
the  public  would  be  exposed  if  they  were  permitted  to  go 
at  large,  is  so  free  from  doubt  that  it  has  been  rarely 
questioned.  The  danger  to  the  public  health  is  a 
sufficient  ground  for  the  exercise  of  police  power  in  re- 
straint of  the  liberty  of  such  persons.  This  right  is  not 
only  recognized  in  cases  where  the  patient  would  other- 
wise suffer  from  neglect,  but  also  where  he  would  have  the 
proper  attention  at  the  hands  of  his  relatives.  While 
humantarian  impulses  would  prompt  such  interference  for 
the  benefit  of  the  homeless,  the  power  to  confine  and  to 
subject  by  force  to  medical  treatment  those  who  are 
afflicted  with  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  rests  upon 
the  danger  to  the  public,  audit  can  be  exercised,  even  to 
the  extent  of  transporting  to  a  common  hospital  or  lazaretto 
those  who  are  properly  cared  for  by  friends  and  relatives, 
if  the  public  safety  should  require  it. ' '  Since  writing  the 
above,  I  have  examined  the  case  to  which  you  referred 
me,  of  Wagner  vs.  Grray,  et  al.,  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  No.  2,  of  Allegheny  County,  and  referred  to  in  the 
Eeport  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  for  1886,  page  540. 
The  learned  judge  of  that  court  confirms  what  is  written 
above.

Lear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  of    the 
18th  inst. ,   I  would  say  that  the  power  vested  in  you  in 
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regard  to  awarding  tlie  contract  to  tlie  lowest  bidder  is 
purely  discretionary.  The  statute  states  "the  lowest  re- 
sponsible bidder"  by  Act  of  May  23,  1S74,  and  by  a  long 
series  of  decisions,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the 
American  Artificial  Stone  Paving  Company  vs.  Wagner, 
27,  "W.  N.  C,  309;  Commonwealth  vs.  Gruardians  of  the 
Poor,  13  W.  K  C,  61;  Cramer  vs.  City,  7  Phila.,  429; 
Conner  vs.  Board  of  Health,  7  Phila.,  629;  and  Common- 
wealth vs.  Mitchell,  82  Pa.  St.,  343;  and  the  recent  case 
of  Interstate  Paving  Company  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia, 
the  "lowest  responsible  bidder"  in  the  absence  of  the 
evidence  of  fraud,  can  be  legally  selected  by  your  own 
judgment.  There  are,  however,  certain  formal  requisites 
which  are  mandatory  and  not  discretionary.  Among 
these  is  the  necessity  of  advertising.  (See  my  opinion  in 
"City  Solicitor's  Opinions  for  1886,"  page  11.) 

I  should  therefore  advise  you  that  you  re-advertise  for 
bids,  and  recommend  the  Odd  Fellows  Cemetery  Co.  to 
enter  their  offer  of  $3,800.00  as  a  bid  under  the  new 
advertisement. 

In  regard  to  the  second  point  you  mention,  whether 
such  action  would  interfere  with  the  litigation  by  the  com- 
pany against  the  city,  that  is  a  matter  which  can  be 
arranged  personally  with  the  company,  and  there  is  no  ob- 
jection to  your  entering  into  such  a  contract  as  you  have 
mentioned.  It  will  not  interfere  with  the  award  to  the 
cemetery  company,  as  the  said  company  will  not  then 
make  any  claim  for  that.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  recent  date  relative  to  the 
certificate  of  inspection  of  Messrs.  Sharpiess  Bros,  elevator, 
was  duly  received.  In  your  letter  you  say :  Messrs.  Sharp- 
less  Bros,  have  made  request  that  they  be  advised  whether 
the  certificate  of  the  inspection  of  ''Guarantee  &  Accidental 
Lloyds  Casualty  Insurance,  No.  45  Broadway,  New  York 
City,"  conforms  to  the  requirements  and  is  acceptible 
under  the  new  ordinance."  You  further  say:  "Will  you 
please  advise  me  whether  the  said  company  has  conformed 
to  the  insurance  laws  of  this  State,  and  whether  we  would 
recognize  their  certificate." 

In  answer  to  your  first  question,  I  can  only  say  that  as 
the  certificate  of  inspection  issued  by  the  company  is  not 
before  me,  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  decide  whether  it 
conforms  to  the  new  ordinance  (Ord,  April  10,  1894)  or 
not.  This,  however,  is  a  matter  for  the  Inspectors  to  de- 
termine. For  further  instructions  as  to  the  duty  of  the 
Inspectors  in  this  respect,  I  refer  you  to  my  recent  letter 
relative  to  the  elevator  on  premises  No.  722  Chestnut 
street. 

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  James  II.  Lambert, 
State  Insurance  Commissioner,  wherein  he  says:   "Reply-

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  25th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  a  claim  for  j^aving  Orthodox  street  in  front  of  the 
property  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Frankford  Eailroad  Co., 
together  with  the  letters  of  George  A.  Bullock,  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  and  J.  H.  Loomis,  real  estate 
agent  of  the  Railroad  Company,  received.  You  enclose 
also  a  plan  showing  the  lot  in  question. 

It  appears  that  the  property  on  Orthodox  street,  from 
Horrocks  to  Oakland  streets,  is.  marked  as  the  "Philadel- 
phia and  Frankford  Freight  Yard."  Orthodox  street  in 
front  of  this  property  has  been  paved,  and  a  claim  for  the 
amount  of  $981.37  was  presented  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  payment  refused  under  advice  of  counsel.  You 
desire  my  advise  as  to  the  liability  of  the  said  property  for 
this  j^aviag. 

I  advise  you  that_  the  property  is  liable  for  the  paving 
of  the  street.  The  exemption,  as  I  understand  it,  only 
goes  to  the  right  of  way  and  the  re-opening  of  Berks  street. 
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12  W.  N.  C,  page  10,  a  claim  for  benefits  against  the 
depot  and  freight  yard  of  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  was  sustained. 

This  case  is  a  similar  claim,  being  a  taxation  for  a  local 
benefit,  and  as  the  property  of  the  Railroad  Company  is  in 
law  considered  benefited  by  the  paving  of  the  street,  it  is' 
liable  for  the  cost  thereof.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  25tli  ult., 
referring  to  the  request  of  Mr.  Robert  J.  Thompson,  of 
Lehigh  avenue  and  Third  street,  as  to  my  opinion  on  the 
validity  of  the  excess  fare  charged  by  the  Peoples  Passen- 
ger Railway  Company,  I  would  state  that  the  ordinance  of 
Councils  of  June  29,  1893,  page  323,  authorizes  the  Phila- 
delphia, Cheltenham  &  Jenkintown  Railway  Co.,  which  I 
take  to  be  substantially  the  same  road  as  you  mention, 
"to  construct  a  road  from  the  County  line  to  Brie  avenue 
on  the  York  road.  The  rate  of  fare  for  a  single  con- 
tinuous ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  five  cents 
per  passenger,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock 
A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents." 

If  this  charge  of  fare  made  on  passengers  riding  on 
Haines  street  to  the  County  line  is  five  cents  extra  for  the 
trip  from  Erie  avenue  up,  then  the  charge  is  clearly  in 
violation  of  the  Ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — In  responce  to  your  letter  of  the  28tli  ult. , 
in  reference  to  the  liability  of  suburban  property  for 
municipal  improvements,  I  would  say  that  such  property 
is  not  liable  under  the  per  foot  front  rule,  which  applies 
only  to  property  in  the  compactly  built  up  portions 
of  the  city.  As  a  general  rule,  suburban  property  has  no 
liability  attached  to  it  at  all  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  no 
benefit  is  directly  given  the  property  by  a  municipal  im- 
provement. Seeley  vs.  City  of  Pittsburg,  82  Pa.,  360; 
Craig  vs.  City  of  Phila.,  89  Pa.,  265. 

If  there  be  any  direct  benefit  accorded  to  the  property 
by  the  improvemeat  in  question,  it  is  possible  that  it  could 
be  assessed  upon  the  property  under  the  Act  of  1891  by  a 
jury  of  view. 

For  any  further  information  on  this  question,  see  my 
opinion  of  June  4,  1890.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  6th  ult.,  enclosing  a 
communication  from  Mrs.  Ecksiein  to  the  Select  and  Com- 
mon Councils,  received. 

Mrs.  Eckstein  states  that  Mr.  John  Eckstein,  who  was 
Clerk  of  Common  Councils  for  about  thirty  years,  departed 
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this  life  on  December  5,  1894,  and  that  he  was  electe-i  to  the 
position  of  clerk  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1894,  for  a 
period  of  one  year.  She  requests  that  the  salary  up  to  the 
first  Monday  of  April,  1895,  be  paid  to  her  as  the  widow 
and  sole  legatee. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  through  you,  requests  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  said  salary  can  be  paid  to  her. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  cannot  pay  to  Mrs.  Eck- 
stein the  salary  from  December  5,  1894  to  the  first  Mon- 
day of  April,  1895,  as  no  service  was  rendered  by  Mr. 
Eckstein  during  that  time. 

Section  5,  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  (P.  L.,  232) 
contains  the  following  provisions:  "No  ordinance  shall  be 
"passed  except  by  a  two-third  vote  of  both  Councils  and 
"approved  by  the  Mayor,  giving  any  extra  compensation  to 
"any  public  officer,  servant,  employee,  agent  or  contractor 
"after  service  shall  have  been  rendered  or  contract  made." 

Under  the  above  provision.  Councils  can,  by  a  two- 
third  vote,  give  extra  compensation  to  any  public  officer, 
servant  oi  employee. 

As  this  is  a  deservino;  case  and  valuable  services  were 
rendered  by  Mr.  Eckstein  for  a  long  period  of  years,  and 
as,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  services  as  Clerk  of  Coun- 
cils, he  also  performed  the  duties  of  Secretary  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  it  is  in  the  power  of  Councils  to  make 
an  appropriation  in  the  nature  of  an  extra  compensation 
for  the  work  thus  done. 

If  you  decide  to  make  the  appropriation,  it  must  be  for 
such  an  amount  as  you  deem  proper,  as  extra  compensa- 
tion and  not  as  clerk  from  December  5,  1894  to  the  first 
Monday  of  April,  1895.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  Sfh  ult. ,  enclosing  a 
letter  from  George  S.  Webster,  Esq.,  Chief  Engineer,  in 
reference  to  the  application  to  the  Board  of  Surveys  to 
approve  the  plan  of  tracks  proposed  to  be  laid  b}^  the 
West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company  on  Lan- 
caster avenue,  between  Fifty-second  street  and  the  County 
line,  received.  The  said  company  claims  the  right  under 
the  Act  of  April  8,  1858  (P.  L.,  226)  Section  2  of  which 
says: 

"That  the  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  ex- 
t-^nd  their  said  road  to  any  part  of  the  Twenty-fourth  Ward, 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  along  any  of  the  public  streets 
or  highways  thereof :  Provided,  lioivever,  That  the  said  com- 
pany shall  first  present  to  the  Councils  of  said  city  a  plan 
and  statement,  exhibiting  the  route  of  any  such  proposed 
extension;  and  if  Councils  shall  not  within  sixty  days 
thereafter,  by  ordinance  disapprove  thereof,  the  consent  of 
Councils  shall  be  deemed  to  be  given  thereto. ' ' 

If  the  said  company  has  complied  with  the  above  pro- 
visions, they  have  a  2)rima  facia  right  to  occupy  Lancaster 
avenue,  it  being  a  highway. 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1855  (P.  L.,  266)  as  amended 
April  23,  1864,  requires  passenger  railway  companies  to 
first  submit  plans  and  surveys  of  their  lines  to  the  Boai  d 
of  Surveys  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  It  has  been  deter- 
mined by  the  courts  in  a  number  of  cases,  recently  in  the 
case  of  the  Philadelphia  and  West  Chester  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  that  the  act  of  the  Board  of  Surveys  in  approving 
these  plans  was  simply  ministerial,  and  unless  there  is 
objection  to  the  plans  themselves,  the  Board  have  nothing 
to  do  but  to  approve  them.  It  may  be  unfortunate  for  so 
many   tracks  to  be  constructed  on  this  avenue,  but  that 
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matter  is  not  in  the  discretion  cf  the  Board  of  Surveys,  as 
was  determined  in  Twenty-second  street  in  the  case  of 
Commonwealtli  ex.  rel.  vs.  Smedley  et  al.,  14  W.  N.  C, 
402. 

I  advise  you  that  the  Board  of  Surveys  should  approve 
the  plans  if  they  properly  conform  to  the  general  plan  and 
regulations  of  the  city,  and  if  said  company  has  complied 
with  the  Act  of  1858  above  referred  to  and  show  Vi.  prima 
facia  right  to  occupy  said  avenue.

Dear  Sir: — After  an  examination  of  the  deeds  con- 
veying the  property  of  the  Jlowlandville  school  house,  it 
is  my  opinion  that  this  property  cannot  be  put  to  any  other 
use  than  the  use  of  a  public  school  and  the  encouragement 
of  literature,  as  mentioned  in  the  instrument.  It  is  not 
in  the  power  of  the  Trustees,  under  this  consideration, 
even  to  sell  the  property  and  devote  the  proceeds  to  pub- 
lic school  purposes.  See  Kirkener  vs.  School  Directors, 
11    Pa.,  444;  and  Commonwealth  vs.  Eush,  14  Pa.,  186. 

This  rule  forbidding  the  alienation  of  property  that  has 
been  dedicated  to  a  public  use,  is  one  well  established  in 
not  only  this  State,  but  in  every  State  in  the  Union. 

The  v;ords  "and  such  other  uses"  in  the  deed,  do  not 
appear  to  me  to  be  any  enlargement,  except  on  the  same 
lines  of  the  use  as  a  public  school,  and  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  literature  previously  laid  down  by  the  same  in- 
strument. 

The  fact  that  you  mention,  as  to  this  property  being  a 
nuisance  to  the  neighborhood,  does  not  alter  the  law  as  I 
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have  stated,  it,  nor  would  the  fact  that  it  was  at  present 
unfit  for  the  purposes  of  a  pubUc  school,  render  my  opinion 
on  this  question  any  different  from  that  which  I  have 
stated.

Dear  Sir: — In  response  to  your  communication  of  the 
25th  ult. ,  through  Acting  Secretary  Calhoun,  in  reference 
to  the  placing  of  the  racks  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading 
Railroad  Company  on  the  sidewalk  on  Willow  street,  at 
the  northeast  corner  of  St.  John  street,  in  front  of  the 
jDroperty  of  Messrs.  Edward  Evans  &  Co.,  I  delayed  in 
replying  to  same,  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  some  informa- 
tion from  the  Railroad  Company. 

The  Act  under  which  the  Railroad  Company  took  Wil- 
low street  will  be  found  in  the  Pamphlet  Laws  of  April 
23,  1829,  page  270,  which  gives  the  absolute  use  of  the 
street  to  the  Railroad  Company  without  restriction. 

I  do  not  see  how,  under  these  conditions,  the  city  can 
interfere.  The  sidewalk  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  street  as 
the  cartway,  and  the  right  given  the  Railroad  Company  to 
use  the  street,  also  gives  the  right  to  use  the  sidewalk. 

If  there  is  any  further  information  which  you  obtain  on 
this  subject  in  regard  to  the  respective  rights  of  the  two 
parties,  other  than  you  have  already  sent  me,  I  should  be 
glad  to  have  it.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  19t]i  inst. ,  enclosing 
copy  of  a  Resolution  of  the  Board  of  Health  as  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  bond  of  Health  Officer  Theodore  B.  Stulb, 
and  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  corporate 
security  could  be  accepted,  received. 

The  Eesolution  is  as  follows: 

'■'■Resolved,  That  the  bond  tendered  by  the  Health  Offi- 
cer-elect, Theodore  B.  Stulb,  with  the  Citizens  Trust  and 
Surety  Company  as  security  be  approved,  if  in  the  opinion, 
of  the  City  Solicitor  corporate  security  can  be  accepted." 

The  Act  of  January  29,  1818,  Sect.  14,  P.  L.,  40,  pro- 
vides, inter  alia:  "And  the  sai^l  Health  Officer  shall,  be- 
"fore  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  give  bond,- with 
"securities,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  con- 
"ditioned  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  duties  of  his 
"office,  and  to  account  for  all  moneys  which  may  come  into 
"his  hands  in  pursuance  thereof.  And  the  said  bond  shall 
"be  a  lien  on  the  estate  of  the  said  Health  Officer  and  his 
"securities  respectively."  This  law  no  doubt  referred 

to  individual  security,   as  no  other  kind  was  then  given, 
but  the  custom  has  been  growing  for  several  years  past,  it 
every  direction,   to  take  corporate  secuiity,  it  being  con- 
sidered, even  by  the  courts,  as  the  best  character  of  security 
that  can  be  given. 

The  object  to  be  obtained  in  all  of  these  matters  is 
security,  and  if  security  in  this  particular  case  is  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Board  of  Health,  I  see  no  reason  why  it  should 
not  be  accepted.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  26tli  nit.,  enclosinsr 
copy  of  an  ordinance  introduced  by  Mr.  Meelian,  to  pro- 
vide for  tlie  care  of  city  trees,  received.  It  does  not  appear 
that  the  ordinance  was  intended  to  compel  property  owners 
to  plant  trees  in  front  of  their  ]Dro])erty,  but  only  for  tak- 
ing care  of  the  trees  when  the  owner  fails  or  refuses  to  do 
so.  There  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  city  from  providing 
for  the  proper  care  of  the  trees  on  the  public  highways, 
but,  unless  it  is  a  police  regulation  or  for  the  public 
health,  the  expense  of  taking  care  of  such  tiees  cannot  be 
charged  upon  the  property  owners.  In  no  event  would 
the  law  authorize  a  lien  to  he  filed  for  any  such  charge. 
The  third  section  of  the  ordinance  provides  that  the  cost 
of  taking  care  of  the  trees  shall  be  collected  from  the 
owners  of  property  on  which  sidewalk  the  trees  are  grow- 
ing.     This  provision  could  not  be  enforced  in  either  case. 

The  ordinance  is  returned  herewith.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  25th  inst. ,  enclosing  a 
communication  from  Chief    Engineer    of   the   Bureau    of 
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Surveys,  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  the  city 
in  tlie  construction  of  the  proposed  new  drawbridge  on 
the  line  of  Bridge  street,  over  the  Frankford  creek,  to 
swing  one  end  of  said  bridge  over  private  property,  re- 
ceived. 

Tlie  City  of  Philadelphia  has  the  right,  in  the  construc- 
tion of  bridges,  to  take  or  use  private  property.  The 
ordinance  of  May  11,  1894,  authorizes  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  among  other  things,  to  construct  a  bridge 
on  the  line  of  Bridge  street  over  Frankford  creek.  The 
drawings  and  specifications  by  the  said  ordinance  are 
directed  to  be  drawn  by  that  Department,  and  Section  5 
of  the  ordinance  authorizes  the  entering  of  security  to 
indemnify  the  owners  of  property  who  may  be  injured  by 
reason  of  the  construction  of  the  said  bridge. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  you  have  the  right  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  bridge,  to  take  and  use  whatever  pri- 
vate property  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose.  If  the 
owner  of  such  property  requires  it,  we  will  enter  security. 
Until  it  is  demanded,  however,  you  can  proceed  with  the 
construction  of  the  bridge.

Gannon.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  22d  inst. ,  in  reference 
to  the  pa3anent  of  the  ten  per  cent,  guarantee  fund  under 
the  contract  of  Edward  Gannon,  for  the  collection  and  dis- 
posal of  garbage  in  the  Fourth  District,  for  the  year  ISQi, 


to  Mrs.  Eleanor  Gannan,  administratrix  of  tlie  estate  of 
Thomas  Gannon,  together  with  the  letter  of  John  H. 
Connellan,  Trust  and  Title  Officers  of  tlie  Equitable  Trust 
Company,  received. 

It  appears  that  the  contract  for  the  collection  of  garbage 
was  made  with  one,  Edward  Gannon,  but  that  Thomas 
Gannon  was  virtually  the  contractor ;  that  the  amount  paid 
on  account  of  this  contract  since  the  death  of  Thomas 
Gannon  has  been  paid  to  Eleanor  Gannon,  Administratrix 
of  Thomas  Gannon,  deceased.  That  the  Equitable  Trust 
Company  offer  to  give  a  bond  to  indemnify  you  against 
any  loss  by  reason  of  the  payment  or  release  of  the  ten  per 
cent,  guarantee  fund.  You  desire  my  advise  as  to  whether 
it  would  be  proper  for  your  Department  to  accept  such 
bond  and  to  pay  the  reserve  per  centage  to  Mrs.  Gannon. 

This  matter  is  entirely  within  your  province,  but  it 
seems  to  me  that  since  you  have  been  treating  with  Mrs. 
Gannon  as  being  the  real  party  to  the  contract,  and  as  you 
have  looked  upon  Thomas  Gannon  as  merely  using  the 
name  of  Edward  Gannon,  you  can  pursue  the  same  policy 
in  reference  to  the  payment  of  the  ten  per  cent,  guarantee 
fund.  The  bond  offered  would  certainly  indemnify  the 
city  against  any  loss,  even  if  Edward  Gannon  should  suc- 
ceed in  making  any  claim  hereafter  for  the  ten  per  cent.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of   the  2<^)th  inst.,   enclosing 
copy  of  an  ordinance  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  by 
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the  City  of  Plnladelphia  for  tlie  siim  of  $2,400,000, 
received. 

You  request  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  City  is 
authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  named,  and  if  so,  whether 
the  ordinance  is  properly  drawn  ? 

You  further  inquire  as  to  the  power  of  Councils  to 
authorize  the  issue  of  new  loans  from  time  to  time  as  old 
loans  mature  or  are  paid  off,  so  long  as  the  aggregate  of 
any  one  loan  authorized  shall  not  exceed  three  per  centum, 
and  the  aggregate  of  all  loans  outstanding  and  authorized 
shall  not  exceed  seven  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of 
property,  for  the  purpose  of  taxation  by  the  city. 

Section  8  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of  1874:, 
relating  to  the  subject  is  as  follows: 

"The  debt  of  any  county,  city,  borough,  township, 
school  district  or  other  municipality  or  incorporated  dis- 
trict, except  as  herein  provided,  shall  never  exceed  seven 
per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property 
therein,  nor  shall  any  such  manicipality  or  district  incur 
any  new  debt,  or  increase  its  indebtedness  to  an  amount 
exceeding  two  per  centum  upon  such  assessed  valuation 
of  property,  without  the  assent  of  the  electors  thereof  at  a 
public  election  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law; 
but  any  city,  the  debt  of  which  now  exceeds  seven  per 
centum  of  such  assessed  valuation,  may  be  authorized  by 
law  to  increase  the  same  three  per  centum  in  the  aggregate 
at  any  one  time,  upon  such  valuation." 

The  law  limits  the  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  seven  per 
centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property 
therein. 

At  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  the 
debt  of  the  City  of  Philadel|)hia  exceeded  seven  per  centum 
of  the  assessed  value  of  its  taxable  property.  The  latter 
part  of  the  section  above  quoted  was  inserted  because  of 
the  condition  of  the  debt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
it  was  permitted  to  increase  its  indebtedness  three  per  cen- 
tum in  the  aggregate,  upon  the  valuation  of  its  taxable 
property.  After  such  increase  of  three  per  centum  had 
been  made  by  virtue  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  autiorizing 
it,  then  the  City  of  Philadelphia  was  in  the  same  positon 


as  all  otlier  municipalities,  unel  was  governed  by  the  first 
portion  of  the  above  cited  section  of  the  Constitution.  It 
was  compelled  to  wait  until  its  actual  indebtedness  was 
below  seven  per  centum,  and  then  could  borrow  to  the 
extent  of  two  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of  its 
taxable  property  without  the  consent  of  the  electors,  pro- 
vided that  two  per  centum  did  not  increase  the  total  of 
actual  indebtedness  beyond  seven  per  centum  of  the  value 
of  its  taxable  property.  After  it  had  created  a  loan  or 
loans  to  the  extent  of  two  per  centum,  no  further  sum 
could  be  borrowed  without  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  the 
city,  and  even  with  the  consent  of  the  electors,  no  increase 
could  be  made  that  would  make  the  total  actual  indebted- 
ness above  seven  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of  the 
taxable  property. 

In  the  case  of  Brooke  vs.  City,  162  Pa.  St.,  123,  where 
the  question  of  the  legality  of  the  loan  of  $6,000,000  pro- 
vided by  the  ordinance  of  March  15,  1894,  was  before  the 
Supreme  Court,  it  was  admitted  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia had  taken  advantage  of  the  special  provision  of 
the.  Constitution  and  had,  by  authority  of  law,  increased 
its  indebtedness  three  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value 
of  its  taxable  property. 

Whether  this  loan  of  $2,400,000  to  be  authorized  by 
the  ordinance  (copy  of  which  you  have  submitted  to  me) 
can  be  created  by  ordinance  merely,  will  depend  upon 
whether  the  city  has  added  to  its  debt  two  per  centum  of 
the  assessed  value  of  its  taxable  property,  in  addition  to 
the  three  per  centum  provided  by  the  special  provisions  in 
the  latter  part  of  Section  8,  of  Article  IX  of  the  Con- 
stitution. 

Assuming  that  the  city  did  exercise  its  authority  under 
the  Constitution,  and  created  a  new  debt  to  the  amount  of 
three  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of  its  taxable 
property,  then  the  said  city,  since  the  creation  of  that  new 
debt,  would  be  entitled  by  ordinance,  without  a  vote  of 
the  people,  to  add  new  debt  to  the  amount  of  two  per  cen- 
tam.  If  this  new  debt  to  the  amount  of  two  per  centum 
of  the  assessed  value  of  its  taxable  property  has  not  been 
created,  then  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  Councils  of  the  City 
to  incur  that  much  new  debt. 
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If  the  proposed  loan  of  ^2,400,000  does  not  make  the 
new  debt  more  than  two  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of 
the  taxable  property,  then  the  city  is  authorized  to  create 
this  new  loan.  If,  however,  this  new  loan  would  make 
the  increased  indebtedness  exceed  two  per  centum,  the  loan 
cannot  be  authorized  except  by  a  vote  of  the  people,  as 
provided  by  the  Act  of  April  20,  1874,  as  amended  by 
the  Act  of  June  9,  1891. 

The  ordinance  as  submitted  to  me  is  in  the  usual  form. 
It  does  not  follow  strictly  the  Acts  of  Assembly,  which 
provides:  "that  the  said  city  shall,  at  or  before  the  time 
"of  authorizing  the  said  loan,  provide  for  the  collection  of 
"an  annual  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  and  also  the 
principal  of  the  said  loan  within  thirty  years. ' ' 

This  appears  to  require  an  annual  tax  1o  be  levied  every 
year  after  the  creation  of  the  loan.  The  serial  loan  as  pro- 
vided in  the  ordinance  referred  to  me,  complies,  however, 
with  the  spirit  of  this  provision,  and  also  with  the  Con- 
stitution as  '  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  in  that  it  secures  the 
payment  of  the  loan  within  thirty  years. 

In  the  recent  case  of  Bruce  vs.  Pittsburg,  166  Pa.  St., 
152,  in  considering  an  ordinance  creating  a  loan,  the 
Supreme  Court  said: 

"As  to  the  second  ground  of  complaint  in  the  bill  which 
"I  have  said  is  well  founded,  namely,  that  the  ordinance 
"of  9  April,  1891,  authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds  for  the 
"purpose  of  regulating  the  purchasing  of  bridges  for  public 
"use,  did  not  provide  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  an 
"annual  tax  equal  to  at  least  eight  per  cent,  of  the  amount 
"o/  debt,  the  ordinance  can,  by  action  of  the  City  Councils, 
"be  amended  so  as  to  be  in  compliance  with  law.  Until 
"that  is  done  there  is  no  authority  to  issue  the  bonds." 

The  loan  provided  for  in  the  above  case,  was  not  a  serial 
loan  as  you  propose,  and  did  not  j^rovide  for  the  proper 
extinguishment  of  the  debt. 

The  same  form  of  ordinance  as  you  propose  was  before 
the  Supreme  Court  m  the  case  of  Brooke  vs.  City,  and 
was  not  objected  to.  In  view  of  this,  I  would  approve  of 
the  form,  but  would  suggest  that  there  be  inserted  a  pro- 
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vision    for  tlic  levy  of  an  annual  tax,  as  required  by  the 
Act  of  Assembly. 

As  to  your  further  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  power  of 
Councils  to  authorize  the  issue  of  new  loans  from  time  to 
time  as  outstanding  loans  mature  and  are  paid  off,  so  long 
as  the  aggregate  of  any  one  loan  authorized  shall  not  ex- 
ceed three  j)cr  centum,  and  the  aggregate  of  all  loans  out- 
standing and  authorized  shall  not  exceed  seven  per  centum 
of  the  assessed  value  of  property,  for  the  purpose  of  taxa- 
tion by  the  city.  I  would  say  that  the  power  of  the  mu- 
nicipalty  to  create  the  new  loan  without  a  vote  of  the 
people,  is  not  in  anyway  affected  by  the  maturity  and  pay- 
ment of  outstanding  loans.  The  Constitution  gave  the 
right  to  the  city,  when  authorized  by  law,  to  create  a  new 
debt,  not  exceeding  three  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  its  taxable  property.  After  the  increase  of  three 
per  centum,  the  power  confirmed  was  exercised.  The 
City  of  Philadelphia  was  then  in  the  same  position  as 
other  municipalities,  and  could  only  incur  new  debt  with- 
out a  vote  of  the  people,  to  the  extent  of  two  per  centum 
upon  the  assessed  value  of  its  taxable  property.  The  fact 
that  during  the  creation  of  any  of  its  new  debts,  old  debts 
matured  and  was  paid,  did  not  authorize  a  continual  exer- 
cise of  the  power  of  creating  new  debt.  ...  If  the  city 
has  exercised  the  power  originally  conferred  upon  it  to  in- 
crease its  indebtedness  three  per  centum,  and  also  the 
power  conferred  on  all  municipalities  to  increase  their 
indebtedness  to  the  extent  of  two  per  centum,  then  it  has 
no  further  power  to  borrow  without  a  vote  of  the  people, 
and  even  with  the  vote  of  the  people,  no  loan  can  be 
created  which  would  make  the  total  actual  indebtedness  of 
the  city  exceed  seven  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of 
its  taxable  property.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  tlie  1st  inst. ,  in  reference 
to  the  payment  of  bills  of  R.  J.  &  A.  Peoples  for  street 
cleaning  received. 

You  state  tliat  James  H.  Windrim,  Director  of  tlie  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  lias  sent  to  you  a  number  of 
bills  of  R  J.  &  A.  Peoples,  for  street  cleaning  in  Districts 
for  wlii'.-li  tlie  contracts  liave  been  awarded  to  other  par- 
ties; that  the  parties  awarded  the  contract  deposited  ten 
per  cent,  with  you  "as  a  guarantee  of  the  performance  of 
the  said  contracts" ;  that  the  Director  requests  you  to  pay 
the  bills  of  R.  J.  k  A.  Peoples,  properly  sworn  to,  out  of 
the  ten  per  cent,  deposited  by  the  contractors,  they  having 
failed  to  perform  the  work  in  accordance  with  their  con- 
tracts. 

You  also  state  that  the  said  contractors  have  filed  pro- 
tests against  the  payment  of  the  bills  of  R.  J.  &  A.  Peo- 
ples, and  you  request  my  opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of 
your  paying  the  bills  as  sent  you  by  the  Director. 

It  apjDcars  that  T.  Dorney,  Son  &  Co.,  and  Greorge  W. 
Ruch  were  awarded  contracts  for  street  cleaning  in  certain 
districts.  That  in  accordance  with  the  specifications,  they 
deposited  with  you  ten  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  their 
contract  as  security  for  its  proper  performance.  That 
upon  the  deposit  beiag  made  at  your  office,  you  gave  a  cer- 
tificate of  deposit  which  provides:  "That  if  the  said  con- 
"  tractor  shall  fail  to  comply  with  all  the  terms  of  said  con- 
"  tract,  and  to  do  all  work  coming  within  the  limits  of  the 
"specifications  thereto  attached,  and  the  Director  of  the 
"Department  of  Public  Works  shall  do  such  neglected 
"work,  then  the  said  Director  may  charge  the  expense 
"thereof,  and  the  penalty  incurred  by  such  non-compli- 
"ance  against  said  contractor,  and  may  draw  from  the 
"City  Treasurer  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  ten  per 
"centum  as  herein  set  forth." 
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In  the  specifications  accompanying  the  contract,  m  reg- 
ulation No.  11,  as  foHows: 

"Failure  to  comply  with  any  part  of  the  contract  or  of 
"these  speciiications  shall  be  cause  for  the  Director  of  the 
"Department  of  Public  Works,  without  notice  to  the 
"contractor,  to  employ  sufhcient  force  to  have  the  work 
"contracted  for  properly  done,  and  to  pay  for  the  same 
"out  of  the  fund  deposited  as  security  by  the  contractor. 
"In  addition  to  this  payment,  or  in  lieu  thereof,  such 
"amount  as  may  be  deemed  an  equitable  penalty  by  the 
"Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  may  be 
"deducted  from  the  amount  to  be  paid  the  contractor." 

If  in  the  judgment  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  these  contractors  have  failed  to  perform 
their  contract,  and  he  has,  in  accordance  with  said  con- 
tract employed  E,  J.  &  A.  Peoples  to  properly  perform  it, 
the  expense  can  be  deducted  from  the  ten  per  cent  de- 
posited, and  you  should  be  justified  in  paying  the  bills 
when  so  requested  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  llth 
inst. ,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of 
assignments  of  licenses  to  carry  on  the  business  of  Employ- 
ment Agency. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  the  Act  of  May  25,  1883 
(P.  L.,  46)  jM'ovides: 

"That  it  sJiall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  keep  open  or  establish  any  intelligence  or  employment 
office  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  or  obtaining,  for  money 
or  other  valuable  consideration,  any  work,  era  ploy  ment  or 
occupation  for  persons  seeking  the  same  or  to  otherwise 
engage  in  the  business  of  procuring  employment  for  others 
for  money  or  other  valuable  consideration,  without  iirst 
having  obtained  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  City,  in  which 
such  office  is  situated  or  such  business  is  carried  on,  a 
license  so  to  do." 

That  Act  further  provides  that  the  annual  license  fee 
shall  be  fifty  dollars,  and  upon  payment  of  such  fee  every 
person  applying  for  such  license  shall  receive  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  setting  forth  that  the  license 
fee  has  been  paid  and  that  the  applicant  has  been  licensed 
to  pursue  the  business  of  an  employment  agent  for  the 
period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  certificate,  said 
license  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  the  first  day 
of  Jiine  in  each  year.  If  any  person  or  persons,  not  be- 
ing licensed  as  aforesaid,  shall  engage  in  the  said  business, 
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or  in  any  way  act  as  a  broker  between  employer  or  em- 
ployee and  take  money  or  other  valuable  consideration  for 
such  service,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  sentenced  to 
pay  a  line  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion,  that  an  employment  agent 
granted  a  license  under  the  above  Act,  lias  no  right  to 
establish  a  branch  office  without  first  having  obtained  a 
license  therefor,  and  I  am  further  of  the  opinion,  that  such 
license  of  a  personal  privilege  is  not  assignable. 

I  beg   leave  to  refer  you  to  the  Opinions  of  the  City 
Solicitor  for  1885,  page  39,  and  1892,  page  64,  wherein 
the  above  questions  were  fully  determined.

Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  letter  of  the  16th  inst., 
enclosing  copy  of  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
"repeal  an  ordinance  granting  permission  to  the  Mutual 
"Automatic  Telephone  Company  to  construct  manholes, 
cables,  wires  and  terminal  poles  for  electrical  purposes,  ap- 
"proved  July  2,  1894,"  and  asking  my  opinion  as  to  the 
legal  right  of  Councils  to  repeal  such  ordinance,  my  reply 
is:  That  inasmuch  as  the  said  ordinance  of  July  2,  1894, 
in  the  seventh  section  thereof,  prescribes  that  the  said  com- 
pany "shall,  within  ninety  days  of  the  passage  of"  the 
said  "ordinance,  file  their  plans  of  system  proposed  and 
"shall  commence  its  work  provided  for  by"  the  said 
"ordinance  within  ninety  days  after  such  plans  are  ap- 
" proved  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works;"  and,  inas- 
much, also,  as  section  eight  of  the  same  ordinance  pre- 
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scribes  further,  that  "the  said  company  shall  immediatelj, 
upon  the  passage  of"  the  said  ordinance,  "give  a  bond  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  the  sum  of  $50,000,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of"  the  said  ordinance,  "which  bond  shall  contain  a  re- 
cital of  every  one  of  the  conditions"  set  forth  in  said 
ordinance;  then,  if,  as  is  stated  in  the  preamble  to  the  said 
rejDcaling  ordinance,  these  conditions  "have  not  been  com- 
"plied  with  by  the  Mutual  Automatic  Telephone  Com- 
pany," I  am  of  the  opinion  that  tnere  is  no  legal  objection 
to  the  repeal  of  the  said  ordinance,  approved  July  2,  1894, 
and  that  Councils  have  the  legal  right  to  repeal  it.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  14th  inst.,  enclosing  a 
letter  from  Mr.  W.  C.  Cranmer,  Surveyor  and  Regulator 
of  the  Third  District,  in  reference  to  survey  for  projierty 
rear  of  No.  1626  Market  street,  received. 

The  District  Surveyor  in  his  communication,  states  that 
this  lot  has  a  front  on  Market  street  of  18  feet,  and  ex- 
tends southward  120  feet  to  DeGrray  street,  a  16-foot  wide 
street,  and  that  the  owner  has  erected  a  b  adding  on  this 
lot  fronting  on  Market  street  and  desires  to  extend  the 
building  to  DeGray  street,  and  that  the  proposed  construc- 
tion is  a  part  of  the  building  now  erected  on  Market  street, 
and  is  not  a  separate  building  fronting  on  DeGray  street. 

You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  owner  will  be 
required  to  recede  two  feet  to  make  the  street  twenty  feet 
wide,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855. 
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Section  G  of  the  Act  referred  to,  provides  as  follows: 
"No  dwelling  house  or  other  building,  within  said  city, 
"shall  front  upon  any  street,  alley  or  court  which  shall  be 
"of  a  less  width  than  twenty  feet,  or  without  being  made 
"to  recede  so  that  said  street,  alley  or  court  shall  be  of 
"that  width." 

The  front  of  the  property  in  question  is  on  Market  street 
and  the  rear  of  the  property  will  be  on  DeGray  street. 

If  the  facts  are  as  stated  in  the  letter  of  the  District  Sur- 
veyor, that  the  contemplated  erection  in  the  rear  of  the 
building  now  erected  on  the  lot  is  an  extension  of  that 
building,  and  not  a  separate  building  to  front  on  DeGray 
street,  the  owner  cannot  be  compelled  to  recede  two  feet 
from  the  present  line  of  DeGray  street. 

The  opinion  of  1894  (p.  57)  referred  to,  is  not  exactly 
this  case,  as  Kelly  street  was  the  side  of  Mr.  Dooner's 
hotel.  DeGray  street  here  is  the  rear  of  the  property,  and 
may  be  a  front  also,  and  if  the  building  proposed  to  be 
erected  was  a  separate  structure,  it  would  be  necessary  to 
recede  the  two  feet  as  required  by  the  Act  of  1855. 

In  the  case  of  City  vs.  Newman,  13  W.  N.  C.  11, 
property  northwest  corner  Eleventh  and  Kace  streets, 
fronting  on  Race  street  and  running  back  to  a  court,  it 
was  held  that  the  owner  could  not  be  required  to  recede 
to  make  the  court  twenty  feet  wide,  and  that  is  was  not 
the  front  of  his  property  as  mentioned  in  the  Act  of  1855. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  under  the  facts  as  stated,  that 
the  owner  of  No.  1626  Market  street  is  not  required  by 
the  Act  of  1855  to  recede  two  feet  from  the  present  line 
of  DeGray  street.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  oth 
inst.,  in  which  you  state  that  the  Brush  Electric  Light 
Company  has  applied  for  a  permit  to  erect  a  line  of  poles 
and  wires  on  Naudain  street,  for  the  j)urpose  of  supplying 
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public  electric  lamps  under  tlieir  contract.  You  further 
state  that  this  is  a  part  of  the  same  territory  in  which  the 
Brush  Electric  Light  Company  was  authorized  to  operate 
under  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  21st  of  June, 
1882.      (Ordinances  of  1882,  page  189). 

You  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  is  obliged  to  issue  a  permit  to  the  Brush 
Electric  Light  Cotupany  to  erect  poles  and  wires  under  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  April  16,  188G,  (Ordinances 
of  '86,  page  189)  or  whether  under  the  ordinance  of 
•June  21,  1882,  the  permit  should  be  limited  to  under- 
ground work. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  the  ordinance  of  June  21, 
1882,  authorized  the  Brush  Electirc  Light  Company  to 
erect  poles  and  run  wire,  etc.,  provided  "that  the  said 
Brush  Electric  Light  Company  shall  place  its  wires  un- 
derground over  such  routes  as  may  be  authorized  by  Coun- 
cils when  the  underground  system  has  been  found  to  be 
effctive. ' ' 

The  ordinance  of  April  16,  1886,  under  which  applica- 
tion is  now  made  by  the  said  company  for  a  permit  to 
erect  poles,  provides  "that  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  permits  for 
the  erection  of  such  electric  light  poles  and  wires  as  may 
be  required  for  the  lighting  of   the  public  streets. ' ' 

It  is  settled  beyond  question  that  the  system  of  placing 
electric  wires  underground  has  been  found  to  be  effective. 
This  has  been  conceded  for  the  past  two  years  by  the 
Brush  and  other  electric  light  companies. 

The  ordinance  of  1886  authorized  the  Chief  of  the  Elec- 
trical Bureau  to  issue  permits  for  the  erection  of  such  poles 
and  wires  as  may  be  required  for  the  lighting  of  the  public 
streets.  If  it  is  practicable,  therefore,  to  lay  the  wires 
underground,  it  is  quite  evident  that  the  erection  of  poles 
for  the  stringing  of  wires  overhead  is  not  required. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  if   the  undrground 

system  of  laying  electric  wires  is  effective  in  the  territory 

embraced  in  the  contract  referred  to  of  the  Brush  Electric 

Light   Company,   the  permit  should  be  limited  to  under- 
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ground  work  as  required  by  tlie  ordinance  of  June  21,, 
1882.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  tlie  10th 
inst.,  (No.  662)  in  which  you  state  that  under  ordinance 
of  June  3,  1890,  (Ordinances,  page  273)  and  as  amended 
by  the  ordinance  of  November  24,  1894,  (Ordinances, 
page  429)  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  were  granted  per- 
mission to  place  poles  and  wires  on  School  lane,  from  (rer- 
mantown  avenue  to  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Rail- 
road. You  further  state  that  by  the  title  of  the  ordinance 
of  1890,  the  said  company  was  authorized  to  "extend 
their  poles  and  wires  in  Germantown,"  and  that  the  por- 
tion of  the  territory  referred  to  in  the  body  of  the  ordi- 
nance was  not  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  old  Borough 
of  Germantown. 

You  desire  my  opinion,  as  to  whether  under  this  ordi- 
nance, the  company's  rights  are  restricted  to  the  territory 
embraced  within  the  Borough  of  Germantown  as  it  existed 
prior  to  1854,  or  whether  the  grant  to  the  said  company 
extends  to  such  streets  as  are  specifically  set  forth  in  the 
body  of  the  ordinance. 

In  answer,  I  would  say,  that  the  ordinance  of  June  3, 
1890  (Ordinances,  page  273),  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
authorize   the  Bell  Telephone  Company   to  extend  their 

poles    and    wires    in    Germantown." provides, 

inter  alia,  in  Section  1,  "that  permission  be,  and  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  to  place  poles  and 
wires  from  the  present  terminus  of  their  lines  at  Chelten 
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avenue,  in  Germantown also,  "on  School  lane, 

from  Gerraantown  avenue  to  Philadelphia  and    Eeading 
Railroad." 

The  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  commonly  known  as  the 
"Consolidation  Act,"  provided,  inter  alia,  "that  upon  the 
organization  of  Councils,  etc.,  .  .  .  all  the  powers,  rights, 
privileges    and    immunities    possessed   and    enjoyed    by 

the  Borough  of   Germantown   shall   cease  and 

terminate." 

Under  this  Act,  the  Borough  of  Germantown  ceased  to 
exist,  and  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  word 
"Germantown"  as  used  in  the  title  of  the  said  ordinance, 
carries  with  it  no  restriction  as  to  the  territory  stated  in  the 
terms  of  the  ordinance,  and  that  the  grant  to  the  company 
is  confined  only  to  the  territory  specifically  set  forth  in  the 
body  of  the  ordinance. 

I  am  further  of  opinion  that  the  permit  granted  to  the 
said  company  in  com23liance  with  the  terms  of  the  ordin- 
ance, should  not  be  revoked.

Dear  Sir:  Your  favor  of  the  17th  inst. ,  in  reference  to 
the  approval  of  the  plans  for  bridges  of  the  Pennsylvania  k 
New  Jersey  Railroad  Company,  under  ordinance  of  Decem- 
ber 14,  1894,  in  which  you  desire  my  "opinion  as  to 
whether  your  Department  would  be  Justified  in  approving 
the  plans  under  authority  of  this  ordinance;   or  whether, 
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prioT  to  their  ap[)roval,  tlie  said  railroad  company  should 
enter  into  an  agreement,  satisfactory  to  this  Department, 
covering  the  liability  mentioned  in  the  second  section  of 
the  ordinance,"  is  at  hand,  and  in  answer  I  would  say  that 
in  the  said  second  section  thereof,  as  quoted  by  you,  it  is 
provided,  the  said  railroad  company  "shall  agree  to  keep 
the  said  railroad,  when  constructed,  in  good  order  and 
condition,  and  to  save  the  City  of  Philadelphia  harmless, 
so  far  as  the  city  may  be  liable,  from  any  respoasibility  or 
liabiliiy  whatever  that  may  grow  out  of  the  use  of  the 
said  railroad." 

While  there  is  nothing  in  the  said  ordinance  that 
-specifically  requires  the  said  company  to  file  an  agreement 
in  this  Department,  yet  the  ordinance  does  specifically  pro- 
vide that  the  said  company  '■^ shall  agree''''  to  do  certain 
things.  This  language  of  itself  might  be  considered  as  an 
agreemcDt  and  be  binding  upon  the  said  company;  but  I 
would  deem  it  a  better  precaution  (although  the  ordinance 
does  not  require  you  to  withhold  your  apj)roval  of  the 
plans  until  an  agreement  is  filed)  nevertheless  to  insist  upon 
the  same  being  done  before  your  approval  thereof. 

The  matter  is,  however,  as  you  have  no  doubt  already 
perceived  from  your  reading  of  the  ordinance,  one  largely 
within  your  own  discretion.

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  if  it  is  impracticable  and 
imjjossible  for  the  company  to  place  its  wires  underground 
in  time  to  comply  with  the  contract,  the  Chief  of  the  Elec- 
trical Bureau  would  be  authorized  to  issue  a  permit  for 
such  poles  and  wires  as  may  be  required  for  public  light- 
ing under  the  terms  of  the  contract.

(670)  of  the  18th  inst.,  in  which  you  state  that  on  April 
0,  1895,  Councils,  by  ordinance  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  locating  electric  lights  for  the  year 
1895,"  fixed  the  exact  location  of  certain  lights,  and  sub- 
sequently. Councils  passed  numerous  joint  resolutions, 
not  submitted  to  or  approved  by  the  Mayor,  changing  the 
location  of  the  electric  lights  fixed  by  the  aforesaid  ordin- 
ance of  April  5,  1895,  and  you  request  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  the  ordinance  approved  by  the  Mayor  can  be  sub- 
sequently amended  or  repealed'  by  a  joint  resolution  of 
Councils  not  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
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In  answer,  I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  May  23,  18Y4, 
Section  4,  provides,  inter  alia,  that  "every  legislative  act 
"of  the  Councils  shall  be  by  resolution  or  ordinance;  and 
"every  ordinance  or  resolution,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, "shall,  before  it  takes  effect,  be  presented,  duly  en- 
grossed "and  certified  to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval." 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  an  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils duly  certified  and  approved  as  above  required,  cannot 
be  subsequently  amended  or  appealed  by  a  resolution  of 
Councils,  not  approved  by  the  Mayor.

If  such 
he  has,  however,  he  will  not  be  debarred  from  making 
the  claim  against  the  estate  of  Thomas  Gannon  upon  the 
settlement  thereof  in  the  Orphans'  Court.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
tlie  SGtli  ult. ,  in  which  you  ask  mj  opinion  whether  the 
City  Morgue  is  under  the  control  of  the  Bureau  of  City  of 
Property,  Department  of  Public  Safety,  or  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Coroner  under  the  Act  of  June  12,  1S93,  P. 
L  ,  457. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  the  titles  of  the  City 
Morgue  is  vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  by 
ordinance  of  December  3,  1870,  Section  1,  Eule  1,  it  is 
provided,  inter  alia,  "The  Morgue  shall  be  in  charge  of 
the  Commisisoner  of  Markets  and  City  Property,  and  the 
Committee  of  Councils  on  City  Property." 

Under  the  Act  of   May  20,    1891,   P.  L.,  95,  and  by 

authority  of  the  ordinance  of  July  8,  1891,  the  Morgue 
formally  located  at  Beach  and  Noble  streets  was  sold,  and 
the  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  this  property  were 
appropriated  to  the  building  of  the  new  Morgue. 

Council  by  the  ordinance  of  June  24,  1893,  in  Section 
1,  provides,  "That  the  sum  of  thirty-three  thousand 
(33,000)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated, 
from  the  sum  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  Morgue  property, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  con- 
firming the  sale  of  the  said  Morgue  property,  approved 
December  31,  1892,  for  the  purchase  of  the  premises  1307 
and  1309  Wood  street  and  1310  and  1312  Carlton  street, 
and  the  erection  and  equipment  thereon  of  a  suitable  build  • 
ing  for  morgue  purposes."  Section  3  of  the  same  ordin- 
ance provides  that  "The  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bu- 
reau of  Cit  yProperty)  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  prepare  plans  and  specifications,  and  receive 
proposals  in  accordance  with  the  law,  and  enter  into  a 
contract  for  the  erection  of  said  building. ' ' 

The  Act  of  June  12,  1893,  P.  L.,  457,  in  Section  1, 
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IDrovides  that  "The  County  Commissioners  of  each  and 
every  county  in  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  authorized,  upon  presentment  of  two  successive 
grand  juries  of  the  county,  to  buy  or  rent  real  estate  and 

erect  and  maintain  a  moi'gue  thereon." Section 

3  provides  ' '  The  Coroner  of  any  county  in  which  a  morgue 
shall  be  established  shall  make  general  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  its  government  and  control,  and  shall  appoint  a 
suitable  person  or  persons  to  have  charge  of  the  same,  who 
shall  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Coroner,  and  he 
shall  receive  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners (or  salary  board  if  such  exists)  and  approved  by  a 
judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  said  county,  and 
payable  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the  county  as  the 
balance  of  court  officers  are  by  law  payable." 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  Act  of  June  12,  1893, 
repealed  any  existing  Act  of  Assembly  upon  the  subject, 
or  was  intended  to  apply  to  such  cities  wherein  a  morgue 
was  already  established,  and  the  title  to  the  City  Morgue 
being  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
control  of  the  said  Morgue  is  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  (Bureau  of  City  Property)  subject,  however,  to  the 
.rights  of  tlie  Coroner  as  set  forth  in  the  ordinance  of 
December  3,  1870.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  2d  instant,  in 
reference  to  the  warrant  in  favor  of  William  Eisenbrown 
for  three  months  salary  as  magistrate,  received.  You 
state  that  Magistrates  Eisenbrown  and  Lukens,  both  duly 
elected,  claim  to  hold  Court  No.  9.  You  request  that  I  in- 
form you  whether  under  the  circumstances,  the  warrant 
should  be  issued  to  Magistrate  Eisenbrown  for  the  three 
months  salary. 

As  William  Eisenbrown  is  a  duly  elected  Magistrate  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  he  is  entitled  to  receive  his  com- 
pensation as  such.  The  fact  that  he  claims  to  be  entitled 
to  hold  the  same  Court  held  by  Magistrate  Lukens  does 
not  affect  his  right  to  compensation.      I  would  advise  you, 
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therefore,   to  countersign  the  warrant  and  issue  the  same 
to  him.

•  Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  June  25,  '95,  was  duly 
received.      In  it  you  say: 

"Councils  in  the  appropriation  ordinance  approved  De- 
cember 28,  1894,  to  this  department,  made  an  appropria- 
tion to  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  under  Item  19,  as  follows: 

"For  the  removal  of  shoal  places  and  other  impediments 
as  now  interfere  with  the  navigation  of  large  vessels  to 
and  fro  from  the  Port  of  Philadelphia,  two  hundred  and 
twenty -five  thousand  (225,000)  dollars:  Provided,  That 
forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars  of  this  appropriation  shall 
be  expended  for  work  on  the  Schuylkill  river  from  Fifty- 
eighth  street  to  the  mouth  of  said  river. ' ' 

In"  order  to  carry  out  the  work  authorized  in  this  appro- 
priation, it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Department  to  appoint 
a  corps  of  engineers  and  inspectors,  etc.,  in  connection 
with  the  work. 

I  will  be  pleased  if  you  will  inform  me  whether  the  De- 
partment is  authorized  to  engage  the  necessary  corps 
which  are  actually  necessary  to  carry  out  this  work,  charg- 
ing the  pay  of  said  corps  to  the  item  of  the  appropriation. ' ' 

•It  is  a  well  settled  principle  that  all  authority  necessary 
to  carry  a  law  into  effect  is  meant  to  be  conferred  by  it, 
either  expressedly  or  by  implication.  Otherwise  the  act 
or  ordinance  might  be  rendered  nugatory. 
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In  the  present  case  it  was  tlie^  intention  of  Councils  that 
yoiii  Department  shonld  perform  the  work -of  removing 
the  shoal  places  and  other  impediments  interfering  with 
the  navigation  of  large  vessels  to  and  from  the  Port  of 
Philadelphia,  and  for  that  purpose  they  appropriated 
$225,000.00;  consequently,  whatever  is  necessary  to  be 
done  to  accomplish  it,  you  are  authorized  to  do.  An 
important  part  of  this  work  will  be  that  of  engineers  and 
inspectors.  If  you  have  not  in  the  employ  of  the  city 
such  engineers  and  inspectors  as  are  necessray  for  the 
purpose,  you  have  the  authority  by  implication,  to  ap- 
point such,  and  to  pay  them  out  of  the  said  appropriation 
of  $225,000.00.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  8th  instant,  in  reference 
to  the  fees  of  County  Officers,  received.  The  Supreme 
Court  recently  in  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Mann, 
merely  decided  that  no  portion  of  the  fees  of  office  of  the 
Prothonotary  belonged  to  the  State,  but  all  such  fees  of  the 
office  belonged  to  the  County.  This  was  the  only  question 
before  the  court.  However,  in  the  decision,  his  Honor, 
Judge  Dean,  referring  to  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  1876, 
stated  that  in  arriving  at  the  salary,  all  the  fees  paid  in, 
earned,  or  due  by  the  County  during' the  entire  term  of 
the  officer,  were  to  be  considered.  For  instance,  if  the 
fees  paid  in  or  earned  and  due  by  the  County  are  not 
sufficient  during  the  month  of  June  to  pay  the  salaries  of 
the  deputies  and  clerks  and  also  the  officer's,  any  surplus 
in  the  preceding  month  or  months  of  the  officer's  term 
should  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  paying  salaries. 
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Section  6  of  fhe  Act  of  Marcli  31,  1SY6,  also  permits  a 
deficiency  in  any  month  to  be  paid  out  of  an  excess  of 
subsequent  months.  This  view  was  adopted  by  the 
Judge  in  the  decision,  and  will  appear  in  the  certified  copy 
of  the  opinion  as  it  is  now  on  file.  You  will  notice  the 
words  of  the  section  are  "fees  received  and  paid  in  or 
earned  and  due  by  the  County,  etc."  I  refer  to  this  be- 
cause the  Prothonotary  informs  me  that  in  arriving  at  the 
fees  of  ;his  office  you  refuse  to  give  him  credit  for  the  fees 
charged  to  the  County  or  the  Sheriff,  He  is  entitled 
under  the  Act  to  credit  for  all  fees  paid  in  or  earned  and 
due  by  the  County. 

The  opinion  of  the  Court  is  reported  in  the  Weekly 
Notes  of  Cases,  of  Friday,  June  7,  '95,  page  297.  On 
page  303  you  will  see  the  correction.  The  Court  in  using 
the  expression  "fees  paid  in"  includes  therein  those  due 
by  the  County.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  relative  to  tlie  claim 
of  the  Philadelphia  k  Reading  Railroad  Company  for  $S8, 
for  the  detention  of  certain  canal  boats  at  Manajunk  Out- 
let Lock,  Schuylkill,  was  duly  received. 

Considering  the  decisions  in  the  cases  of  Philadelphia  vs. 
Collins,  68  Pa.  St.,  106,  and  Philadelphia  vs.  Gilmartin, 
71  Pa.  St.,  140,  I  thought  it  expedient  (as  stated  in  a 
former  communication)  before  answering  your  inquiry,  to 
investigate  the  system  employed  by  the  Navigation  Com- 
pany, from  the  time  the  right  to  do  so  was  first  granted  by 
the  Legislatuie  to  make,  by  artificial  means  the  said  river 
navigable.  This  in  my  opinion  is  necessary,  notwithstand- 
ing the  cases  above  cited  and  which  are  relied  upon  by  the 
Railroad  Company,  in  order  to  thereby  ascertain  the  duty 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  reference  to  the  maintenance 
of  a  certain  supply  of  water  at  the  Schuylkill  Dam  as  affect- 
ing the  navigability  of  that  liver.  This  becomes  all  the 
more  important,,  because,  as  appears  from  the  letter  of  Mr. 
Ogden,  dated  September  3,  1892,  that  ''the  daily  reports 
show  that  the  height  of  water  in  the  pool  taken  from  the 
gauge,  was  never  below  the  comb  of  the  old  dam,"  and 
that  ''the  Navigation  Company,  through  its  engineers, 
appears  to  claim  that  the  city  has  no  right  to  draw  the 
water  down  below  a  certain  point  fixed  by  themselves, 
which  is  very  much  higher  than  the  top  of  the  dam  men- 
tioned in  the  agreement  of  1824." 

The  amount,  as  stated,  is  not  large,  but  at  the  same 
time  the  principle  involved  is,  or  may  be  important  to  the 
city  as  bearing  upon  its  future  liability. 

The  question  will  again  be  presented  to  the  courts  in 
the  case  of  "The  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad  Com- 
pany, et  al.  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  C.  P.  2,  March  Term, 
'95 j  No.  717,"  which  case  is  now  pending,  and  during 
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the    pendency  of  which,   I  would  advise  you  to  withhold 
payment  of  this  claim.

My  Dear  Sir: — In  answer  to  your  favor  of  the  20th 
inst. ,  wherein  you  state  that  the  Franklin  Sugar  Refining 
Company  "in  securing  a  permit  to  open  the  street  in  front 
of  properties  Nos.  611  to  623  south  Front  street,  the 
company  paid  for  continuous  Nos.  611,  613,  615,  617, 
619,  621  and  623.  After  payment  it  was  discovered  that 
one  ferrule  supplied  both  Nos.  613  and  615.  As  they 
have  paid  for  seven  openings  and  need  and  will  make  but 
six,  a  refund  of  $6  is  asked  for  on  this  basis. 

My  reply  is,  that  the  Bullitt  charter  provides  that  "no 
money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  City  Treasury,  except  by 
due  process  of  law  or  upon  warrants  on  the  Treasurer 
signed  by  the  proper  department  and  countersigned  by  the 
Controller,  which  shall  state  the  consideration  and  the  par- 
ticular fund  or  appropriation  to  which  the  same  is  charge- 
able."  Hence,  I  do  not  see  any  way  in  which- the  money 
thus  voluntarily  overpaid  by  the  company  can  be  returned, 
except  by  an  ordinance  of  Councils.  The  claimants  in 
this  case  asked  for  seven  permits  and  paid  for  them,  when 
they  only  wanted  six.  I  see  no  other  way  to  extricate 
them  except  as  I  have  indicated.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  23d  inst.,  with  letter  of 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  enclosed,  in  reference 
to  laying  curves  by  tbe  Electric  Traction  Company  for  the 
purpose  of  making  circuits  at  various  points,  received.  It 
appears  that  the  Electric  Traction  Company,  under 
authority  of  the  Act  of  May  15,  1895,  propose  to  connect 
their  various  leased  lines.  You  desire  my  opinion  as  to 
whether,  in  additon  to  the  authoiity  conferred  bv  said  act, 
it  is  necessary  for  the  lailway  company  to  obtain  the  con- 
sent of  Councils. 
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Section  9  Art.  IT  of  the  Constitution  provides  that 
"No  street  passenger  railwaj^  shall  be  constructed  within 
the  limits  of  any  city,  boroagh  or  township  without  the 
consent  of  its  local  authorities. ' '  The  Act  of  Assembly, 
therefore,  does  not  give  all  the  authority  necessary.  Be- 
fore a  street  passenger  railway  can  be  constructed,  where 
the  tracks  to  be  laid  have  been  authorized  since  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Constitution  of  1874,  in  addition  to  the  legisla- 
tive authority,  the  consent  of  Councils  is  required.  If, 
therefore,  the  curves  proposed  to  be  laid  are  authorized 
only  by  the  Act  of  May  15,  1895,  the  consent  of  Councils 
is  necessary  before  any  work  can  be  done  in  laying  said 
rails.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  31st  ult. 
(724)  and  carefully  considered  its  contents. 

I  cannot  advise  you  that  the  American  Telegraph  and 
Telephone  Company  can  give  the  Bell  Telephone  Company 
the  right  to  lay  wires  in  the  conduits  whicii  tlie  former 
company  was  licensed  by  the  city  to  construct,  without 
express  authority  from  the  city  by  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  of  December  24,  1879,  granting  permis- 
sion to  the  Bell  Telephone  Company  to  run  and  maintain 
its  wires  "over  and  through  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,"  does  not  empower  that  company  to  con- 
struct conduits  underground,  or  to  acquire  a  right  in 
conduits  constructed  under  the  special  license  or  privilege 
to  another  company.  Even  the  ordinance  of  June  13, 
18S2,  requiring  that  all  poles  and  wires  should  be  removed 
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Lefore  January  1,  1885,  does  not  authorize  tlie  laying  of 
wires  in  streets,  without  application  to  Councils  for 
authority  so  to  do.

Dear  Sirs: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor,  in  which 
you  state  that  the  County  Commissioners  desire  to  remove 
from  one  of  the  city  vaults  the  ballot  boxes  used  in  the 
February  election  of  1894,  said  boxes  to  be  used  during 
the  next  election.  You  request  me  to  advise  you  as  to 
your  duties  in  the  matter  of  securing  the  ballot  boxes  from 
the  vaults  to  be  used  in  succeeding  elections,  and  whether 
or  not  you  have  the  power  to  destroy  the  tickets,  etc. 

In  answer  I  would  saj^,  that  the  Act  of  May  1,  1861, 
P.  L.,  577,  in  Section  11,  provides:  "That  the  Commis- 
sioners for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  provide  a  fire- 
proof room  or  vault  in  the  public  buildings  of  the  said 
city,  or  some  other  suitable  place,  at  which  the  judge  of 
the  elections,  after  the  closing  of  the  poles  and  the  require- 
ments of  the  law  have  been  complied  with,  shall  forthwith 
there  deliver  to  the  Mayor  and  Recorder  of  the  citv  of 
Phhiladelphia  the  said  ballot  boxes: " 

The  Act  of  January  30,  1874,  P.  L.  38,  in  Section  13 
provides:  "  Whenever  a  place  has  been  or  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  authorities  of  any  city,  county,  township 
or  borough  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  ballot  boxes,  the 
judge  and  the  minority  inspector  shall,  after  the  election 
shall  be  finished,  and  the  ballot  box  or  boxes  containing 
the  tickets,  list  of  voters  and  other  papers,  have  been  se- 
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the  jiidge  and  inspectors  affixed  thereto,  forthwith  deliver 
the  same  together  with  the  remaining  boxes  to  the  mayor 
and  recorder  of  such  city,  or  in  counties,  townships  or 
bo  roughs,  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  the  proper  county  may  designate,  at  the  place 
provided  as  a.foresaid,  who  shall  then  deposit  the  said 
boxes  and  keep  the  same  to  answer  the  call  of  any  court 
or  tribunal  authorized  to  try  the  merits  of  such  election. 
Whenever  the  election  officers  of  any  election  district  shall 
require  the  election  boxes  of  such  district,  to  hold  any 
election  which,  by  law,  they  are  or  shall  be  required  to 
hold,  they  shall  keep  the  same  securely  in  their  posses- 
sion without  opening,  until  the  morning  of  such  election, 
and  until  they  shall  severally  be  sworn  or  affirmed  not  to 
disclose  how  any  elector  shall  have  voted,  and  after  be- 
ing so  sworn  or  affirmed,  they  shall  open  the*said  boxes 
and  burn  and  totally  destroy  all  the  ballots  and  other  pa- 
pers which  they  shall  find  therein  before  proceeding  to 
hold  such  election." 

The  Act  of  May  29,  1883,  P.  L.,  48,  abolished  the 
office  of  recorder  of  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  the  keys 
to  the  vaults  was,  by  order  of  the  court,  delivered  to  the 
Prothonotary  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  under  the  above  Acts  of  Assembly, 
when  the  ballot  boxes  are  required  for  the  purposes  of 
holding  any  election,  they  should  be  delivered  by  the 
Prothonotary  to  the  County  Commissioners,  and  by  the 
County  Commissioners  to  the  election  officers  of  such  elec- 
tion district  requiring  the  ballot  boxes  for  the  purpose  of 
an  election,  and  that  such  officers  in  compliance  with  the 
Act  of  January  30,  1874,  shall  keep  said  boxes  in  their 
possession  without  oj)ening  until  the  morning  of  such  elec- 
tion, and  after  being  severally  sworn  or  affirmed  not  to 
disclose  how  any  elector  shall  have  voted,  shall  open  the 
boxes  and  burn  and  totally  destroy  all  the  ballots  and 
other  papers  which  they  shall  find  therein  before  proceed- 
ing to  hold  such  election.

Deak  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  lOtli  inst.,  enclosing  a 
copy  of  an  agreement  between  the  Electric  Traction  Com- 
pany and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  relative  to  the  oc- 
cupancy of  Fifth  street,  Wyoming  avenue,  and  the  Ken- 
sington and  Oxford  turnpike,  received.  You  request  that 
I  advise  you  ¥rhether  this  agreement  is  in  proper  form, 
and  whether  it  would  be  against  the  interest  of  the  city  to 
sign  it. 

The  agreement  refers  to  the  ordinance  approved  in  the 
month  of  May,  1894.  The  ordinance  of  June  28,  '9i 
(page  299),  grants  permission  to  the  said  Eailway  Company 
to  occupy  the  streets  mentioned  in  this  agreement.  I  do 
not  find  anything  in  that  ordinance  which  requires  the 
filing  of  such  an  ao^reement. 

The  ordinance  of  May  26,  1894:,  (page  224)  amending 
the  various  ordinances  granting  permission  to  the  passen- 
ger railway  companies,  refers  to  the  repaving  in  sul)urban 
and  rural  sections,  and  appears  to  apply  only  to  those  com- 
13anies  as  to  which  ordinances  had  at  that  time  been  passed, 
and  to  such  streets  or  avenues  upon  which  the  I'ails  were 
at  that  time  laid. 

The  agreement  which  you  send  me  is  not  in  the  form 
required  by  that  ordinance.  Will  you  kindly  refer  me  to 
any  ordinance  which  authorizes  such  an  agreement  ?  The 
form  of  the  agreement  is  objectionable  in  that  the  city 
unnecessarily  agrees  that  the  pavement  laid  by  the  com- 
pany in  pursuance  thereof  shall  not  be  considered  a  first 
or  original  paving,  and  the  city  further  agrees  that  the 
owners  of  the  several  properties  abutting  on  the  said  roads 
or  streets  shall  be  liable  and  responsible  for  the  second 
pavement.      It  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  city  by  an  agree- 
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ment  to  place  the  liability  for  the  paving  upon  the  abutting 
property  owners,  if  by  the  law,  they  are  not  responsible 
for  that  paving.  The  agreement  does  not  make  the  rail- 
road company  liable  for  the  cost  of  the  secord  paving  un- 
til after  it  has  been  determined  that  the  property  owners 
are  not  liable  therefor.  This  will  entail  upon  the  city  con- 
siderable litigation  before  the  railroad  company  could  be 
compelled  to  pay.  It  would  be  better  to  require  the  rail- 
road company  to  agree  to  pay  for  the  repaving  of  the 
street  without  such  contingencies,  or  if  it  be  advisable  to 
make  the  liability  of  the  company  depend  upon  the  liability 
of  the  property  owners,  then  in  place  of  the  following: 
"that  then,  and  in  such  event,  it  should  be  relieved  from 
any  such  charge  or  payment  by,  and  shall  be  indemnified 
against  the  same  by,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part, ' ' 
insert  "that  then  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
pay  the  cost  of  the  said  second  paving  or  repaving." 

I  would  not  advise,  therefore,  that  the  city  should  enter 
into  the  agreement  as  it  was  sent  to  me.

My  Dear  Sir: — After  reflection  upon  the  question 
raised  by  you  on  Friday  morning  last,  as  to  whether 
Councils  by  the  ordinance  approved  July  3,  1895,  (Jour- 
nal, page  183)  wherein  they  have  appropriated  certain 
moneys  to  certain  items  to  wit,  "to  item  32,  to  jDurchase 
fire  house.  Twenty-seventh  streets  below  Thompson  street, 
under  terms  of  lease,  $14,000.00;  to  item  33,  to  purchase 
property  for  fire  house,  Germantown  avenue  and  Venango 
street,  occupied  by  Engine  Company,  No.  30,  |11,000.00" 
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have  necessarily  tliereby]  autliorizecl  the  purchase  of  said 
properties,  I  am  of  opinion  that  they  have  not. 

This  ordinance  is  only  an  appropriation  of  money  to 
certain  items  to  be  used  for  a  certain  purpose,  when  that 
purpose  by  jjroper  legal  form  shall  have  been  carried  into 
effect.  Although  the  words  "to  purchase"  are  used,  yet 
they  are  merely  words  descriptive  of  the  object  for  which 
the  money  is  set  apart,  and  which  perhaps  were  intended 
to  mean,  and  would  have  more  accurately  expressed  the 
will  of  that  body  had  they  read  "for  the  purchase  of." 
Certain  it  is  that  they  cannot  be  construed  to  an  affirma- 
tive direction  "to  purchase,"  To  hold  that  it  was  the 
intention  of  Councils  to  authorize  a  purchase  would  be  to 
forcibly  imply  such  an  intent,  when  they  themselves  have 
omitted  to  specifically  so  express  it. 

There  is  only  an  appropriation  to  pay  when  purchase 
has  been  made,  but  with  no  authority  therein  to  make  that 
l^urchase.  It  can  quite  reasonably  be  conceived  that 
Councils  may  have  intended  sometime  thereafter  to  au- 
thorize this  purchase,  and  in  anticipation  thereof  have 
merely  for  the  present  set  aside  a  certain  sum  out  of  this 
loan  to  meet  such  an  event  when  it  occurred.  At  least, 
this  is  the  most  prudent  and  sensible  view  to  take  of  the 
situation.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  22d 
instant,  in  which  you  state  that  "Mr.  Eli  K.  Price,  Ex- 
ecutor, has  presented  an  application  to  the  Board  of  High- 
way Supervisors  for  permission  to  construct  a  vault  under 
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sidewalk  of  Nos.  809  and  811  Arch  street,  and  that  the 
plans  presented,  not  being  in  accordance  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Board,  were  not  approved.  Yon  further  state 
that  "the  owner  was  notified  as  to  what  changes  would  be 
required,  and  directed  to  so  modify  his  plans;"  that  "he 
failed  to  present  such  to  the  Board,  and  proceeded  to,  and 
has  constructed  the  vault  not  only  in  violation  of  the  plans 
set  forth  by  the  Board,  but  without  any  permit  for  the 
construction  of  the  vault." 

I  presume  that  you  desire  me  to  advise  you  as  to  the 
proper  action  in  the  matter.  In  answer,  I  would  say  that 
the  ordinance  of  14th  June,  1887,  provides  as  follows: 

AN  ORDINANCE 

Fixing  a  penalty  for  the    unauthorized    construction   of 
vaults  under  the  sidewalks  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  any  person  or  persons  who 
shall  dig  or  cause  to  be  dug  any  vault  or  vaults  under  any 
sidewalks  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  without  having  first 
obtained  the  proper  permit  from  the  Department  of  Public 
"Works,  Bureau  of  Highways,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  (100)  for  every  such  offense, 
and  shall  fill  up  said  vault  and  replace  the  said  footway  in 
proper  condition;  and  if  the  said  person  or  persons  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  so  fill  up  said  vault  or  vaults,  and  re- 
place the  footway  as  above  set  forth  within  ten  days  from 
the  date  of  notice  from  the  proper  department  so  to  do, 
then  in  that  case  the  said  department  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  have  said  work  done,  and  the  bill  for 
same  presented  for  payment  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
property  in  front  of  which  such  vault  was  constructed 
or  attempted  to  be  constructed;  and  in  case  of  the  neglect 
or  refusal  of  said  owner  or  owners  to  pay  said  bill  within 
thirty  days  from  the  presentation  thereof,  the  contractor 
who  did  the  work  shall  be  paid  out  of  an  item  for  emerg- 
encies in  the  annual  ajjpropriation  to  the  Department  of 
Pablic  Works,  Bureau  of  Highways,  and  the  bill  therefor 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City  Solicitor  to  collect  by 
lien  from  the  owner  or  owners    against  whom    the  work 
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sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  manner  that  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  ordinances  are  by  law  sued  for  and  recovered. 
All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed." 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  ordinance,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  proper  department  to  notify  the  owners  of  the 
property  as  required  by  the  terms  of  the  ordinance.

My  Dear  Mr.  Walton: — In  answer  of  yours  of  to- 
day citing  in  full  ordinance  of  November  26,  1894,  in 
which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  said  ordinance 
applies  "to  all  municipal  work  of  whatever  description," 
my  answer  is  that  said  ordinance  refers  only  to  such 
municipal  work  as  is  specified  therein,  which  is  "Public 
Buildings,"  stones  in  gutters  or  at  crossings,"  "school 
houses,"  "fire  houses,"  "and  such  other  buildings, 
together  with  curbing  or  crossing  stones  as  are  intended 
for  municipal  use."

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  tlie  receipt  of  a  resolution 
of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils,  passed  September  5, 
1895,  as  follows: 

KESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  tlie  City  Solicitor  for  an  opinion  as  to  the 
right  of  the  Mutual  Automatic  Telephone  Company  to 
sell  or  lease  the  privileges  given  to  them  by  ordinance. 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  respectfully 
requested  to  -give  his  opinion  to  these  Councils  as  to 
whether  the  Mutual  Automatic  Telephone  Company, 
under  the  ordinance  of  Councils  which  gives  them  priv- 
ilege of  constructing  their  line,  have  a  right  to  sell,  lease 
or  transfer  the  franchise  obtained  thereunder,  or  whether 
there  is  any  ordinance  or  law  which  will  prohibit  them, 
from  making  such  sale,  transfer  or  lease. 

The  ordinance  granting  permission  to  the  Mutual  Auto- 
matic Telephone  Company  to  construct  manholes,  etc., 
for  electrical  purposes  was  apj^roved  July  2,  1894,  This 
ordinance,  in  addition  to  giving  the  said  company  au- 
thority to  lay  and  maintain  an.  underground  conduit  sys- 
tem, also  empowers  it  "to  purchase,  sell,  lease,  hire  or 
operate  any  conduits  that  may  have  been  or  may  be  con- 
structed by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  any  individual 
firm  or  corporation  authorized  by  Councils  to  operate 
street  conduits  under  the  conditions  of  the  ordinance  of 
August  5,  1886."  There  is  nothing  in  the  said  ordi- 
nance permitting  the  said  company  to  sell,  lease  or  trans- 
fer the  franchises  granted  to  them  by  the  ordinance. 
Moreover,  the  ordinance  of  March  30,  1883,  Section  10^ 
is  as  follows: 
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If  any  underground  conduit  company  or  individual 
sliould  at  any  time  dispose  of  any  of  the  franchises  granted 
hy  any  ordinance  of  Councils,  or  consolidate  with  any 
other  company,  the  company  so  selling  or  consolidating 
sliall  forfeit  all  rights  and  ]n'ivileges  granted  by  such  ordin- 
ance, and  shall  be  liable  to,  and  shall  pay  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  a  ])enalty  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  sued  out  and  collected  by  the  City  Solicitor ;  the  com- 
pany or  individuals  buying  from  or  consolidating  with 
aforesaid  individual  or  companies  shall  be  liable  and  shall 
pay  to  the  City  of  Philadel})hia  the  sum  of  twenty-live 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  sued  out  and  collected  as  herein- 
before prescribed. ' ' 

Again,  Section  12  of  the  ordinance  of  August  5,  1886, 
provides : 

"Should  any  company,  corporation,  firm  or  individual 
to  which  privileges  have  heretofore  been  or  shall  hereafter 
be  granted  for  the  laying  of  underground  wires,  electrical 
conductors,  conduits,  cables  or  tubes  dispose  of  any  of  the 
franchises  granted  by  ordinance,  or  lease  to,  consolidate  or 
merge  with  any  other  company,  corporation,  firm  or  in- 
dividual, they  shall  forfeit  all  rights  and  privileges  granted 
to  them  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  upon  satisfactory 
proof  being  furnished  to  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Depart- 
ment and  the  City  Solicitor,  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  take  similar  actions  against  the  offending 
company,  corporation,  firm  or  individual  as  provided  for 
in  section  nine  of  this  ordinance." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  inasmuch  as  the  ordinance  of  July 
2,  1894:,  does  not  confer  upon  the  Mutual  Automatic 
Telephone  Company  the  authority  to  sell,  lease  or  transfer 
its  franchises,  that  the  said  company  is  bound  by  the  joro- 
visions  of  the  ordinance  of  March  30,  1883,  and  of  August 
5,  1886,  above  referred  to,  and  that  the  said  company, 
therefore,  has  no  right  to  sell,  lease  or  transfer  the  fran- 
chises which  is  obtained  under  the  ordinance  of  July  2, 
1891.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  2d  ult. ,  enclosing  a 
communication  from  George  S.  Webster,  Chief  Engineer, 
Bureau  of  Surveys;  also  agreement  of  Greorge  B.  Roberts, 
President  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  revision  of  grades  in  the  Twenty-fifth  and 
Thirty -third  "Wards,  as  required  by  ordinance  of  March 
30,  1895,  received. 

You  request  me  to  advise  you  whether  the  form  of  agree- 
ment is  satisfactory,  and  whether  it  meets  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  ordinance  of  March  30,  1895. 

The  ordinance  referred  to,  after  authorizing  the  change 
of  grade,  provides  that  "the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, the  Philadelphia  and  Bustleton  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  the  Connecting  Railroad  Company  first  enter 
into  an  agreement,  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor,  to 
dedicate  to  public  use  such  portions  of  Erie  avenue,  Tioga 
street,  Front  street,  "B"  street,  "D"  street,  "L"  street, 
and  "F"  street  and  Yenango  .  street,  between  Mascher 
and  "B"  streets,  which  pass  through  the  properties  of  said 
companies,  immediately  upon  the  confirmation  of  the 
plan. ' ' 

The  agreement  enclosed,  signed  by  Greorge  B.  Roberts, 
President,  being  in  the  form  of  a  letter  to  Greorge  S.  Webster, 
Chief  Engineer,  is  not  in  the  usual  form  and  does  not  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  ordinance.  The  proviso  in  the 
letter  or  agreement  should  be  stricken  out,  as  the  ordin- 
ance does  not  authorize  its  insertion.  The  question  of  ad- 
vantage that  may  accure  to  anybody  by  reason  of  the 
revision  of  lines  and  grades  is  a  matter  Entirely  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  jury  of  view,  and  can  only  be  settled 
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by  it.  The  ordinance  does  not  sanction  siicli  a  proviso  in 
the  agreement  to  be  filed.  *  The  agreement  as  required  by 
the  ordinance,  should  be  made  and  executed  by  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad,  the  Philadel23hia  and  Bustleton  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Connecting  Railroad  Company,  in  the 
form  and  manner  usual  for  corporations.  The  agreement 
which  you  submit  to  me  is  not  in  that  form.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in 
which  you  desire  my  opinion  as  to  the  liability  of  the 
*' Alpha  Association"  for  failure  to  procure  a  license  to 
engage  in  the  business  of  an  employment  agency,  or  intelli- 
gence office  under  the  Act  of  May  25,  1883. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  Sections  1  and  2  of  the 
said  Act  j^rovides  as  follows: 

"It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
keep  open,  or  to  establish  any  intelligence  or  employment 
office,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  or  obtainig,  for  money 
or  other  valuable  consideration,  any  work,  employment, 
or  occupancy  for  persons  seeking  the  same,  or  to  other- 
wise engage  in  the  business  for  procuring  employment  for 
others  for  money  or  other  valuable  consideration,  in  any 
city  of  the  first  class  in  this  Commonwealth,  without  first 
having  obtained  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  city  in  which 
such  office  is  situated  or  such  business  is  carried  on,  a 
license  so  to  do,  and  having  paid  therefor  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  said  city  in  which  such  office  is  situated  or  business 
carried  on  such  sum  of  money  as  is  hereafter  specified." 
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"Every  person  applying  for  a  license  under  this  act 
sliall  pay  to  the  City  Treasu^r,  as  aforesaid,  an  annual 
license  fee  of  fifty  dollars,  and  njDon  payment  of  sncli  sum 
of  money  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  certificate  signed  by 
the  said  City  Treasurer,  setting  forth  that  the  license  fee 
has  been  paid,  and  that  such  applicant  has  been  licensed 
to  pursue  the  business  of  an  employment  agent  for  the 
period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  said  certificate,  said 
license  fee  to  be  paid  to  the  said  City  Treasurer  the  first  day 
of  June  in  each  year;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person 
obtaining  said  certificate  or  license  to  keep  said  certificate 
or  license  publicly  exposed  to  view  in  the  ofiice  used  by 
him  for  carrying  on  said  business,  with  a  printed  schedule 
of  fees  to  be  charged  for  his  services." 

It  appears,  however,  from  the  enclosure  accompaning 
your  communication,  that  the  "Alpha  Association"  was 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  "in- 
dustrial and  financial  advancement  of  the  colored  people" 
who  are  members  of  the  association,  and  among  the 
features  of  the  organization  is  a  department  "which  aids 
members  to  procure  employment  free  of  charge,  wherever 
it  is  possible  for  colored  persons  to  obtain  a  position. ' ' 
These  privileges  are  only  accorded  the  members  of  the 
association,  and  appear  to  be  only  incidental  to  member- 
ship, no  fee  or  charge  being  made  to  assist  the  members  of 
the  association  in  procuring  employment,  nor  does  it  ap- 
pear that  the  association  is  making  a  business  of  procuring, 
for  money  or  other  valuable  consideration,  employment 
for  any  person  seeking  the  same. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion,  that  if  the  association  en- 
deavors to  procure  employment  for  its  members  without 
charge,  such  service  being  merely  incidental  to  member- 
ship, they  are  not  required  to  obtain  a  license  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May  25,  18 S3, 
above  referred  to.

Dear  Sir:— Your  favor  of  the  12th  inst.,  with  letter 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  rehative 
to  the  validity  of  the  bills  tendered  to  contractor  in  part 
payment  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  in  Twenty-fifth 
street,  from  Norris  to  Diamond  street,  received. 

The  Chief  Engineer  states  that  in  1894  John  F.  Pugh 
began  the  construction  of  a  sewer  in  Twenty-fifth  street, 
between  ISTorris  street  and  Diamond  street,  and  continued 
its  construction  until  he  reached  the  line  of  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows Cemetery  Company,  when  he  was  stopped  from  pro- 
ceeding by  an  injunction  issued  by  the  court.  That  since 
the  said  injunction  was  dissolved  the  work  was  continued 
and  completed  in  June,  1895.  Assessment  bills  for  this 
work  having  been  tendered  the  contractor,  he  refused  to 
accept  the  same,  claiming  that  the  work  in  front  of  some 
of  the  properties  had  been  completed  for  more  than  six 
months  and  the  right  of  lien  had  lapsed. 
The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  desires  to  know: 
First.  Whether  or  not,  the  bills  having  been  prepared 
in  accordance  with  Section  2  of  the  ordinance  of  May  12, 
1866,  they  should  be  assigned  to  the  contractor,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  -1  of  that  ordinance. 

Second.  Whether  the  time  for  filing  the  lien  does  not 
expire  six  months  after  the  completion  of  the  sewer  as  a 
whole. 

Section  4  of  the  ordinance  of  May  12,  1866,  makes  it  a 
condition  in  the  contract  that  the  contractor  shall  accept 
assessment  bills  when  prepared  under  Section  2  of  that 
ordinance,  and  that  he  shall  collect  the  same  at  his  own 
cost  without  any  recourse  to  the  city  in  any  event.  Bills 
for  this  sewer  having  been  prepared  in  acordancce  with 
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Section  2  of  the  ordinance  of  May  12,  1866,  the  contractor 
is  bound  to  receive  them,  and  they  should  be  assigned  to 
him  as  required  by  Section  4.  Whether  the  liens  are  good 
or  not  is  not  material,  as  the  contractor  is  bound  to  accept 
them  and  take  his  chances  of  their  validity. 

In  the  latter  clause  of  Section  1  Article  14,  of  the  Act 
of  June  1,  1885,  it  is  provided  as  follows:  "In  all  con- 
tracts for  improvements  the  cost  of  which  is  to  be  paid  by 
assessment  upon  the  property  abutting  or  benefited,  the 
city  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  claim  for  the  amount  to  be 
collected  from  such  assessments,  but  the  contractor  shall 
look  to  the  assessment  for  his  compensation." 

As  to  the  second  proposition,  the  six  months  allowed 
for  filing  the  lien  does  not  commence  to  run  until  after  the 
completion  of  the  sewer  as  a  whole.  When  a  sewer  is  re- 
quired by  ordinance  to  be  constructed,  it  is  one  entire 
improvement  so  far  as  it  extends  under  any  particular 
ordinance.  That  improvement  is  not  finished  until  the 
entire  work  is  completed. 

The  Act  of  April  16,  1815,  Section  2,  provides  as 
follows : 

"jN'o  debt,  charge  or  assessment  for  work  hereafter 
done,  or  material  furnished  by  or  under  the  authority  of 
the  Board  of  Health  or  any  municipal  corporation  shall  be 
a  lien  on  real  estate  for  more  than  six  months  from  the 
time  of  doing  such  work,  unless  a  claim  for  the  same  shall 
be  filed  in  the  ofiice  of  the  Prothonotary  of  the  proper 
court  within  the  time,  nor  snail  the  same  continue  a  lien 
longer  than  five  years  from  the  time  of  filing  the  claim,  un- 
less revived  by  scire  facias,  in  tbe  manner  provided  by  law 
in  the  case  of  mechanics'  claims." 

The  work  as  to  a  sewer,  is  not  done  until  the  sewer  is 
completed.  If  the  work  on  this  sewer  was  not  done  or 
finished  until  June,  1895,  the  time  for  filing  liens  therefor 
would  not  expire  until  six  months  from  that  date.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  tlie  13th  inst.,, 
asking  wlietlier  W.  P.  Cranmer,  Esq.,  District  Surveyor, 
in  furnisliing  the  survey  for  rebuilding  wall  at  No.  6  and 
8  Hudson  street,  shall  make  the  owner  recede  so  as  to 
make  Hudson  street  twenty  (20)  feet  wide,  as  contera])lated 
by  Act  of  1855,  I  would  say: 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1865,  provides,  in  Section  6, 
''No  new  dwelling  house  or  other  building  within  the  City 
of  Phdadelphia  shall  front  upon  any  street,  alley  or  court, 
which  shall  be  of  less  than  twenty  feet  without  being 
made  to  recede,  so  that  such  street,  alley  or  court  shall  be 
of  that  width,  the  building  on  each  side  equally  receding." 

The  facts  here  are,  that  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec- 
tion have  condemned  the  front  wall  on  Hudson  street  as 
dangerous,  and  ordered  it  taken  down.  The  front  wall 
is  therefore  all  that  will  be  renewed,  and  the  houses  are 
to  remain  as  heretofore.  Hudson  street  at  this  jDoint  is 
fourteen  feet  three-and-a-half  inches  wide,  which  would 
necessitate  a  recession  on  both  sides  of  two  feet  ten-and-a- 
half  inches  in  order  to  make  it  twenty  feet  wide.  The 
Act  itself  says,  "no  new  dwelling  house  or  other  building 
shall  front  on  a  street,  alley  or  court,  of  less  than  twenty 
feet  without  receding."  If  this  is  a  new  building  it  is 
clear  that  it  comes  within  its  express  terms  and  must 
recede.  This  section  of  the  Act  has  been  frequently  be- 
fore the  court  and  was  considered  in  Shultz  vs.  Doak,  1st 
Phila.,  151  (1860)  Perry's  court.  Leg.  Int.,  1873,  p.  116; 
City  vs.  Michener,  Leg.  Int.,  1870,  116,  and  in  these 
cases  was  enforced  and  the  houses  on  Doak  street,  Michener 
and  Perry's  court  were  compelled  to  recede,  but  in  all 
these  cases  the  buildings  were  new  throughout.  In 
Brice's  appeal,  however,  89  Penna.  St.,  p  85,  where  a 
back  building  of  a  house  was  raised,  two  of  its  walls  were

clianged  from  frame  to  brick,  and  a  number  of  alterations 
were  made  in  its  interioi',  so  far  as  to  fit  the  wliole  for  four 
clieap  tenement  bouses.  The  Supreme  Court  on  Febraary 
6,  1879,  held  that  these  alterations  constitute  a  new  build- 
ing within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  1855, 

In  the  case  we  are  considering,  the  owner  is  not  re- 
building voluntarily,  and  there  are  to  be  no  alterations  ex- 
cept rebuilding  a  front  wall,  condemned  by  the  Building 
Inspectors  as  dangerous.  Under  these  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances, this  certainly  could  not  be  claimed  to  be  a 
new  building,  but  simply  a  new  wall  in  an  old  building, 
although  all  cases  of  this  kind  ought  to  be  carefully 
scrutinized  in  order  to  see  that  the  wise  provision  of  the 
Act  of  1855  is  not  evaded 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion,  from  the  facts  and  plan  sub- 
mitted, that  Nos.  6  and  8  Hudson  street  should  not  be 
compelled  to  recede,  as^they  are  not  new  buildings  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

I  might  add,  in  this  connection,  that  City  vs.  Johnson,  2 
W.  N.  C,  p.  535,  which  describes  that  a  house  so  altered 
that  nothing  of  the  original  remains  except  the  party  walls 
and  front  foundation  wall,  is  a  new  erection  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act  fixing  the  line  on  Chestnut  street,  is 
to  the  same  effect  as  Brice's  appeal  upon  the  question  as 
to  what  alterations  constitutes  a  new  building,  but  it  and 
Times  Pub.  Co.  vs.  Ladomus,  11  Phila. ,  339,  are  both 
decided  under  the  Act  of  1870,  which  is  entirely  different 
from  the  ^Act  of  1855,  which  controls  the  question  on 
Hudson  street.

Dear  Sir: — To  yoar  inquiry  as  to  whether  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company  may  lay  its  wires  underground,  my 
answer  is  as  follows: 

On  July  31,  1895,  I  received  a  communication  from  A. 
M.  Bcitler,  Esq.,  requesting  my  advise  as  to  whether  the 
American  Telegraph  &  Telephone  Company  could  give 
the  Bell  Telephone  Company  the  right  to  lay  wires  in  the 
conduits  of  the  former  without  express  authority  from  the 
city  by  ordinance.  My  reply  to  that  communication  was, 
that  it  could  not. 

Your  present  letter  relates  to  the  authority  of  the  Bell 
Telephone  Company  to  place  its  wires  underground. 
Under  the  ordinance  of  December  24,  1879,  the  said  Bell 
Telephone  Company  was  "authorized  to  run  and  maintain 
its  wires  over  and  through  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

On  June  13,  1882,  an  ordinance  was  passed  directing 
that  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1885,  "all  poles  and 
wires  erected  for  telegraph,  telephone  or  electrical  light 
purposes"  should  "be  removed  from  the  streets  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia, ' '  and  prohibiting  the  erection  or  main- 
tenance of  poles  and  wires  in  streets  thereafter,  save  only 
in  excepted  cases. 

On  June  21,  1882,  an  ordinance  was  passed  "to  regu- 
late the  introduction  and  use  of  underground  conduits. ' ' 
Section  1  thereof  provides  that  all  "corporations  to 
whom  Select  and  Common  Councils  may  thereafter  grant 
the  privilege  and  permission  of  running  underground  con- 
duits, etc.,  shall  conform  to  the  requirements"  of  that 
ordinance.  Section  2  of  that  ordinance  prohibited  the 
breaking  of  any  streets,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
conduits,  etc.,  "unless  permission  of  Select  and  Common 
Councils  be  first  obtained."

There  is,  you  perceive,  no  expressed  authority  under 
the  ordinance  of  1879  granted  to  the  Bell  Telephone  Com- 
pany to  place  its  wires  underground,  unless  the  language 
"over  and  through  the  streets"  should  be  interpreted  so' as 
to  have  such  meaning. 

Councils  did  by  that  ordinance  grant  authority  to  the 
said  company  to  run  and  maintain  its  wires,  and  in  con- 
sequence thereof,  the  said  company  did  so  run  and  main- 
tain them. 

The  ordinance  of  June  13,  1882,  provided  that  by  the 
first  of  January,  1885,  all  these  wires  so  constructed  should 
be  removed,  but  without  any  provision  therein  as  to  what 
should  be  done  therewith. 

It  is  unreasonable  to  contemplate  that  Councils  intended 
to  have  removed  all  these  apparatus  which  had  been 
erected  under  authority  granted  by  them  by  a  prior  ordin- 
ance, without  having  in  mind,  although  unexpressed,  the 
thought  that  thirf  would,  produce  the  result  of  forcing  these 
wires  underground.  While  there  is  no  expressed  provision 
in  the  ordinance  of  1879  permitting  the  placing  of  the 
wires  underground,  neither  is  there  at  the  same  time,  any 
]3rohibition  thereof. 

As  stated  in  your  letter,  the  said  company  are  now  will- 
ing to  do  this  of  their  own  accord,  and  as  there  will  be  no 
expense  to  the  city  connected  therewith,  and  upon  the 
compliance  of  the  said  company  with  all  the  provisions  of 
the  various  ordinances  relating  thereto,  I  know  of  no 
reason  why  a  permission  so  to  do  should  not  be  granted  by 
you.  Certainly,  such  a  result  would  be  in  fullest  harmony 
with  the  same  public  demand  that  led  to  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance  of  1882,  and  such  disposal  of  these  wires  would 
improve  the  safety,  the  convenience,  and  the  appearance 
of  the  city.  In  fact,  it  is  alleged  that  the  accidental  break- 
ing of  a  trolley  wire  and  the  falling  of  it  across  a  telephone 
wire  would  transmit  through  the  latter  an  electric  current 
of  such  force  that  it  would  be  a  menace  to  the  lives  and 
properties  of  those  using  it.

Pear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  resolution  of  the 
Select  and  Common  Councils  of  September  5,  1895,  en- 
titled "Eesolution  relative  to  the  occupancy  of  Northwood 
Park  by  a  railway  company,"  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  The  City  of  Philadelphia  acting  under  the 
authority  of  the  law  enabling  it  to  take  land  for  park  pur- 
poses, did  acquire  a  certain  tract  of  land  known  as  "North- 
wood  Park,"  in  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  paying  as  damages 
under  a  mandamus  on  June  2,  1893,  twenty-four  thousand 
(24,000)  dollars,  therefore. 

And  whereas.  Councils  did  by  an  ordinance  of  June 
2,  1892,  and  in  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  the  line  ran 
through  the  park,  authorize  the  Philadelphia  and  Frank- 
ford  Railway  Company  to  lay  its  tracks  thereon,  rendering 
the  plot  nearly  useless  for  park  purposes;  therefore 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  re- 
port to  these  bodies  whether  in  his  opinion  City  Councils 
can  legally  give  a  right  of  way  to  a  railway  compan}^  over 
land  taken  by  law  for  park  purposes  only,  and  what  step, 
if  any,  can  be  taken  to  remedy  the  wrong." 

As  is  stated  above,  the  city  on  June  2,  1893,  paid 
824,000  for  the  tract  of  land  known  as  "Northwood  Park," 
in  the  Twenty-third  Ward.  The  jury  filed  a  report  award- 
ing 825,800.  This  report  was  filed  May  24,  1890,  and 
the  city  appealed  therefrom  to  the  court  of  common  pleas. 
A  settlement  was  subsequently  made  Upon  the  owners 
remitting  81,800  of  the  reward,  together  with  three  years 
interest.  The  jury  in  this  case  M^as  appointed  to  assess 
the  value  of  this  property,  for  the  reason  that  on  March 
12,  1889,  this  tract  of  land  was  appropriated  by  ordinance 
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for  the  purposes  of  a  park,  having  been  previously  bj 
ordinance  of  July  2,  1888,  placed  upon  the  city  plan  as  a 
park. 

By  ordinance  of  June  2,  1892,  permission  was  given  to 
the  Philadelphia  and  Frankford  Railroad  Company  to  con- 
struct a  railroad  between  Frankford  and  Crescentville  Sta- 
tion on  the  Philadelphia,  Newtown  and  ISTew  York  Rail- 
road. The  second  section  of  that  ordinance  recites  that 
the  route  of  the  said  railroad  shall  be  substantially  the  same 
as  that  shown  on  the  map  and  plans  then  presented,  and 
which  plan  was  required  to  be  filed  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Works.  The  charter  of  the  said  railroad  company 
authorized  the  construction  of  a  railroad  between  the 
points  named,  and  in  order  to  permit  the  said  company  to 
exercise  such  authority,  the  consent  of  Councils  was  given 
by  the  said  ordinance  of  June  2,  1892. 

Your  resolution  requests  my  opinion  as  to  whether  "City 
Councils  can  legally  give  a  right  of  way  to  a  railway  com- 
pany over  land  taken  by  law  for  park  purposes  only,  and 
what  steps,  if  any,  can  be  taken  to  remedy  the  wrong, ' ' 

It  is  a  settled  principle  of  law,  that  property  taken  by 
right  of  eminent  domain  for  one  public  use,  cannot  be 
taken  by  like  right  for  another  public  use,  unless  the  au- 
thority to  do  so  is  expressly  given  by  Act  of  Legislature, 
or  unless  the  taking  thereof  is  absolutely  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  franchise  given,  or  unless  the  second  taking  does 
not  interfere  with  the  first.  Whether  this  railway  com- 
pany could  construct  its  railroad  through  a  portion  of 
Northwood  park,  is  a  question  that  should  properly  have 
been  raised  prior  to  its  construction.  The  railroad  com- 
pany did  not  get  authority  to  construct  this  railroad  by 
the  ordinance  of  the  City  Councils.  Such  authority,  if  it 
possessed  it  at  all,  was  given  to  it  by  the  Act  of  Assembly 
and  its  charter  of  incorporation.  Only  permission  for  the 
exorcise  for  an  authority  already  vested  in  the  corporation 
by  its  charter,  was  granted  by  the  ordinance.  If,  there- 
fore, under  the  law  creating  it,  the  railroad  company 
could  not  condemn  a  portion  of  Northwood  Park  for  the 
construction  of  its  road,  such  authority  could  not  be  given 
by  ordinance.      Moreover,  the  ordinance  when  passed  by 
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Councils,  having  had  attached  to  it  a  map  showing  the 
proposed  line  of  the  road,  thereby  gave  notice  of  tiie  prop  • 
erty  through  which  it  would  pass,  and  that  fact  would 
esstop  the  city  from  thereafter  interfering  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  railroad.  Now,  it  is  too  late,  however,  to  raise 
any  question  as  to  the  right  of  the  railroad  company  to 
construct  the  road  through  the  said  park.  It  is  much  to 
be  regi'ctted,  after  the  Councils  under  legal  proceedings 
had  selected  this  land  for  an  open  public  place  for  the  use 
and  enjoyment  of  the  citizens,  that  a  railroad  should  be 
constructed  through  it  in  such  a  way  as  thereby,  in  the 
language  of  your  resolution,  to  render  "the  plot  nearly 
useless  for  park  purposes. ' ' 

The  only  remedy  the  city  now  has,  is  to  require  the 
railroad  company  to  make  just  compensation  for  any  dam- 
age done  to  the  property  of  the  city   by  reason    of    the 
taking  of  the  land  and  the  construction  of  the  railroad.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  21st  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  approj^riation  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education  out 
of  the  loan  authorized  by  ordinance  approved  June  IS, 
1895,  received. 

You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether  you  are  authorized 
to  countersign  warrants  for  heating,  curbing  and  paving 
in  connection  with  the  proposed  new  school  houses  situated 
at  sundry  points  in  the  city,  and  which  work  is  necessary 
for  their  completion. 
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Tlie  ordinance  making  tlie  appropriation  approved  Julj 
3,  1895,  so  far  as  tliis  item  is  concerned,  is  as  follows: 
"To  the  Board  of  Public^  Education,  to  Item  63  (new). 
For  purchase  of  lots  and  erection  of  buildings,  $140,000." 

This  item  appropriates  $140,000  for  the  purchase  of 
lots  and  the  erection  of  buildings  for  school  purposes. 

You  inform  me  that  it  is  the  usual  custom  in  preparing 
specifications  for  school  buildings,  to  include  heating, 
curbing  and  paving,  but  that  in  some  cases  recently,  these 
matters  have  been  omitted  from  the  specifications  owing  to 
their  being  a  lack  of  funds  to  do  that  work.  A  building 
ordinarily,  is  not  complete  without  the  necessary  heating 
apparatus,  and  curbing  and  paving.  Whatever  forms  a 
portion  of  the  building  and  is  necessary  to  complete  it  for 
the  use  for  which  it  is  intended,  is  included  in  the  erection 
thereof,  and  if  you  are  satisfied  that  the  heating,  curbing 
and  paving  referred  to  by  you,  are  necessary  to  the  com- 
pletion of  the  buildings,  you  are  authorized  to  countersign 
warrants  for  such  work  and  pay  the  same  out  of  item  63, 
as  mentioned  in  the  ordinance  of  July  3,  1895.

Dear  Sir: — On  the  17th  inst.  I  wrote  to  you  in  answer 
to  yours  of  the  12th  inst.,  relative  to  the  validity  of  bills 
for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  on  Twenty-fifth  street, 
from  Norris  to  Diamond  street.  Since  then  I  have  received 
a  communication  from  John  M.  Ridings,  Esq.,  attorney 
for  the  contractor,  in  which  he  states  that  his  client,  John 
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F.  Pugh,  ill  1894,  commeuced  the  construction  of  a  sewer 
on  Twenty-iiftli  street,  from  Norris  to  Diamond  street, 
under  an  order  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and 
tliat  when  he  reached  tl  e  Odd  Fellows  Cemetery  he  was 
stopped  because  the  street  had  not  yet  been  opened  through 
the  land  of  the  cemetery.  He  contends  that  the  delay 
was  caused  by  the  city,  and  that  he  was  unable  to  com- 
plete the  sewer  until  June,  1895.  The  portion  of  the 
sewer  south  of  the  cemetery  was  finished  about  a  year  ago. 
That  some  of  the  properties  on  Twenty -fifth  street  in  front 
of  that  part  of  the  sewer  had  been  sold  and  are  now  owned 
by  innocent  purchasers  who  bought  more  than  six  months 
after  the  work  on  the  sewer  at  that  point  was  finished. 
He  is  afraid  to  advise  his  client  to  accept  the  bills,  believ- 
ing that  they  are  uncollectible,  not  having  been  filed  within 
six  months  after  the  work  was  done. 

As  we  wrote  to  you,  we  believe  these  bills  are  good, 
and  the  six  months  commence  to  run  after  the  entire 
sewer  is  completed. 

Mr.  Ridings  suggests  that  as  there  is  some  doubt  as  to 
the  bills  being  collectible,  that  he  be  permitted  to  receive 
them  without  prejudice,  and  that  the  position  of  the  con- 
tractor remain  the  same  as  if  he  had  refused  to  take  the 
bills.  Under  the  circumstances,  I  would  advise  you  that 
some  such  arrangement  be  entered  into  with  the  contractor 
and  his  attorney,  as  in  that  way  the  city  may  be  saved  at 
least,  the  trouble  of  a  law  suit  and  probably  the  cost  of 
the  construction  of  the  sewer.  If  the  contractor  refuses 
to  take  the  bills  and  the  city  does  not  file  the  claims,  the 
liens  will  be  lost.  Then,  if  the  contractor  sues  the  city 
and  it  is  determined  that  the  liens  were  uncollectible,  the 
city  may  be  compelled  to  pay  the  money.  If  an  arrange- 
ment be  made  with  the  contractor,  he  will  file  the  liens, 
and,  as  we  think,  will  be  able  to  collect  them,  and  in  that 
event,  the  city  will  be  saved  from  any  possibility  of  loss. 

I  would  suggest  delivering  the  bills,  dated  when  the 
sewer  was  completed,  the  bills  being  in  the  name  of  the 
owners  at  the  time  of  the  completion  of  the  work,  and  a 
receipt  taken  from  Mr.  Ridings  in  the  following  form : 

"Received  of  Thomas  S.  Thompson,  Esq.,  Director  of 
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the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  tlie  Citj  of  Philaclel- 
pliia,  assessment  bills  for  the  construction  of  sewer  on 
Twenty-fifth  street,  from  ISTorris  street  to  Diamond  street 
as  follows: with  the  understanding  that  the  con- 
tractor by  accepting  the  said  bills,  shall  not  be  prejudiced 
in  any  claim  he  may  have  against  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
if  the  said  bills  should  be  determined  to  be  invalid.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  recent  date  with  enclosure, 
relative  to  the  ' '  dumping  of  dirt  and  refuse  matter  into  the 
Schuylkill  river  by  the  Pencoyd  Iron  Company,"  was 
duly  received.  In  concluding  your  letter,  you  sa,j:  "I 
respectfully  refer  the  matter  to  you,  to  ascertain  if  there  is 
any  law  to  prevent  the  dumping  of  this  material  into  the 
river;  and  also  for  you  to  take  such  action  in  the  premises 
as  you  may  deem  necessary." 

On  January  23  of  the  current  year,  this  Department  sent 
a  communication  to  Mr.  James  H.  Windrim,  your  pre- 
decessor in  office,  in  answer  to  a  letter  from  him  upon  this 
subject,  wherein  it  was  stated  that:  "If  it  is  true  that  the 
property  of  the  Pencoyd  lion  Company  is  being  extended 
"into  the  River  Schuylkill  by  the  dumping  of  ashes  on  its 
"banks,  and  that  in  consequence,  the  deposits  or  a  portion 
"of  them,  are  being  carried  into  the  pool  at  Fairmount,  to 
"the  injury  of  the  city,  the  company  may  and  should  be 
"restrained  from  doing  so.      This  can'be  accomplished  by 
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"applying  to  the  courts  for  an  injunction  against  tlic  com- 
"pany  at  the  instance  of  the  city,  or  by  an  information 
"directed  to  tlie  Attorney  General  for  the  impairment  of 
"the  public  right  in  and  to  the  Schuylkill  river,  caused  by 
"the  company  extending  its  property  into  tlie  river,  I 
"would  advise  you  to  notify  the  company  to  discontinue 
"the  acts  above  complained  of,  and  at  the  same  time,  give 
"notice  that  they  will  be  held  liable  for  any  damage  that 
"has  or  may  accrue  by  reason  of  their  wrongful  acts.  If 
"the  action  complained  of  is  persisted  in  after  such  notice, 
"advise  me  of  the  fact  and  I  will  take  the  necessary  steps 
"to  prevent  them  from  doing  so." 

Until  the  receipt  of  your  letter  there  was  no  further 
communication  between  the  Departments  on  the  subject. 
I  presume  Mr.  Windrim  notified  the  company  to  stop 
dumping  dirt  into  the  river,  as  he  was  advised  to  do. 
Being  uncertain,  however,  as  to  the  action  of  Mr.  Win- 
drim, I  have  notified  the  company  to  discontinue  the  acts 
complained  of,  or  that  proceedings  will  be  instituted  to 
compel  them  to  do  so,  and  shall  wait  a  reasonable  time  to 
hear  from  them,  in  default  of  which  I  shall  commence  pro- 
ceedings by  bill  to  restrain  them,  and  will  also  direct  an 
information  to  the  Attorney  General,  in  order  that  his  aid 
may  be  elected.  In  the  meantime,  kindly  ascertain  whethr 
the  acts  complained  of  are  being  continued,  and  if  so, 
keep  a  record  of  the  same.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  3d  inst.,  in  reference  to 
the  liability  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading     Eailroad 
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Company  to  repair  tlie  iron  foot  bridge  on  the  line  of  Hun- 
tingdon street,  constructed  under  tlie  ordinance  of  June  26, 
1891,  received. 

It  appears  from  your  communication  of  the  19tli  inst. , 
that  the  agreement  referred  to  has  not  been  entered  into  by 
the  Raiboad  Company  ^with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works, 

You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether  ,  under  the  ordin- 
ance, the  Railroad  Company  can  be  required  to  keep  the 
bridge  in  order. 

The  Ordinance,  as  far  as  it  refers  to  this  matter,  is  as 
follows:  "Provided  that  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Raih'oad  Company  shall  first  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  construct,  at  their  own 
expease,  an  iron  foot  bridge  ten  feet  wide  on  the  line  of 
Huntingdon  street,  to  carry  pedestrians  over  the  line  and 
yard  of  the  said  company.  The  plans  and  details  of  the 
said  bridge  shall  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works." 

This  agi'eement  was  acquired  in  consideration  of  the  city 
striking  from  the  city  plan,  Huntingdon  street  between 
Thirteenth  and  Broad,  streets,  in  the  Twenty-eighth  Ward, 
and  was  evidently  intended  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a 
way  for  pedestrians  as  a  substitute  for  Huntingdon  street. 
The  ordinance  only  requires  the  RaiU'oad  Company  to 
agree  to  construct  such  a  foot  bridge.  It  does  not  say 
anything  about  repairing  it.  The  Company  in  construct- 
ing the  bridge  has  complied  with  the  letter  of  the  agree- 
ment. If  the  bridge  belonged  to  the  Railroad  Company, 
then  it  would  be  its  duty  to  maintain  and  keep  it  in  repair, 
but  as  the  bridge  is  evidently  in  the  nature  of  a  highway, 
the  repairing  of  it,  as  of  any  other  highway,  in  the  absence 
of  any  obhgation  on  the  part  of  the  Railroad  Company, 
must  be  done  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  19th  inst. ,  in  reference 
to  the  power  of  attorney  from  Joseph  McParland  to 
William  Kellej  to  colled;  any  warrant  due  or  to  become 
dne  to  Joseph  McParland,  for  repairs  to  Cohocsink  sewer, 
received. 

You  request  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  City  Con- 
troller is  required  to  take  cognizance  of  notice  of  a  power 
of  attorney.  You  refer  me  to  the  ordinance  of  December 
21,  ISTS,  Section  1,  (Ord.  p.  239). 

On  September  26th  you  called  my  attention  to  the 
opinion  of  Charles  F.  Warwick,  Esq.,  to  Mr.  Henry  W. 
Halliwell,  dated  Kovember  14,  1888.  The  opinion  re- 
ferred to  is  in  connection  with  the  distribution  among  the 
creditors  of  Mr.  Brunei,  of  the  balance  of  money  due  for 
the  erection  of  a  school  house,  wherein  Mr.  Warwick 
advised  against  such  a  distribution.  It  is  not  the  case  of 
a  power  of  attorney  given  by  a  contractor.  It  is  entirely 
optional  with  you  to  recognize  the  power  of  attorney,  or 
notice  of  such  power,  as  it  is  also  within  your  discretion 
to  countersign  any  warrant,  or  to  deliver  it.  The  courts 
cannot  control  you  in  this  discretion.  While  you  might 
refuse  to  recognize  a  power  of  attorney,  or  notice  of  it, 
you  cannot,  after  receiving  such  a  notice,  pay  the  con- 
tractor. In  this  particular  case,  after  you  have  been  noti- 
fied by  William  Kelley  that  he  has  a  power  of  attorney  to 
collect  any  warrant  for  money  due  Joseph  McParland  for 
repairs  to  Cohocsink  sewer,  you  would  not  be  justified  in 
delivering  the  warrant  to  Joseph  McParland.  I  assume 
that  the  power  of  attorney  held  by  William  Kelley  is  an 
assignment  of  all  that  is  due  the  contractor,  or  an  authoritv 
to  collect  all  that  is  due  him.  Unless  the  ordinance  of 
December  21,  1878,  Section  1,  is  complied  with,  you  are 
right  in  refusino:  to  countersign  or  deliver  the  warrant. 
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In  tlie  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Lockhart,  73  Pa,,  211, 
a  power  of  attorney  was  given  bj  Lockhart  to  Pyle  & 
Hansel.  Mr.  Lockhart  was  the  contractor  for  the  erection 
of  a  school  house.  Notice  of  this  power  of  attorney  was 
giyen  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education.  Notwithstnding 
that,  they  paid  the  money  to  Mr.  Lockhart.  Suit  was 
brought  by  Pyle  &  Hansel,  in  the  name  of  Lockhart,  to 
their  use,  and  they  recovered  judgment  against  the  city 
for  the  amount  due  to  Lockhart  at  the  time  the  notice  of 
the  power  of  attorney  was  given  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Education.  The  city  was  compelled  to  pay  the  amount 
twice.  It  would  be  the  same  in  this  case.  If,  after  you 
received  notice  of  a  power  of  attorney  you  paid  the  money 
to  Joseph  McParland,  William  Kelley  could  sue  the  city 
in  the  name  of  McParland,  to  his  use,  and  recover  from 
the  city  whatever  sum  he  is  entitled  to  receive  from 
Joseph  McParland,  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  due  by 
the  city  to  Mr.  McParland.  It  is  entirely  within  your 
discretion  whether  you  shall  recognize  the  power  of  attor- 
ney, or  notice  of  it,  but  if  you  refuse  to  recognize  it  after 
you  are  convinced  that  it  is  a  true  power  of  attorney, 
you  cannot  pay  the  money  to  the  contractor.

streets.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  re- 
questing my  opinion  as  to  the  jDower  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  to  expend  the  $500,000  appropriated  to  the 
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Bureau  of  Highways  for  repaying  with  improved  pave- 
ments, streets  not  occupied  by  passenger  railway  tracks. 

As  the  Mayor's  veto  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils  select- 
ing the  streets  upon  which  this  appropriation  was  to  be 
expended  has  been  sustained  by  the  failure  of  Councils  to 
act  thereon  within  five  days,  as  required  by  the  Act  of 
May  23,  1874,  (Sect.  4,  P.'L.,  232)  there  is  at  present  in 
force,  only  the  ordinance  making  the  appropriation.  That 
ordinance  simply  appropriated  the  sum  of  $500,000  for 
the  purpose  of  repaving,  with  improved  pavements,  the 
streets  not  occupied  by  passenger  railway  tracks.  It 
necessarily  and  by  implication,  leaves  to  the  executive 
officer,  namely,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  the  selection  of  the  streets  and  the  expenditure  of 
the  money. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  you  have  the  power  to  ex- 
pend the  amount  of  the  appropriation,  namely,  $500,000, 
for  the  purposes  named  in  the  item,  according  to  your  j  adg- 
ment  and  discretion.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  11th  inst. ,  enclosing  the  following  report  from  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  and  requesting  my  opinion 
upon  the  facts  therein  stated:

Dear  Sir: — The  property  No.  116  Chestnut  street, 
recently  destroyed  by  fire,    is  about  to  be  rebuilt,  and  in 
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doing  so,  all  tlie  rear  and  party  walls  will  have  to  be  re- 
moved and  rebuilt.  The  front  wall,  facing  on  Chestnut 
street,  which  was  six  stories  in  height,  is  in  good  condition 
as  far  up  as  the  fifth  floor,  the  lifth  and  sixth  stories  of 
this  front  wall  have  already  been  destroyed. 

I  would  like  to  have  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor 
as  to  whether  the  building  under  the  al)ove  mentioned  cir- 
cumstances will  have  to  recede  to  the  new  line  as  per  ord. 
of  March  31,  1884. 

The  building  with  the"  exception  of  these  four  stories  of 
old  front  wall  will  be  an  absolutely  new  one. 

The  owners  are  anxious  to  proceed  at  once,  and  an  early 
reply  will  oblige.

The  ordinance  approved  the  31st  of  March,  1884,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  widening  of  Chest- 
nut street  on  city  plan, "provides  as  follows: 

Section  1.  "  TAe  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Departmeat  of 
Surveys  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  revise  the  city 
plan,  so  as  to  make  Chestnut  street  from  the  Delaware- 
river  to  .the  Schuylkill  river  of  the  width  of  sixty  feet, 
widening  equally  on  both  sides  from  the  old  centre  line. 

Sect.  2.  After  the  confirmation  and  establishment  of 
said  lines,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  owner  or  builder 
to  erect  any  new  building,  or  rebuild  or  alter  the  front  of 
any  building  now  erected,  without  making  it  recede  so  as 
to  conform  to  the  lines  establislied  for  the  width  of  sixty 
feet." 

The  Department  of  Surveys  after  the  passage  of  said 
ordinance  did  revise  the  city  plan 'so  as  to  make  Chestnut 
street  from  the  Delaware  river  to  the  Schuylkill  river  of 
the  width  of  sixty  feet,  widening  equally  on  both  sides 
from  the  old  centre  line,  the  north  line  on  the  revised  plans 
being  placed  five  feet  north  of  the  old  line,  and  the  plan 
so  revised  was  absolutely  confirmed  on  the  2d  day  of 
March,  1885. 
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Under  the  second  section  of  tlie  ordinance  the  qu(3stion 
turns  upon  the  words  ''new  building."  If  it  is  a  new 
building  it  must  certainly  recede  in  order  to  make  Chest- 
nut street  of  the  width  of  sixty  feet  contemplated  by  the 
ordinance,  as  well  as  by  the  Act  of  April  28,  1870,  P.  L., 
1291,  which  provides  "that  the  south  line  of  Chestnut 
street,  between  the  rivers  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  shall  be 
at  the  distance  of  539  feet  southward  of  the  south  side  of 
Market  street;  Provided,  That  this  Act  shall  not  interfere 
with  any  buildings  now  erected  on  the  south  side  of  Chest- 
nut street." 

The  facts  hero  are  stated  that  No.  110  Chestnut  street 
was  destroyed  by  lire,  and  all  that  remains  is  the  four 
stories  of  the  front  wall  on  Chestnut  street.  Every  part 
of  the  building,  except  this  front  wall,  will  have  to  be 
renewed. 

As  Judge  Lourie  said  in  Armstrong  vs.  Ware,  3  Harris, 
520,  ""When  the  structure  of  a  building  is  so  completely 
changed  that  in  common  parlance  it  may  be  properly 
called  a  new  building  or  a  rebuildinsf,  it  comes  within  the 
law." 

Here,  everything  is  changed  except  the  front  wall,  so  it 
is  perfectly  clear  to  me  that  it  is  a  "new  building"  within 
the  meaning  of  the  ordinance,  and  that  it  must  be  made  to 
recede  so  that  Chestnut  street  shall  be  of  the  width  of  sixty 
feet,  as  provided  by  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the    15th    inst. ,    in   reference    to   the    temporary   loan   of 
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$1,200,000.00.  Yoa  state  that  by  ordinance  approved 
May  21,  1895,  Councils  authorized  the  City  Treasurer, 
under  tlie  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
borrow  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
$1,200,000.00  as  a  temporary  loan,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  to  exceed  4  per  cent,  per  annum ;  that  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners  at  a  regular  stated  meeting  agreed  to 
take  tlie  entire  loan  at  the  rate  of  interest  mentioned,  the 
said  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commis- 
sioners to  the  City  Treasurer  when  notified  that  he  required 
it;  that  the  City  Treasurer  is  also  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Sinking  Fund.  You  also  state  that  it  was  deemed  inad- 
visable to  disturb  the  money  thus  offered  by  the  Sinking 
Fund,  as  it  was  bearing  2  per  cent,  interest  in  the  various 
depositories,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  sum  should  remain 
and  be  considered  as  an  available  cash  asset  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  City. 

You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  such  money 
in  the  hands  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  which 
was  held  subject  to  call,  was  an  available  asset  of  the  city. 

The  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  are  the  representatives 
or  trustees  of  the  bondholders  of  the  city,  and  the  money 
and  assets  in  their  possession,  while  paid  to  them  by  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  in  accordance  with  law,  are  held  for 
the  redemption  of  the  various  bonds  issued  by  the  city. 
Until  the  bonds  become  due,  the  Commissionsrs  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  have  power  to  invest  their  money  in  such 
securities  as  are  authorized  by  law.  Among  the  securities 
in  which  they  can  invest  are  certificates  of  indebtedness  of 
the  city  itself.  The  said  temporary  loan  of  $1,200,000.00 
authorized  by  ordinance  of  May  21,  1895,  was,  as  you 
state,  agreed  to  be  taken  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund.  This  loan  was  created  in  order,  to  permit 
the  city  to  immediately  proceed  with  the  various  improve- 
ments specified  in  the  ordinance  of  May  21,  1895.  As  a 
matter  of  precaution  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  Finance 
Committee,  as  authorized  by  Councils,  made  the  agreement 
with  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  so  that  they 
might  have  to  the  credit  of  the  city  $1,200,000.00,  if  it 
were  needed  to  carrv  out  the  jmrposes  of  the  ordinance  of 
May  21,  1805. 
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I  am  of  opiuion  that  tlie  money  so  borrowed  from  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  though  held  by  them  sub- 
ject to  the  call,  was  an  available  asset  of  the  city  to  be 
used  for  the  })urposes  as  set  forth  ia  the  ordinance  of 
May  21,  1895,  whenever  the  City  Treasurer  finds  it 
necessary.  This  is  a  usual  and  common  system  of  finance 
recognized  in  ordinary  commercial  transactions.  Business 
men  frequently,  in  anticipation  of  future  requirements,  or 
to  be  prepared  for  any  demand,  borrow  money  from  a 
bank,  the  sum  to  be  placed  to  their  credit,  but  interest 
only  to  be  paid  upon  the  amount  used  and  when  it  is  used. 
The  agreement  made  with  the  Sinking  Fund  Commis- 
sioners was  binding  upon  them,  and  the  money,  namely, 
$1,200,000.00,  which  they  offered  to  loan  under  that 
agreement,  was  available  at  any  time  the  City  Treasurer 
required  it.  It  was  practically  then  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  city,  and  may  be  considered  as  an  asset  of  the  city.

In   re  Opening  and  jjaving  Lancaster  avenue,  from  Fifty- 
second  to  Fifty-fourth  street.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  22d  ult,,  enclosing 
letters  of  Mr.  John  B.  Thayer,  Mr.  John  A.  McCarthy, 
and  Mr.  J.  Bayard  Henry,  and  also  copy  of  the  report  of 
Mr.  Thomas  L.  Hicks,  Acting  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  relative  to  the  opening  and  paving  of  Lancaster 
avenue,  from  Fifty-second  to  Fifty-fourth  streets,  received. 
You  request  me  to  advise  you  as  to  the  right  of  the  De- 
partment to  proceed  with  the  opening  and  paving  of  this 
street. 
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Lancaster  avenue  from  Fifty-second  to  Fifty-fourth 
streets,  appears  to  be  part  of  a  turnpike  road  now  in  pos- 
session of  the  Lancaster  Improvement  Company.  The- 
Philadelphia  and  Lancaster  Turnpike  Koad  was  chartered 
by  the  Act  of  April  9,  1792,  to  construct  a  turnpike  road 
from  the  west  side  of  the  Schuylkill  river  opposite  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  to  the  Borough  of  Lancaster.  That 
subsequently,  about  April  12,  1880,  the  said  company 
sold  its  rights  and  franchises,  and  they  became  vested  in 
the  Lancaster  Avenue  Improvement  Company. 

On  December  21,  1891,  an  ordinance  was  approved 
authorizing  the  opening  of  Lancaster  avenue,  from  Fifty- 
second  to  Fifty-fourth  street,  to  its  full  width  of  80  feet, 
and  the  notices  required  by  said  ordinance  were  served, 
and  the  bond  of  the  city  filed  for  damages.  On  June  29, 
1893,  the  said  ordinance  was  amended  so  as  to  read: 
"Lancaster  avenue  from  Fifty-second  street  to  Fifty -fourth 
street  ou .  the  southwest  side,  and  on  the  northeast  side 
from  Fifty-second  street  to  a  point  in  line  with  the  west 
side  of  Fifty-fourth  street,  produced  to  the  full  width  of 
80  feet  as  now  laid  down  on  the  city  plan." 

The  last  mentioned  ordinance  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  intended  as  a  taking  of  the  cartway  or  portion  of  the 
street  in  possession  of  the  Lancaster  Avenue  Improve- 
ment Company.  After  the  passage  of  the  said  ordinance, 
a  petition  was  filed  for  the  appointment  of  a  jury  to  assess 
the  damages  for  the  opening  of  the  said  street.  This  jury 
filed  a  report  which  was  confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  on  July  6,  1891,  and  some  of  the  damages 
awarded  have  been  paid.  On  April  10,  1893,  an  ordin- 
ance was  passed  for  the  paving  of  Lancaster  avenue,  from 
Fifty-second  to  Fifty-fourth  streets,  with  sheet  asphaltum. 

As  the  widening  under  the  ordinance  of  1>^91  and  1893 
has  taken  place,  at  least  so  far  as  the  awarding  of  damages, 
it  is  not  necessary  now  to  consider  whether  there  was  any 
authority  for  such  a  proceeding  on  a  road  occupied  by  a 
turnpike  company.  At  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  a 
jury,  this  Department  was  informed  that  the  proceedings 
for  the  widening  of  this  street  met  with  the  approval  of 
the  Turnpike  Company.     This  widening,  however,  cannot 
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in  itself  be  considered  a  taking  of  the  road  controlled  by 
the  Turnpike  Company,  as  the  amended  ordinance  of  1893 
was  limited  to  the  sides  of  the  street.  Considering  the 
street  from  Fifty-second  to  Fifty-fourth  streets  as  being  a 
turnpike  road,  the  authority  of  the  munici])alty  as  to  the 
improving  by  grading,  paving,  etc.,  of  that  street  cannot 
be  questioned. 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  P.  L.,  266,  Section  9,  is 
as  follows: 

"That  whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  in  the  pro- 
gress of  the  building  improvements  of  said  city,  to  grade 
curb,  bridge  or  culvert,  or  pave  any  of  the  highways  used 
as  turnpikes  or  plank  roads,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Councils 
to  agree  for  their  relinquishment  of  such  parts  thereof  as 
may  be  so  required  from  time  to  time;  and  if  the  parties 
cannot  agree,  to  obtain  a  jury  of  view  upon  such  parts  to 
assess  the  damage  the  company  owning  the  franchise  may 
sustain  by  the  city  using  the  same  for  said  purposes;  such 
jury  to  be  appointed,  three  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Session 
of  Philadelphia  County,  and  three  by  such  court  in  the 
next  adjoining  county  to  which  such  road  leads;  and  such 
viewers  shall  take  into  consideration  whether  such  turn- 
pike or  plank  road  company  shall  have  occupied  a  previous 
public  highway,  or  ground  purchased  by  the  company: 
Provided,  That  no  contract  shall  be  entered  in  by  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Highways,  unless  previously 
coniirmed  by  the  concurrent  action  of  Councils."" 

The  above  Act  is  entitled  "A  Supplement  to  the  Act 
consolidating  the  City  of  Philadelphia.''  The  Act  of 
March  16,  1868,  P.  L.,  333,  Section  1,  also  a  supplement 
to  the  Act  of  Consolidation,  is  as  follows: 

"Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  in  all  cases  in  which  any  of 
the  highways  used  as  turnpikes  or  plank  roads  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  have  been,  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
graded,  curbed  and  paved  under  the  authority  of  the  city, 
the  same  shall  be  construed  a  taking  of  the  franchise  of 
said  company  as  to  the  portion  so  graded,  curbed  and 
paved,,  within  the  intent  of  the  ninth  section  of  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  thf^  report  of  the  viewers 
upon  said  damages  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all 
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parties  upon  confirmation  tliereof  by  tlie  court:  Provided, 
That  notliing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  repeal 
any  Act  of  Assembly  ratifying  and  confirming  any  agree- 
ment or  agreements  which  may  have  been  made  by  and 
between  any  corporation  and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or 
any  of  the  districts  heretofore  composing  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. ' ' 

Mr.  Thayer  in  his  letter  to  you  refers  to  the  Act  of 
1855,  but  does  not  take  notice  of  the  Act  of  1868.  The 
Act  of  March  24,  1869,  referred  to  by  Messrs.  McCarthy 
and  Henry  in  their  communication,  as  also  the  Act  of 
June  2,  1887,  P.  L.,  306,  provide  for  the  freeing  from 
toll  of  turnpike  and  plank  roads  upon  the  petition  of  the 
managers  or  directors,  and  of  ten  to  twenty-five  citizens. 
The  two  Acts  last  mentioned  do  not  permit  a  municipality^ 
to  apply  to  the  courts  to  free  a  turnpike  from  toll,  and 
there  is  no  Act  of  Assembly  authorizing  a  municipality  to 
thus  j)roceed  to  free  a  road  from  toll. 

The  Acts  of  1855  and  1868  above  referred  to,  enpower 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  take,  or  which  may  be  the 
same  thing,  free  from  toll,  a  turnpike  road.  The  Act  of 
1868  states  that  the  paving  of  any  such  turnpike  road 
under  authority  of  the  city  shall  be  construed  a  taking  of 
the  franchises  of  said  company  as  to  the  portion  of  the 
street  so  paved,  within  the  intent  of  the  9th  section  of  the 
Act  of  1855. 

I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  1868  referred  to,  does  not 
appear  to  be  in  some  of  the  recent  Digests,  and  because  of 
that  search  has  been  made  as  to  whether  the  same  has 
l)een  repealed  or  declared  unconstitutional,  but  so  far  we 
have  been  unable  to  find  any  repealing  Act,  or  any  de- 
cision of  the  court  declaring  the  Act  unconstitutional.  I 
am  aware,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Thayer,  that  the  Lancaster 
Avenue  Improvement  Company  filed  a  bill  to  restrain  the 
city  from  grading  this  road,  and  that  an  injunction  was 
issued.  Mr.  Thayer  states  that  Mr,  Beitler  and  Mr.  War- 
wick argued  the  case  for  the  city.  An  examinaiton  of  the 
record  shows  that  the  city  did  not  file  any  answer.  If 
lhere  was  any  argument  prior  to  the  issuing  of  the  injunc- 
tion, I  do  i-ot  think  that  the  Act  of  1868  could  have  been 
referred  to.      The  Act  of  1855  you  will  notice,  required 
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Councils  to  agree  with  tlic  Turnpike  Company  for  tlie  re- 
linquishment of  such  parts  of  tlie  road  as  the  city  desired 
to  grade,  pave  and  curb,  and  failing  to  agree,  a  jury  was 
to  be  appointed.  This  remedy  could  be  pursued,  and 
would  probably  been  a  more  regular  method  of  procedure. 
The  Act  of  1868,  however,  allows  you  to  go  on  and  pave 
the  street,  and  considers  that  as  a  taking.  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  the  authority  to  pave  this 
street.  Whether  it  is  advisable  for  you,  as  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  to  pave  the  street 
with  sheet  asphaltum,  when  the  Turnpike  Company  op- 
poses it,  and  a  railway  company  has  arranged  with  the 
Improvement  Company  to  macadamize  the  entire  street, 
is  a  matter  for  you  to  determine. 

As  to  the  recovery  of  the  cost  of  paving,  there  is  some 
doubt.  References  will  be  made  to  several  cases,  among 
them  Breed  vs.  Allegheny,  85  Pa.,  21-i,  and  Wilson  vs. 
City  of  Allegheny,  Y9  Pa.,  271.  In  both  of  these  cases 
the  court  decided  that  the  city  could  not  assess  the  property 
owners  for  the  cost  of  improvement  made  upon  a  turnpike 
road  which  had  not  been  freed  from  toll.  These  decisions 
were,  however,  based  upon  special  Acts  of  Assembly  as  to 
Allegheny,  and  cannot  be  applied  to  Philadelphia  in  view 
of  the  Acts  of  1855  and  1868.  If  the  Act  of  1868  gives 
to  the  paving  of  the  street  the  force  of  a  taking,  as  it  says, 
then  the  act  of  paving  makes  that  turnpike  a  public  street, 
and  the  liability  of  the  property  owner  for  the  improvements 
would  be  the  same  as  in  any  other  street.  I  have  not  con- 
sidered that  since  the  case  of  Leake  vs.  City,  (as  to  Frank- 
ford  avenue)  the  court  might  decide  that  the  paving  done 
by  the  Turnpike  Company  was  an  original  paving,  and 
therefore  the  property  owners  could  not  be  required  to 
pay  for  the  second  paving  covering  the  same  part  of  the 
street  which  the  Turnpike  Company  had  stoned  or 
macadamized. 

Two  cases  have  recently  been  decided  in  reference  to 
turnpike  roads;  1  Leake  vs.  City,  where  it  was  held  that 
the  pavement  laid  by  the  Turnpike  Company  and  the  Rail- 
way Company  was  an  original  pavement,  and  the  other 
was  the  case  of  City,  to  use,  vs.  Edleman,  in  which  the 
court  determined  that  the  property  owner  was  liable  for  a 
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pavement  laid  by  authority  of  the  city  upon  Eidge  avenue, 
although  that  street  had  been  previously  stoned  by  a  turn- 
pike company.  It  would  be  difficult  for  me  under  the 
circumstances,  to  determine  what  would  be  the  decision  in 
reference  to  Lancaster  avenue.  I  might  say,  however, 
that  in  the  case  ,of  Frankford  avenue,  there  was  a  pave- 
ment laid  by  the  turnpike  company,  and  also  a  cobble 
stone  pavement  laid  by  the  railway  company. 

I  have  not  before  me  the  ordinance  granting  permission 
to  the  railway  company  to  occupy  the  street,  nor  the 
charter  of  the  company  so  as  to  determine  whether  there 
would  be  any  liability  upon  the  part  of  the  said  railway 
company  to  pay  the  cost  of  this  paving.  It  is  a  fact, 
however,  that  the  railway  company  will  macadamize  this 
portion  of  the  street,  and  as  that  may  be  satisfactory  to  the 
owners  of  property,  and  is  to  the  Improvement  Company, 
it  becomes  a  matter  of  advisability  for  you  to  determine 
whether  the  city  ought  to  take  any  risks  in  paving  the 
street,  in  view  of  the  doubt  as  to  the  liability  of  the 
property  owners  to  pay  therefor.  You  will  not  have  any 
trouble  with  the  party  to  whom  the  contract  for  the  paving 
of  Lancaster  avenue  was  awarded,  as  his  contract  requires 
him  to  take  assessment  bills  in  payment  therefor.  He 
will  refuse  no  doubt  to  go  on  with  the  contract  if  there  be 
any  question  as  to  the  liability  of  the  property  owners.

Dear   Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of   your  communication 
requesting  my  opinion  upon  the  following  questions: 
First.    "Has  the  Committee  on  "Water  the  right  to  adjust, 
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:settle  or  compromise  an^'-  questions  that  might  arise  as  to 
water  rents  ?" 

Second.  "Is  the  action  of  the  Committee  on  ^ATater 
final  as  to  the  adjustment,  settlement  and  compromise  of 
water  rents,  or  should  they  not  submit  the  result  of  their 
deliberations  to  Councils  for  confirmation  ?" 

Third.  "Does  the  Act  of  1885,  known  as  the  'Bullitt 
Bill,'  take  from  Committees  of  Councils  any  executive 
work,  and  is  the  adjustment  of  water  rents  within  the 
scope  of  executive  duties  '?" 

Fourth.  "Is  the  schedule  of  fixed  rates  as  approved  by 
the  Committee  on  Water  January  13,  1885,  a  legal  one,  if 
the  same  was  not  approved  by  Councils  ?" 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  the  act  of  February  2, 
185i,  Section  i  (P.  L.,  2tl:)provides  that  "The  Legislative 
powers  of  the  city  shall  be  vested  in  two  bodies,  to  be 
called  the  Select  and  Common  Councils."  This  was  re- 
enacted  bv  the  3d  Section  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  187-4 
(P.  L.,  231). 

Section  50  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  provides: 
"that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Councils  to  provide 
by  ordinance  for  the  establishment  and  regulation  of  all 
departments  indicated  by  this  act,  and  other  laws  in  force 
in  said  city  under  the  proper  heads,  and  for  the  necessary 
clerks,  officers,  and  assistants,  to  wit:  inter  alia,  "Finance, 
Health,  Water,"   etc. 

By  ordinance  of  July  3,  1851,  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  provided  "That  for  the  purpose  of  supervising 
the  operations  of  the  different  departments,  and  of  assisting 
Councils  in  the  consideration  of  the  subjects  brought  be- 
fore them,  relating  to  the  interests  of  the  corporation,  the 
following  Joint  Standing  Committees,  to  consist  of  six 
members  of  each  Council,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  re- 
spective presidents  on  the  passage  hereof,  and  annually  on 
the  organization  of  Councils." 

Article  IG  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  provides, 
"Councils  shall  by  general  ordinance  provide  for  the 
proper  and  efficient  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  city  by 
the  mayor  and  several  departments,  and  boards  thereof;" 
-and  by   ordinance  approved  the  4th  day  of  April,  1887, 
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Section  25,  Councils  provided,  "The  following  joint  com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presidents  of  Select  and 
Common  Councils  immediately  after  the  organization  of 
Councils  in  April,  1SS7,  and  annually  thereafter:"  to^ 
wit,  inter  alia,  Finance,  Water,  Highways,"  etc. 

Under  the  Acts  of  Assembly  and  the  Ordinances  above 
I'cf erred  to.  Councils  have  the  undoubted  right  to  appoint 
committees  for  the  purj^ose  of  assisting  them  in  the  con- 
sideration of  subjects  relating  to  the  interests  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  they  may  ascertain  facts  through  the 
medium  of  a  committee,  but  the  power  to  ratify  or  revoke 
the  lindings  of  a  Committee  so  appointed  rests  with  the 
Councils,  and,  as  is  stated  in  English  Municipal  Corj)ora- 
tion  Act  of  1882,  Section  22:  "Councils  may  appoint  out 
of  their  own  body  such  and  so  many  committees  as  they 
may  see  fit,  for  any  purjjose  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Councils  would  be  better  regulated  and  managed  by  means 
of  such  committees;  but  the  acts  of  their  said  committee 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Councils  for  their  approval, ' ' 

The  fixing  and  regulation  of  a  water  tax  is  a  legislative 
function,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  while  a  Committee  of 
Councils  may  consider  the  adjustment,  settlement,  or  com- 
promise of  water  rents,  their  conclusions  upon  such  ques- 
tions should  be  submitted  to  Councils  to  be  ratified  by 
oi'dinance,  in  order  to  have  the  effect  of  an  act  of  the 
Councils.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  6th  inst. ,  in  reference 
to  Magistrates  transcripts,  received.     As  you  state,  it  has. 
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b'?en  the  custom  of  your  office  to  pay  the  pLaintiffs  on 
Magistrates'  transcripts,  after  they  have  been  certified  by 
the  Law  Department. 

Article  G  of  the  Bullitt  Bill  is  as  follows:  "No  money 
shall  be  drawn  from  the  City  Treasury  except  by  due  pro- 
cess of  law,  or  upon  warrants  on  the  treasurer  signed  by  the 
head  of  the  appropriate  department,  and  countersigned  by 
the  Controller,  which  shall  state  the  consideration  of  the 
same,  and  the  particular  fund  or  appropriation  to  which 
the  same  is  chargeable." 

This  provision  authorizes  you  to  make  payment  on  be- 
half of  the  city  only  upon  a  warrant,  or  by  due  process  of 
law.  The  proceedings  in  a  Magistrate's  Court  are 
generally  speaking,  "due  process  of  law, "and  if  the  Mag- 
istrate was  authorized  to  issue  a  mandamus  execution 
against  the  Cit}^  of  Philadelphia,  money  could  be  properly 
drawn  from  the  Treasury  upon  a  judgment  of  a  Magistrate. 

The  only  process  of  law,  however,  authori2;ed  by  which 
money  can  be  drawn  from  the  City  Treasury,  is  that  of  a 
writ  of  mandamus  execution.  Such  a  writ  cannot  issue 
from  a  Magistrate's  Court.  It  can  onlv  issue  under  Sec- 
tion 6  of  the  Act  of  May  15,  1834,  P.  L.,  538.  That 
section  is  as  follows:  "If  judgment  shall  be  obtained 
against  a  county  in  any  action  or  proceedings  the  party 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  such  judgment,  may  have  execu- 
tion thereof  as  follows,  and  not  otherwise,  viz:  It  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  court  in  which  such  judgment  shall  be  ob- 
tained or  to  which  such  judgment  may  be  removed  by 
transcript  from  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman,  to  issue 
thereon  a  writ  commanding  the  commissioners  of  the 
county  to  cause  the  amount  thereof,  with  the  interest  and 
costs,  to  be  paid  to  the  party  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
such  judgments  out  of  any  moneys  unappropriated  of  such 
count}^  or  if  there  be  no  such  moneys,  out  of  the  first 
moneys  that  shall  be  received  for  the  use  of  such  county, 
and  to  enforce  obedience  to  such  writ  by  attachment." 

You  will  notice  that  it  provides  for  the  removal  to  the 
court  of  the  judgment  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the 
purpose  of  issuing  the  writ  of  mandamus  execution. 

The  Act  of  ISS^  has  been  recognized  in  Monaghan  vs. 
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Citj,  28  Pa.  St.,  207,  and  in  the  case  of  Seigely  avenue, 
88  Pa.  St.,  509. 

The  Act  of  March  20,  1810,  Section  10,  allows  tran- 
scripts from  a  Magistrate's  office  to  be  filed  in  the  coart 
only  for  the  purpose  of  binding  the  real  estate,  and  pro- 
hibits the  issuing  of  the  Fieri  Facias,  unless  an  execution 
had  been  issued  before  the  Justice,  and  been  returned  "no 
good."  This  Act  cannot  refer  to  judgments  against  the 
city  entei^ed  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

The  Act  of  May  9,  1889,  P.  L.,  176,  provides  in  cer- 
tain cases  that  the  filing  in  court  of  a  transcript  of  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  for  the  purposes  of  execution  without 
the  return  of  "nulla  bona." 

It  is  clear,  however,  that  the  Act  of  1834  above  referred 
to,  permitted  a  transcript  of  the  judgment  of  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace  or  Alderman  to  be  filed  in  court  for  the  purpose 
of  issuing  a  writ  of  execution  against  a  county. 

The  methods  of  paying  judgments,  which  has  been  the 
custom  in  your  office,  saves  annoyance  and  expense  both 
to  the  plaintiff  and  the  city. 

I  would  advise  you,  however,  that  hereafter  no  moneys 
be  paid  upon  transcripts  of  a  Magistrate,   but    that    the 
transcript  of  the  judgment  before  a  .Magistrate  be  filed  in 
court,  and  a  writ  of  mandamus  execution  issue  thereon.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  25th  inst.,  requesting 
my  opinion  as  to  the  authority,  or  in  whom  the  power  is 
vested  to  enforce  the  penalty  against  a  contractor  for  viola- 
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tion  of  a  city  contract,  received.  You  do  not  refer  to  any- 
special  contract  or  to  the  provisions  thereof,  and  I  assume 
that  you  desire  an  opinion  upon  the  construction  of  the 
penalty  clause  in  contracts  generally. 

Upon  an  examination  of  these  contracts,  I  find  the  pro- 
vision somewhat  as  follows:  "The  said  party  of  the  second 
part  further  covenants  and  agrees  that  all  of  said  materials 
shall  be  furnished  and  delivered,  and  all  of  said  work  and 
labor  shall  be  done  and  performed  to  the  satisfaction  and 
approval  of  the  said  Director,  on  or  before  the  expiration 

of from  the  date  of  notice  to  commence  work 

under  this  contra'?t,  and  if  for  any  reason,  except  by  the 
written  consent  of  said  Director,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
the  completion  of  the  said  work  shall  be  delayed  beyond 
that  date,  then  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  pay 
to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
per  day  for  each  and  every  day  during  which  the  said 
work  shall  be  so  delayed,  not  as  a  penalty,  but  as  liquidated 
damages. ' ' 

The  provision  just  quoted  is  taken  from  the  blank  for 
main  sewers,  but  is  in  substance  the  same  as  is  contained 
in  other  contracts.  These  contracts  require  that  the  war- 
rant shall  be  drawn  by  the  Head  wf  the  Department  doing 
the  work,  as  in  the  case  of  a  main  sewer,  by  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  woik  and  labor 
is  to  be  done  and  performed  to  his  satisfaction  and  subject 
to  his  approval. 

It  is  evidently  intended  by  the  said  contract  that  the 
penalty  is  within  the  power  and  duty,  sometimes  the 
discretion,  of  the  Head  of  the  Department.  Before  draw- 
ing the  warrant  he  should,  if  it  be  a  proper  case,  enforce 
the  penalty  His  drawing  the  warrant  presumes  that  either 
the  work  has  been  completed  within  the  time  specified,  or 
he  has  consented  to  whatever  delay  may  have  occurred. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  authority  to  enforce  the 
penalty  clause  is  with  the  Head  of  the  Department,  but  as 
you  are  a  judicial  officer,  and  cannot  be  compelled  to 
countersign  a  warrant,  and  arc  duly  authorized  by  law  to 
examine  into  its  correctness,  you  can  insist  upon  an  ex- 
planation as  to  why  the  penalty  has  not  been  exacted,  if 
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yon  have  knowledge  that  the  work  has  not  been  completed 
by  the  time  mentioned  in  the  contract;  and  if  the  reason 
given  is  not  in  your  judgment  sufficient,  you  can  refuse  to 
countersign  the  warrant,  unless  the  penalty  be  enforced.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  to-day,  enclosing  copy  of  an 
ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  price  to 
be  paid  by  owners  of  property  for  paving  streets," 
received. 

You  state  that  you  have  been  directed  by  the  Sub -Com- 
mittee of  Highways  to  request  my  opinion  as  to  the 
legality  of  the  said  ordinance. 

By  the  Act  of  March  30,  1866  (P.  L.,  351)  the  authority 
to  fix  the  charges  and  rates  for  paving  streets,  constructing 
sewers  and  laying  water  pipes  is  vested  in  Councils. 

The  proposed  ordinance  is  in  conformity  with  the  said 
Act,  and  is  therefore  legal.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  tlie  9tli  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  appropriation  of  $500,000  for  repaying  streets, 
received.  In  it  you  state  tliat  it  will  be  necessary  for  tlie 
Department  to  construct  sewers  before  some  of  the  streets 
can  be  paved. 

You  request  my  opinion  as  to  "whether  the  Department 
has  authority  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  sewers, 
or  other  municipal  work,  that  may  be  required  before  the 
streets  selected  by  the  Department  are  repaved;  and 
whether  the  assessment  bills  for  such  work  would  be  legal 
in  case  it  became  necessary  to  file  liens  for  non-payment 
of  bill." 

The  ordinance  of  February  25, 1891  (page  50)  as  amended 
by  ordinance  of  July  17,  1891  (page  300)  provides  that 
in  the  case  of  the  paving  or  repaving  of  streets  when 
authorized  by  Councils,  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
has  power  to  construct  sewers  and  lay  water  and  gas 
pipes,  etc. 

The  phraseology  of  the  ordinance  would  indicate  that  it 
only  applied  where  Councils  by  ordinance  or  ordinances, 
had  directed  or  authorized  the  paving  cr  repaving  of  cer- 
tain streets.  The  ordinance  under  which  you  are  repaving 
streets  is  merely  an  appropriation  ordinance,  and  it  pro- 
vides for  the  repaving  of  streets  only.  It  does  not 
specifically  mention  any  streets. 

In  the  case  of  City,  to  use,  vs.  Gallagher  (-iO  Leg.  Int. , 
140)  where  an  ordinance  had  been  passed  to  lay  a  sewer 
on  Pine  street,  but,  under  direction  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
a  sewei  was  also  run  on  a  portion  of  Lombard  street,  the 
court  held  that  the  lien  against  the  property  for  the  sewer 
on  Lombard  street  was  not  good,  as  there  was  no  authority, 
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bj  ordinance,   for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  on  that 
street. 

The  ordinance  making  the  appropriation  of  $500,000, 
would  not  be  sufficient  authority  for  the  construction  of 
sewers,  in  order  to  make  the  property  owners  liable 
therefor. 

I  am  of  opinion,  that  in  the  repaying  of  streets  unde;r 
the  authority  of  the  ordinance  appropriating  $500,000, 
you  would  not  have  authority  to  construct  sewers,  etc. 
Of  course,  whatever  is  done  by  you  in  that  direction  as  an 
absolute  necessity,  can  subsequently  be  ratified  by  ordin- 
ance, as  was  done  in  a  paving  case.  City,  to  use,  vs. 
Hayes,  93  Pa.  St.  Eep.,  70.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  2d  ult. ,  in  reference  to 
discount  on  taxes,  received. 

The  resolution  of  Councils  of  June  20,  1895,  referred 
to  by  you,  after  referring  to  the  Act  of  May  21,  1895,  and 
to  the  ordinance  of  September  30,  1893,  authorizes  and 
directs  you,  as  Keceiver  of  Taxes,  to  give  notice,  among 
other  things,  "that  the  books  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
will  be  open  on  the  tenth  day  of  January,  1896,  and  that 
the  payment  of  taxes  will  commence  at  that  time,  and  that 
upon  all  taxes  paid  on  and  after  the  tenth  day  of  January, 
and  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  a  discount  will  be 
allowed  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum. ' ' 

The  ordinance  of  September  30,  1895,  levying  the  tax, 
has  a  similar  provision  as  to  the  discount. 
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Neither  the  resolution  or  the  ordinance  gives  any  clear 
direction  as  to  whether  the  year  begins  on  the  10th  day  of 
January  or  not.  The  Act  of  May  21,  1895,  does  not  in 
terms,  say  that  the  taxes  for  the  current  year  are  due  only 
on  the  10th  day  of  January,  but  as  it  states  that  the  payment 
of  taxes  shall  commence  at  that  time,  it  would  indicate 
that  was  the  date  at  which  they  became  due  and  payable. 

The  tax  payer  could  not  pay  his  taxes  before  the  10th 
day  of  January,  and  under  the  law  of  1895,  they  could 
not  be  demanded  prior  to  that  time,  so  that  the  year  should 
be  computed  from  that  date. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  you  should  compute  the 
discount  from  January  10th  instead  of  January  1st.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  12th  inst. ,  in  which  you  state  that  "Leiper  street, 
from  Adams  to  Pine  street,  in  the  Twenty-third  Ward, 
has  been  graded  through  a  quarry  leaving  dangerous  de- 
clevities  some  thirty-five  or  forty  feet  on  both  sides  of  the 
street,  and  that  in  view  of  the  dangerous  character  of  the 
place,  it  is  necessary  that  there  should  be  some  protection 
to  the  public." 

You  further  desire  me  to  advise  you  "if  the  Department 
can  erect  a  suitable  guard  rail  at  the  owners'  expense,  or 
what  action  it  is  necessary  to  take  in  the  premises." 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  the  municipality  is  obliged 
to  keep  its  streets  in  a  safe  condition  for  travel.  This 
duty  is  not  limited  to  the  road-bed,  but  includes  the  side 
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walks  and  if  guard  rails  are,  under  the  circumstances, 
necessary  for  tlie  proper  security  of  travellers  on  the  street, 
which  would  otherwise  be  unsafe,  the  city  is  obliged  to  pro- 
vide them,  but  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  no 
authority  to  charge  the  cost  thereof  against  the  abutting 
owners.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  cer- 
tifying a  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  by  Select  Council  on 
the  19th  day  of  September,  1895,  as  follows: 

^^ Resolved,  by  the  Select  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia.  That  the  City  Solicitor  be,  and  he  is  hereby  re- 
quested to  inform  Select  Council,  whether  in  his  opinion 
under  the  laws  which  govern  the  city.  City  Councils  have 
the  power  in  making  the  appropriations  for  the  repaving 
of  streets  not  occupied  by  passenger  railway  companies,  to 
select  and  designate  which  streets  or  parts  of  streets  shall 
be  repaved  with  the  moneys  so  appropriated." 

In  this  resolution  there  is  presented  the  simple  question 
as  to  whether  Councils  have  the  power  in  making  appro- 
priations as  to  the  repaving  of  streets,  to  select  and  desig- 
nate which  streets  or  parts  of  streets  shall  be  repaved  with 
the  money  so  appropriated.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  is 
a  municipal  corporation  invested  only  with  the  authority 
given  to  it  by  its  charter  or  necessarily  incident  thereto. 
The  municipal  government  is  divided  into  two  branches, 
legislative  and  executive.  The  legislative  power  is  vested 
in  Select  and  Common  Councils  subject  to  the  veto  of  the 
Mayor.  The  executive  power  is  in  the  Mayor  and  the 
Departments. 
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The  authority  to  regulate  by  ordinance  the  paving  and 
repaying  of  streets,  the  construction  of  sewers  and  other 
municipal  improvements,  was  vested  in  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  by  the  Acts  of  April  7,  1790,  Act  of 
March  25,  1805,  Act  of  April  16,  ls;3S,  the  Act  of  Con- 
solidation February  2,  1851,  and  the  Act  of  April  20, 
18i)9.  The  authority  to  levy  taxes  and  make  appropria- 
tions was  also  vested  in  the  City  Councils. 

By  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  Section  21,  it  is  provided  as 
follows:  "No  appropriation  shall  be  made  of  the  moneys 
of  the  city  without  an  ordinance  therefor  expressing  the 
objects  thereof  and  the  amount  appropriated  for  each 
object. ' ' 

The  Act  of  May  13,  1856,  Section  30,  is  as  follows: 
'•It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Councils  in  all  cases 
when  making  appropriations  to  state  the  items  of  expendi- 
ture under  separate  and  distinct  heads  for  which  such  ap- 
propriations are  intended." 

Tho  Councils  alone  have  control  of  the  money  collected 
by  the  city,  and  it  is  the  branch  of  the  government  that 
can  alone  determine  what  appropriations  shall  be  made 
imd  for  what  purposes  the  money  shall  be  used.  In  pro- 
viding for  the  construction  of  sewers  or  the  paving  of 
streets,  the  law  requires  a  special  mention  of  the  street 
upon  which  the  sewer  is  to  be  constructed  or  the  pavement 
laid.  In  making  an  appropriation  for  the  repaying  of  a 
street,  if  Councils  designate  the  street  to  be  rej^aved,  it  is 
a  compliance  with  the  Acts  of  1855  and  1856,  above  men- 
tioned. 

I  am  of  tlie  opinion  therefore,  that  under  the  law  Coun- 
cils have  the  power  in  making  appropriations  for  the  re- 
paving  of  streets,  to  select  and  designate  which  streets  or 
parts  of  streets  shall  be  repaved.  The  Act  of  June  1, 
1885,  does  not  abridge  the  powers  vested  in  the  Councils 
except  that  by  Article  16  thereof,  it  prohibits  Councils 
from  passing  any  ordinances  directing  or  interfering  with 
the  exercises  of  the  executive  functions  of  the  Maj^or,  De- 
partments, Boards  or  Heads  or  Officers  thei'eof.  The 
authority  of  Councils  to  make  appropriations  and  to  desio-. 
nate  specifically  the  objects  of  the  appropriation  is   not 
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qualified  by  this  Act.  Section  1  of  the  said  Act  places- 
among  the  duties  of  the  Mayor;  1st. To  cause  the  ordin- 
ances of  the  city  and  the  laws  of  the  State  to  be  executed 
and  enforced.  By  Article  16,  Councils  are  prohibited 
from  interfering  with  the  execution  of  the  ordinances, of 
he  cit}^  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Departments.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  26th  inst. ,  in  reference 
to  the  granting  of  a  peimit  to  the  Pennsylvania  Heat, 
Light  and  Power  Company,  under  ordinance  of  July  3, 
1895,  to  lay  conduits  for  electrical  conductors,  etc.,  upon 
streets  actually  occupied  by  a  street  passenger  railway 
company,  of  more  than  forty  feet  in  width,  received. 

You  state  that  the  Company  bases  its  right  for  a  permit 
for  those  streets  upon  the  second  section  of  the  ordinance, 
but  it  has  not  submitted  any  proof,  and  you  desire  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  Company  is  entitled  to  the  per- 
mit asked  for. 

The  second  section  of  the  ordinance  approved  July  3, 
1895,  granting  permission  to  the  Pennsylvania  Heat,  Light 
and  Power  Company  to  use  certain  streets  and  alleys  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  grants  permission  to  the  said 
Company  to  use  any  street  occupied  by  a  passenger  railway 
company,  and  those  of  a  greater  width  than  forty  feet,  only 
for  the  following  purposes: 
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First.  For  the  purpose  of  crossing  the  same  witli  ist 
mains  and  services. 

Second.  For  the  purpose  of  laying  its  mains  and  services 
lengthwise  in  such  streets  only  where  it  is  impossible  for 
the  said  Company,  without  using  them,  to  construct  a  con- 
tinuous or  connecting  line  of  service  sufficient  to  satisfy 
public  demands. 

Whether  the  Company  is  entitled  to  a  permit  to  lay  con- 
duits upon  Seventeenth,  Eighteenth,  Nineteenth  and 
Twentieth  streets,  referred  to  by  you,  is  a  matter  for  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  to  determine. 

Tne  second  section  of  the  ordinance  provides  when  and 
how  the  said  Company  shall  use  such  streets.  It  is  for 
your  Board  to  determine  whether  the  use  of  said  streets  by 
the  said  Company,  is  in  conpliance  with  that  section.  I 
should  say  that  the  use  of  the  words  "to  satisfy  public  de- 
mands" refer  to  demands  that  may  probably  arise  in  con- 
sequence of  the  facilities  afforded,  and  that  such  demands 
need  not  exist  prior  to  the  permit  being  granted.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in 
reference  to  your  authority  to  issue  a  writ  of  mandamus 
upon  a  Magistrate's  transcript  being  filed  in  the  court. 
In  answer  I  would  say:  That  Article  6  of  the  Act  of  June 
1,  1SS5,  provides  that  "No  money  shall  be  drawn  from 
the  City  Treasury  except  by  due  process  of  law,  or  upon 
warrants  upon  the  City  Treasurer  signed  by  the  head  of 
the  appropriate  department,  and  countersigned  by  the 
Controller,  which  shall  state  the  consideration  of  the  same, 
and    the  particular    fund  or  appropriation  to  which    the 
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same  is  chargeable.""  This  Act  aathorizes  payment  on 
behalf  of  the  city  to  be  made  only  upon  warrant  or  by  due 
process  of  law.  The  only  process  of  law  authorized  by 
which  money  can  be  drawn  from  the  City  Treasury  is  upon 
a  writ  of  mandamus  execution,  A  Magistrate  or  Justice 
of  the  Peace  has  no  authority  to  issue  such  a  writ  The  Act 
of  March  20,  1810,  Section  10,  provides  that  transcripts 
upon  the  judgment  of  a  Magistrate  may  be  filed  in  the 
court  only  for  the  purpose  of  binding  the  real  estate,  and 
prohibits  the  issuing  of  a  writ  of  fieri  facias,  unless  an  ex- 
ecution has  issued  before  the  Justice  and  been  returned 
"nulla  bona."  This  Act  does  not  apply  to  judgments 
agamst  the  city  entered  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  The 
Act  of  May  15,  1834,  P,'^L,,  533,  Section  6,  provides: 
"If  judgment  shall  be  obtained  against  a  county  in  any 
action  or  proceeding,  the  party  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
such  judgment,  may  have  execution  thereof,  as  follows, 
and  not  otherwise,  viz, :  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  couri 
in  which  such  judgment  shall  be  obtained,  or  to  which 
such  judgment  may  be  removed  by  transcript  from  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  or  alderman,  to  issue  thereon  a  writ  com- 
manding the  Commissioners  of  the  County  to  cause  the 
amount  thereof,  with  the  interest  and  costs,  to  be  paid  to 
the  party  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  such  judgment  out  of 
any  moneys  unappropriated  of  such  county,  or  if  there 
be  no  such  moneys,  out  of  the  first  moneys  that  shall  be 
received  for  the  use  of  such  county,  and  to  force  obedience- 
to  such  writ  by  attachment. ' ' 

This  Act  provides  for  the  removal  to  the  court  of  a  judg- 
ment of  a  magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace  by  filing  the 
transcript  of  such  judgment  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  the 
writ  of  mandamus  execution.  I  am  therefore  of  opinion 
that  you  have  authority  under  the  above  Act  of  Assembly 
to  issue  a  writ  of  mandamus  execution  upon  the  filing  of  a 
transcript  from  a  magistrate  or  a  justice  of  the  peace.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
tlie  21st  ult,,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  upon  the  fol- 
lowing propositions: 

' '  1 .  What  conditions,  if  any,  are  attached  to  the  charters 
of  the  various  street  passenger  railway  companies  who 
have  constructed  or  who  are  now  operating  roads  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  also  what  are  the  conditions 
attached  to  the  ordinances  granting  the  various  companies 
permission  to  occupy  the  streets  under  their  charter  ?" 

"In  answering  this  question,  we  would  be  very  much 
obliged  if  3'ou  will  take  each  road  operating  in  Philadel- 
phia either  under  its  own  name  or  under  any  other  name, 
and  trace  it  from  its  incorporation  down  to  the  present 
time." 

"2.  Has  the  City  of  Philadelphia  under  the  law  or 
through  its  police  power,  or  under  the  coaditions  of  these 
ordinances  any  control  over  the  operation  of  the  street 
passenger  railroads  so  far  as  the  following  matters  are 
concerned  ?: 

(a)  Hours  of  employment. 
(6)  Frequency  of  service, 
(c)  Regulation  of  fares. 

(cZ)  Removal  of  poles  and  wires,  placing  same  under- 
ground. 

(e)  Fenders. 

(/)  Protection  of  motormea  from  exposure." 

"3.  In  case  it  should  be  found  that  an}^  of  the  com- 
panies operating  a  street  passenger  railway  under  a  condi- 
tional grant  by  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia,  had  per- 
sistently violated  the  conditions  of  ihe  said  grant,  what 
would  be  the  remendy  of  the  City  of  Philadelp'^ia  to  en- 
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force  the  conditions  or  to  prevent  their  further  infrac- 
tion ?" 

"4.  In  cases  where  street  passenger  railway  companies 
have  under  their  charter  and  by  ordinance  laid  tracks  upon 
highways  of  Philadelphia,  and  have  since  ceased  to  use 
and  operate  them,  has  the  city  power  to  remove  the  said 
tracks  and  what  is  the  proper  remedy  in  such  cases  ?" 

"5.  In  case  any  of  the  traction  companies  should  merge 
under  the  Act  of  1895,  what  would  be  the  legal  relation 
of  the  consolidated  company  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ?" 

"6.  In  case  of  the  consolidation  or  leasing  of  traction 
companies  or  merging  into  one  corporation,  has  such  cor- 
poration the  power  to  run  the  various  lines  heretofore 
chartered  as  one  line,  or  can  it  be  compelled  to  run  its  cars 
upon  the  same  streets  in  the  same  directions  as  hereto- 
fore ?" 

The  inquiry  which  your  Committee  make  in  these  ques- 
tions cover  the  legislation  from  1852  to  1895,  and  require 
the  examination  of  the  charters  of  over  one  hundred  and 
twenty  street  passenger  railway  companies,  and  the  laws 
and  ordinances  relating  thereto  enacted  during  that  period. 
It  necessitates  also  the  examination  and  reference  to  the 
various  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  during  this  time, 
defining  the  duties  and  obligations  of  passenger  railway 
companies  in  the  multifarious  litigations  that  have  arisen. 
I  have  endeavored  to  perform  this  comprehensive  duty  so 
as  to  comply  with  the  oral  requests  of  your  Committee 
for  an  answer  within  two  weeks,  notwithstanding  I  should 
have  preferred  that  time  had  been  granted  that  would  have 
permitted  a  fuller  and  more  exhaustive  presentation  of 
such  an  extensive  subject. 

Considering  the  propositions  in  the  order  named  by  you, 
I  will  take  up  the  first  question: 

"1.  What  conditions,  if  any,  are  attached  to  the  char- 
ters of  the  various  street  passenger  railway  companies  who 
have  constructed  or  who  are  now  operating  roads  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  also  what  are  the  conditions 
attached  to  the  ordinances  granting  the  various  companies 
permission  to  occupy  the  streets  under  their  charters  ?' ' 

"In  answering  this  question,  we  would  be  very  much 
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obliged  if  you  will  take  each  road  operating  in  Philadel- 
phia either  under  its  own  name  or  under  any  othei  name 
and  trace  it  from  its  incorporation  down  to  the  present 
time." 

The  answer  to  this  question  you  will  find  set  forth  par- 
ticularly in  Schedules  A,  B,  0,  and  D,  annexed  hereto, 
which  show  the  history  of  the  various  railway  companies 
from  their  incorportaion  down  to  the  present  time,  together 
with  the  conditions  attached  to  the  charters,  and  the  ordin- 
ances granting  them  permission  to  occupy  the  streets.  I 
have  adopted  this  form  as  being  one  more  readily  under- 
stood, and  the  only  way  in  fact  in  which  I  could  practi- 
cally condense  a  reply  so  as  to  be  most  available. 

Second  question: 

''Has  the  City  of  Philadelphia  under  the  law  or  thiough 
its  j^olice  power  or  under  the  conditions  of  these  ordin- 
ances, any  control  over  the  operation  of  the  street  passen- 
ger railroads  so  far  as  the  following  matters  are  concerned : 

(a)  Hours  of  employment. 

(h)  Frequency  of  service. 

(c)  Regulation  of  fares. 
(d)  Removal  of  poles  and  wires,   placing  same   under 
ground. 

(e)  Fenders. 

(/)  Protection  of  motormen  from  exposure. 
By  Section  9,  Article  17  of  the  Constitution  of  1874, 
which  provides  that  "no  street  passenger  railway  shall  be 
constructed  within  the  limits  of  any  city,  borough  or  town- 
ship without  the  consent  of  its  local  authorities,"  and  also 
by  those  charters  which  require  the  consent  of  the  city  be- 
fore the  construction  of  a  railway  is  allowed,  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  is  given  absolutely  tlie  entire  regulation  of . 
street  passenger  railway  companies,  in  regard  to  the  con- 
ditions by  which  and  upon  which  they  may  construct  rail- 
ways upon  the  streets  in  said  city. 

As  was  said  in  Allegheny  City  vs.  Railway,  159  Pa. 
St.  Reports,  page  41:^.:  "The  provisions  of  the  Constitu- 
tion (Section  i).  Art.  17,  above  referred  to)  is  peremptory 
and   unliniite<I.      It  is  a  part  of  the  invading  intent  of  that 
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instniment  to  give  local  bodies  the  control  of  local  affairs. 
The  public  history  of  the  time,  of  which  the  court  may 
take  judicial  notice,  shows  that  one  of  the  prime  objects 
of  the  people  in  calling  a  constitutional  convention  was  to 
do  away  with  special  legislation  which  interfered  with 
local  affairs,  or  granted  privileges  to  particular  bodies  and 

withheld    them  from  others If    any  limitations 

are  to  be  implied  by  the  courts,  the  implication  must 
arise  from  clear  necessity,  as  absolute,  as  peremptory  and 
as  unavoidable  as  the  constitutional  mandates  itself  .... 
The  man  who  can  give  the  whole  can  give  part,  or  who 
can  grant  absolutely  can  grant  with  a  reservation  of  rent 
or  other  conditoins.  He  who  can  consent  or  refuse  with- 
out reason,   does  not  make  his  consent  or  refusal  either 

better  or  worse  by  a  good  or  bad  reason It  is 

conceded  that  the  local  authorities  may  impose  some  con- 
ditions, such  as  those  relative  to  the  police  power,  but 
where  is  the  grant  to  any  body  to  supervise  and  limit  the 
conditions  or  say  what  they  shall  be  ?  The  Legislature 
clearly  cannot  do  it.  The  very  purpose  of  the  provision 
was  to  put  an  end  to  the  Legislature's  interference.  Nor 
can  the  courts  tresspass  upon  the  discretion  given  abso- 
lutely by  the  constitution  to  the  local   bodies 

But  it  would  require  a  very  clear  case  of  the  contravention 
of  some  controlling  and  paramount  principle  of  public  policy 
to  justify  an  interference  by  the  courts  to  put  a  limit  on 
the  unlimited  constitutional  grant There  is  noth- 
ing illegal  in  the  conditions  as  to  the  rate  of  fares,  or  the 
taxation  of  the  dividends.  The  Legislature  could  have 
imposed  both  as  conditions  to  the  grant  of  the  charter,  or 
could  have  delegated  that  power  to  the  cities  as  a  condi- 
tion of  their  consent.  If  the  authorities  would  have  been 
legal  on  a  delegation  from  the  Legislature,  a  fortiori,  it 
.cannot  be  illegal  on  a  grant  from  the  Constitution.  A 
city  might  say  to  a  railway  company:  "I  have  the  sole 
and  conclusive  power  to  consent  or  refuse ;  on  certain  con- 
ditions I  consent,  otherwise,  I  refuse;  I  don't  compel  you 
to  do  anything,  I  merely  give  you  a  choice  between  alterna- 
tives; you  have  no  power  or  right  to  demand  my  consent^ 
you  ask  it,  and  I  give  it  on  my  own  terms  or  not  at  all," 
ISTor   can   we   see  that  there  is  anything  unreasonable  in 
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tliese  conditions,  even  if  tliat  matter  were  within  our  pro- 
vince. A  valuable  franchise  to  use  public  property,  the 
streets  for  corporate  profit,  is  about  to  be  granted.  It  is 
not  illegal  or  unreasonable  that  the  public  or  the  city  which 
represents  it  should  have  a  consideration  for  the  privilege 
that  it  confers.  If  it  were  a  right  of  passage  over  private 
property,  there  would  be  no  question  about  it,  and  the 
right  could  not  be  got  in  any  other  way.  We  see  no 
reason  why  the  public  interest  should  not  be  promoted  by 
requiring  special  privileges  in  the  public  property  to  be 
paid  in  the  same  way.  It  is  a  matter  of  general  knowl- 
edge that  the  street  railways  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  pay 
part  of  the  fare  of  every  passenger  into  the  City  Treasury 
for  the  development  and  care  of  Druid  Hill  Park,  and  we 
learn  from  the  report  of  People  ex  rel.  vs.  Barnard,  HON. 
Y.  ,552,  that  by  an  Act  of  1886  in  New  York, municipalities 
are  obliged  to  put  up  their  consent  to  the  construction  of 
street  railways  within  their  limits,  at  auction,  and  award 
to  'the  bidder  who  will  agree  to  give  the  largest  per 
centage  per  annum  of  the  gross  receipts. '  The  constitu- 
tional provision  in  New  York  is  closely  similar  to  our 
own.  Whether  the  Legislature  could  prescribe  that  the 
consent  of  the  local  authorities  in  this  State  could  only  be 
given  on  such  conditions  we  express  no  opinion  about,  as 
it  is  not  before  us.  But  it  would  certainly  be  no  cause  of 
complaint  if  our  own  Legislators,  general  or  local,  should 
look  as  closely  after  the  pecuniary  interest  of  the  public 
involved  in  the  grant  of  franchises.  How  valuable  they 
may  be  is  illustrated  by  that  case  which  shows  that  in  the 
City  of  Buffalo  the  successful  railway  at  the  auction  agreed 
to  pay  thirty-sixth  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  every 
year  for  the  privilege.  The  conclusion  thus  reached  is  so 
clear  upon  indisputable  principles  that  it  does  not  require 
aid  from  authority,  but  it  is  in  fact  supported  by  the 
exactly  similar  case  already  cited  from  100  N.  Y.,  552, 
and  by  our  own  decision  in  Federal  St,  R.  W.  Co.  vs  City 
of  Allegheny,  14  Pittsburg  Leg.  Journal,  N.  S.,  259.  In 
the  latter  case  the  city,  in  1870,  without  authority  either 
constitutional  or  legislative,  to  tax,  but  under  the  proviso 
in  the  charter  of  the  railway,  that  no  street  should  be 
occuDied  without  consent,  made  its  consent  conditional  on 
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the  payment  of  a  car  tax,  and  a  per  centage  of  tlie 
dividends  into  the  city  treasury.  The  company  accepted 
the  ordinance,  paid  the  car  tax,  but  refused  to  joay  the 
per  centage  on  dividends,  upon  substantially  the  same 
grounds  as  the  appellant  relies  on  here.  The  court,  how- 
ever, gave  judgment  against  it,  saying,  inter  alia,  "The 
policy  of  our  legislation  has  been  to  make  the  passenger 
railway  companies  pay  the  municipalties  for  the  use  of  the 
streets It  is  said  the  city  has  no  power  to  im- 
pose such  conditions  when  giving  its  consent  to  the  use  of 

the  streets The  act  (charter)  gave  the  company 

no  power  to  move  a  stone  or  lay  a  rail  on  any  street  of  the 
city  without  the  consent  of  Councils.  The  act  imposed  no 
restriction  on  the  city.  The  Councils  could  refuse  abso- 
lutely their  consent  and  the  company  had  no  redress. 
'The  proviso  of  the  Act  of  1878  (in  the  words  of  the  con- 
stitution as  to  consent  of  the  local  authorities)  is  a  condi- 
tion precedent.  The  power  of  the  municipal  authority  to 
give  or  refuse  consent  is  unlimited  and  unqualified.  That 
necessarily  implies  the  power  to  impose  reasonable  condi- 
tions in  giving  their  consent.  If  they  impose  unreason- 
able   conditoins   all  the  company   can   do  is  to  refuse  to 

accept.' The   case  is  really    stronger   than   the 

one  in  hand,  because,  although  the  company  had  accepted 
the  ordinance  of  consent  with  its  conditions,  yet  the  case 
having  arisen  under  a  charter  and  ordinance  prior  to  the 
present  constitution,  the  municipal  authority  so  impose 
conditions,  and  their  conesquent  validity,  rested  only  on 
the  powers  permitted  to  it  by  the  Legislature,  and  not  as 
here  on  a  paramount  constitutional  grant." 

1  have  quoted  thus  fully  from  this  decision,  as  it  pre- 
sents the  latest  and  therefore  best  exposition  of  the  law  in 
relation  to  the  powers  of  Councils  to  impose  conditions  in 
granting  consent  to  the  occupation  of  the  streets  by  a 
passenger  railway  company.  This  decision  was  rendered 
in  1893,  and  was  based  upon  the  constitutional  provision 
above  referred  to;  but  the  Supreme  Court  has  announced 
the  same  principle  in  Philadelphia  vs.  Ridge  Avenue 
Passenger  Railway  Company,  143  Pa.  St.  Reports,  page 
444,  which  was  a  case  where  the  charter  of  that  Company 
required  the  consent  of  Councils. 
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Again,  the  Supreme  Court  in  1S95,  in  the  case  of 
Plymouth  Township  r.s\  Railway,  168  Pa.  St.  Reports, 
page  181,  re-affirmed  the  principle  laid  down  in  the  case  of 
Allegheny  City  vs.  Railway,,  above  quoted.  The  court, 
referring  to  the  latter  decision,  said:  "The  consent  of  the 
local  authorities  is  pre-requisite  to  the  construction  of  a 
passenger  railway,  and  that  if  such  consent  is  given  upon 
coodition,  the  railway  company  must  take  it  subject 
thereto,  or  not  at  all.  As  said  in  that  case,  the  right  to 
consent  or  refuse  is  'a  gift  directly  from  the  constitution 
to  the  local  bodies,  and  needs  no  help,  nor  permits  any 
interference  from  the  Legislature." 

The  decisions  above  quoted  are  clear  and  emphatic 
affirmations  of  the  power  of  Councils  to  impose  conditions 
and  limitations  upon  railway  companies  as  conditions  pre- 
cedent to  the  grant  of  any  franchise,  as  well  as  of  the  full 
and  continuing  liabilities  of  such  companies  to  comply 
therewith.  That  the  discretion  of  Councils  herein  is 
limited  only  by  what  is  reasonable,  is  asserted  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  unequivocal  terms.  Upon  the  accept- 
ance of  franchises  thus  coupled  with  conditions,  the  com- 
paines  are  conclusively  bound.  Such  conditions  thereafter 
are  an  inherent  incident  to  the  graut,  and  constitute  a 
part  of  the  contract  of  the  company  as  fully  as  though  ex- 
pressed in  their  charters.  The  only  question  that  could 
possibly  be  raised  might  be  the  reasonableness  of  the  reg- 
ulations, but  the  power  to  regulate  by  imposing  conditions 
upon  the  grant  may  be  treated  as  a  question  definitely 
determined  in  favor  of  the  municipal  corporation.  As  to 
what  matters  may  be  the  subject  of  such  regulation,  the 
decisions  above  quoted  are  clear  and  conclusive  to  the 
extent  in  which  they  specify  particular  matters,  and  in 
this  respect  the  opinions  of  the  court  are  safe  and  explicit 
guides. 

As  to  the  six  subjects  specifically  referred  to  in  the  second 
question,  most  of  them  have  been  covered  by  the  Acts  of 
Assembly  and  ordinances  granting  permission  to  railway 
companies  to  construct  their  roads,  as  may  be  seen  upon  a 
reference  thereto.  For  convenience  in  perusal,  they  are  set 
forth  as  follows: 

The  Act  of  March  24,  1887  (P.  L.,  13)  entitled  "An 
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Act  to  limit  tlie  hours  of  labor  of  conductors,  drivers,  and 
employees  of  horse,  cable  and  electric  railways, "  provides, 
however,  that  "It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  president, 
board  of  directors,  superintendent  or  other  agents  of  any 
horse,  cable  or  electric  railway  company  to  permit  or 
suffer  any  conductor,  driver  or  any  other  person  in  the 
employ  of  any  such  company  to  work  more  than  twelve 
hours  in  any  one  day  in  the  service  of  such  company." 

The  Act  of  May  8,  18T6,  P.  L.,  147,  provided  that 
passenger  railway  companies  should  reduce  their  fare  to 
five  cents  for  a  signle  ride  on  consideration  of  their  being 
permitted  to  use  other  than  animal  power. 

The  various  ordinances  granting  permission  to  the 
different  lines  to  use  the  electric  motor  system  provides 
that  the  rate  of  fare  shall  not  exceed  five  cents  for  a  single 
continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line,  excepting  between 
midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed 
ten  cents.  These  ordinances  also  provide  that  the  com- 
panies shall  run  cars  over  their  entire  lines  at  intervals  not 
exceeding  five  minutes  between  the  hours  of  6  and  9 
o'clock  A.  M.,  and  5  and  8  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  at  inter- 
vals not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the 
day,  except  between  the  hours  of  12  o'clock  midnight  and 
5  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  at  least  everj^  hour. 

The  ordinances  also  provide  that  the  said  companies 
"shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley  system 
whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinances  of  Councils." 

The  ordinance  of  July  7,  1857,  provides  that  the  rate 
of  speed  shall  not  be  greater  than  six  miles  an  hour  in  the 
paved  and  built  up  portions  of  the  city.  Some  of  the  acts 
of  incorporation  also  provide  for  the  same  rate  of  speed. 

The  ordinance  of  March  27,  1895,  provides  for  fenders 
to  be  used  by  the  said  companies. 

Those  companies  which  have  filed  agreements  under  the 
recent  ordinances  granting  the  use  of  electric  motors,  have 
accepted  as  binding  upon  them  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
all  laws  and  ordinances  then  in  force  or  which  should 
thereafter  be  passed  relating  to  the  government,  control  or 
regulation  of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia.      As  to  these  companies,  Councils 
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have   tlie    power   to   impose   any    reasonable    conditions 
relating  to  their  government,  control  or  regulation. 

By  the  passage  of  these  various  ordinances,  Councils 
have  assumed  the  right  to  regulate  railway  companies  to 
that  extent,  and  the  acceptance  of  franchises  thereunder, 
constitute  a  binding  contract  upon  the  part  of  the  com- 
panies. As  to  such  laws  and  ordinances,  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  authority  of  Councils  is  complete,  and  conse- 
quently enforcible  by  proper  proceedings. 

The  police  power  of  the  city  authorities  it  to  make 
reasonable  regulations  for  the  protection  of  the  lives  and 
property  of  the  citizens.  Under  this  power  Councils  can 
regulate  the  rate  of  speed,  the  stoppage  of  the  cars  at  con- 
venient places,  the  removal  of  poles  and  wires,  and  the 
providing  of  the  cars  with  proper  fenders. 

The  Act  of  March  11,  1789,  incorporating  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  various  supplements  thereto,  invests 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  with  all  the  powers  incident  to  a 
municipal  corporation,  and  necessary  for  the  proper  gov- 
ernment of  the  same. 

The  Act  of  April' 15,  1850,  P.  L.,  469,  empowers 
Councils  to  provide  for  the  proper  regulation  of  omnibuses 
or  vehicles  in  the  nature  thereof,  and  to  this  end  makes  it 
lawful  for  the  said  Councils  to  provide  for  the  issuing  of 
licenses  to  such  and  so  many  persons  as  may  apply  to 
keep  and  use  omnibuses  or  vehicles  in  the  nature  thereof, 
and  to  charge  a  reasonable  annual  or  other  sum  therefor. 

In  the  case  of  Fiankford  &  Southwark  Passenger  R.  W. 
Co.  vs.  City,  58  Pa.  St.  Reports,  page  119,  the  Supreme 
Court  held  this  Act  to  apply  to  passenger  railway  cars_  as 
being  vehicles  in  the  nature  of  omnibuses,  and  by  which 
Councils  were  authorized  to  impose  a  license  fee  of  $50.00 
upon  each  car. 

There  is,  however,  an  Act  of  Assembly,  which  ought  to 
be  referred  to,  as  it  may  have  some  bearing  upon  the 
power  of  Councils  as  to  the  regulation  of  passenger  railway 
companies,  and  that  is  the  Act  of  April  11,  1868,  P.  L-, 
849,  entitled  "An  Act  to  define  the  duties  and  liabilities 
of  passenger  railway  corporations  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia," which  provides  as  follows: 
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Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  tlie  several  passen- 
ger railway  corporations  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall 
pay  annually  to  the  said  city,  in  the  month  of  January, 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  as  required  by  their  charters,  for 
each  car  intended  to  be  run  over  their  roads  during  the 
year,  and  they  shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any  larger  sum ; 
and  said  city  shall  have  no  power,  by  ordinance  or  other- 
wise, to  regulate  passenger  railway  companies,  unless 
authorized  so  to  do  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  ex- 
pressly in  terms  relating  to  passenger  railway  corporations 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia:  Provided^  That  nothing  con- 
tained in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  release  said  com- 
panies from  keeping  in  good  repair  the  streets  on  which 
their  rails  are  laid,  and  from  paying  to  the  city  the  addi- 
tional cost  of  constructing  sewers  along  the  line  of  their 
roads,  under  an  Act  approved  May  eight,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-six." 

It  was  contended  on  behalf  of  a  passenger  railway  com- 
pany in  the  case  of  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company 
vs.  City,  83  Pa.  St.  Reports,  page  429,  that  this  Act  of 
1868  was  unconstitutional,  as  it  impaired  the  obligation 
of  the  contract  created  by  the  charter  of  the  said  company 
by  increasing  the  license  from  $30.00  to  $50.00.  The 
Supreme  Court  upon  that  ground  refused  to  declare  the 
Act  unconstitutional,  and  this  decision,  upon  an  appeal  tO' 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  was  affirmed. 

In  the  case  of  the  Ridge  Avenue  Passenger  Railway 
Company  vs.  City,  113  Pa.  St.  Reports,  page  111,  when 
the  city  was  endeavoring  to  hold  that  company  liable  for 
the  repaving  of  the  streets  occupied  by  its  tracks,  the 
railway  company  claimed  that  the  Act  of  1868  relieved 
them  from  the  obligation  of  their  charter  requiring  them  to 
repave  the  streets,  and  that  their  only  duty  was  to  repair. 
The  Supreme  Court  in  deciding  this  case  in  favor  of  the 
city  ignored  this  said  Act  of  1868. 

In  the  recent  case  of  the  City  vs.  Thirteenth  and  Fif- 
teenth Street  Passenger  Railway  Company,  169  Pa.  St. 
Reports,  page  269,  this  Act  was  not  even  referred  to.  It  has 
been  sustained  only  so  far  as  it  fixed  the  license  fee,  but 
so  far  as  it  repeals  any  obligation  to  repave  the  streets,  the 
Court  has  refused  to  give  it  any  force.      It  appears  to  be^ 
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in  conflict  with  the  constitutional  amendment  of  1857, 
which  provides  that  "no  bill  shall  be  passed  containing 
more  than  one  subject,  which  shall  be  clearly  expressed 
in  the  title,  except  general  appropriation  bills." 

In  the  body  of  this  Act  there  are  at  least  two  subjects, 
to  wit,  the  license  fee  and  the  denial  of  power  to  Councils 
to  regulate  passenger  railway  companies.  Only  one  of 
these — the  subject  of  license  fees — is  suggested  in  the 
title  of  the  Act,  which  is  "An  Act  to  define  the  dnties 
and  liabilities  of  passenger  railway  corporations  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia." 

The  courts  have  not  been  called  upon  to  consider  its 
validity  in  this  respect,  as  no  case  has  arisen  in  which  the 
railway  companies  have  invoked  its  aid  to  curtail  the 
power  of  Councils.  Whatever  may  be  the  effect  of  this 
Act,  it  does  not  relieve  any  of  the  companies  from  the 
obligations  which  they  have  entered  into  with  the  city  by 
their  respective  agreements  to  abide  by  provisions  in  the 
ordinances  of  Councils  as  above  stated. 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  either  in  the  ordinances  or 
Acts  of  Assembly,  any  regulation  as  to  the  protection  of 
motormen  from  exposure.  None  appears  to  have  been 
made,  and  it  is  perhaps  a  question  whether  it  is  a  subject 
connected  with  the  legal  relations  existing  between  railway 
corporations  and  the  city. 

Third  question: 

"In  case  it  should  be  found  that  any  of  the  companies 
operating  a  street  passenger  railway  under  a  conditional 
grant  by  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  had  per- 
sistently "violated  the  conditions  of  the  said  grant,  what 
would  be  the  remedy  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  enforce 
the  conditions  or  to  prevent  their  further  infraction  ?" 

The  remedy  for  a  failure  to  perform  the  conditions  of 
the  grant  would  to  some  extent  depend  upon  what  the  con- 
ditions were  and  under  what  circumstances.  It  is  there- 
fore difticult  to  do  more  than  answer  such  a  question  in  a 
general  way,  as  the  remedy  would  have  to  be  determined 
by  the  character  of  the  particular  violation.  For  instance, 
in  a  ease  of  refusal  to  repave  or  repair  the  streets,  it  has 
been  determined  in  Philadelphia  &  Gray's  Ferry  Passenger 
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Eailwa}'  Co  vs.  City,  2  W.  N.  C,  page  639,  and  approved 
by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  the  City  vs.  Thirteenth 
&  Fifteenth  Street  Passenger  Railway  Company,  169  Pa. 
St.  Reports,  page  269,  that  the  city  would  have  the  right 
to  stop  the  running  of  the  cars  until  the  streets  were 
repaved  or  repaired. 

Again  in  the  case  of  a  penalty,  as  under  the  ordinance 
of  July  7,  1857,  suit  would  be  brought  for  the  penalty. 
Furthermore,  where  a  company  has  filed  a  bond  for  the 
performance  of  the  conditions  of  an  ordinance,  payment  of 
the  bond  could  be  enforced  upon  failure  to  so  perform. 
A  bill  in  equity  also  could  be  filed  to  compel  the  perform- 
ance of  the  conditions,  or  to  enjoin  a  company  from  opera- 
ting their  road  in  violation  thereof.  If  the  violation  should 
be  that  of  an  Act  of  Assembly,  a  bill  of  indictment  has 
been  sustained  against  a  railway  company  for  maintaining 
a  nuisance. 

It  may  be  stated  generally  that  where  by  law  or  ordinance 
a  particular  penalty  or  remedy  is  provided  for  the  violation 
of  any  condition,  no  other  or  different  penalty  may  be 
exacted  or  remedy  enforced  therefor.  When,  however,  the 
law  is  silent  as  to  the  remedy,  proceedings  in  equity  would 
no  doubt  lie  to  enjoin  the  exercise  of  the  franchises  until 
the  law  was  complied  with. 

"Fourth  question: 

"In  cases  where  street  passenger  railway  companies 
have  under  their  charter  and  by  ordinance  laid  tracks 
upon  highways  of  Philadelphia,  and  have  since  ceased  to 
use  and  operate  them,  has  the  city  power  to  remove  the 
said  tracks,  and  what  is  the  proper  remedy  in  sucli 
cases  ?" 

The  ordinance  of  July  7,  1857,  Section  8,  provides, 
that  if  any  company  should  neglect  to  run  cars  upon  their 
road  or  roads  for  the  space  of  three  consecutive  montlis. 
Councils  could  rent  the  same  or  cause  the  said  road  to  be 
removed  from  the  highways,  and  to  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
materials  thereof,  and  after  paying  all  expf^nses  arising 
therefrom,  pay  the  balance,  if  any,  to  the  legal  representa- 
tives of  the  said  defaulting  company. 

Councils  would  have  the  right    under  this   ordinance  to 
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order  to  be  removed  tlie  rails  from  any  street  where  such 
compaii}'  failed  to  run  the  cars  for  three  months.  As  the 
city  is  under  obligation  to  keep  the  streets  in  repair,  if  in 
the  judgment  of  Councils  an  unused  railway  track  upon  a 
street  is  required  to  be  removed  in  order  to  properly  repair 
the  street,  or  is  found  to  be  inconvenient  thereon,  they 
might  have  the  power  to  order  its  removal.  Or  a  bill  in 
equity  could  be  filed  against  the  company  to  compel  the 
removal  of  the  tracks  where  there  has  been  a  clear  abandon- 
ment of  the  street  for  the  purpose  of  a  railway.  The  latter 
would  2)robably  be  the  better  method. 

Where  in  any  case  a  railway  company  has  by  its  charter 
or  general  law,  in  consequence  of  non-user  of  its  franchises, 
become  liable  to  the  forfeiture  thereof,  proceedings  looking 
to  the  exaction  of  this  penalty  might  be  instituted. 

"Fifth  question: 

"In  case  any  of  the  traction  companies  should  merge 
under  the  Act  of  1895,  what  would  be  the  legal  relation 
of  the  consolidated  company  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ?" 

"Sixth  question: 

"In  case  of  the  consolidation  or  leasinsr  of  Traction  Com- 
panics  or  merging  into  one  corporation,  has  such  corpora- 
tion the  power  to  run  the  various  lines  heretofore  chartered 
as  one  line,  or  can  it  be  compelled  to  run  its  cars  upon  the 
streets  in  the  same  direction  as  heretofore  ?" 

The  answer  to  these  two  questions  may  be  considered 
together,  as  the  second  one  is  only  an  amplification  in 
detail  of  the  terms  of  the  first. 

The  Act  of  May  15,  1895,  authorized  the  lease  or  sale 
of  traction  or  motor  companies,  and  the  traction  company 
so  leasing,  controlling  and  operating  differnt  lines  of  street 
railways,  is  authorized  to  operate  all  of  said  lines  as  a 
general  system,  and  to  lay  out  new  routes,  etc. 

This  Act  is  the  legislation  under  which  such  a  merger  or 
consolidation  could  be  made.  It  expressly  authorizes  a 
traction  or  motor  company  leasing,  controlling,  or  opera- 
ting different  lines  of  street  railways,  to  operate  all  of  said 
lines  as  a  general  system,  and  from  time  to  time  lay  out 
such  new  routes  or  circuits  over  the  whole  ,or  any  part  of 
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siicli  street  or  streets  occupied  by  the  tracks  of  tlie  different 
companies  wliicli  it  thns  owns,  leases,  controls  or  operates, 
and  ujDon  such  routes  and  circuits  to  run  cars  for  such 
distances,  and  in  such  directions,  as  will  in  the  opinion  of 
the  operating  company  best  accommodate  public  travel. 
The  discretion  as  to  the  direction  or  route  is  left  by  the  Act 
of  Assembly  with  the  operating  company.  Such  consolida- 
tion does  not  in  any  manner  aft'ect  the  obligations  of  the 
various  companies.  The  consolidated  or  new  company 
can  only  operate  the  roads  subject  to  the  same  conditions 
by  which  the  constituent  companies  were  bound. 

There  is  another  matter  which,  perhaps,  ought  to  be  re- 
ferred to  in  considering  the  relations  between  the  companies 
and  the  city,  and  that  is,  the  provision  in  the  ordinance  of 
1857,  which  directs  that  the  railway  companies  shall  hn- 
mediately  after  the  completion  of  a  road,  file  in  the  office 
of  the  City  Solicitor,  a  statement  of  the  entire  cost  thereof, 
with  a  reservation  upon  the  part  of  the  city  of  ' '  the  right  at 
any  time  to  purchase  the  same  by  paying  the  original  cost 
of  said  road  or  roads,  and  cars,  at  a  fair  valuation. ' ' 

Since  the  passage  of  that  ordinance,  however,  it  should 
be  noticed  that  other  ordinances  have  been  j^assed  by  your 
body  permitting  a  change  from  animal  to  electric  motor 
power  as  well  as  the  erection  of  poles  and  wires. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  say,  that  when  propositions  are 
propounded  as  comprehensive  as  those  submitted,  embody- 
ing no  distinct  point  at  issue,  I  can  only  in  reply  refer  to 
the  Acts  of  Assembly  and  general  principles  of  law  relating 
thereto.  Questions  introducing  new  factors  in  litigation, 
in  the  absence  of  judicial  decision,  cannot  be  answered 
with  absolute  certainty.

To  regulate  passenger  railway  companies. 

Section  1.  j.he  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Pldladelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  passenger  railroad  com- 
panies within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  subject  to 
the  restrictions,  limitations,  terms  and  conditions  herinafter 
provided;  and  any  such  company,  before  entering  upon 
any  road,  street,  avenue,  or  alley  within  the  limits  of  the 
said  city,  shall  be  understood  and  deemed  to  be  subject 
thereto  upon  the  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  companies,  or 
any  of  them,  to  conform  to  the  surveys,  regulations,  and 
gradients  as  they  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  established 
by  law.  They  shall  submit  all  proposed  plans,  courses, 
styles  of  rails,  and  the  manner  of  laying  the  same  to  the 
Board  of  Surveys  and  Eegulations  for  their  approval  and 
sanction,  which  shall  be  obtained  before  they  proceed  to 
break  ground  or  occupy  any  of  the  highways  as  aforesaid; 
and  they  shall  be  further  required  to  lay  flag  stones  or 
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crossings  along  tlie  line  of  the  paved  streets  upon  wliicli 
the  rails  are  laid  at  intervals  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
and  fifty  feet;  and  any  neglect,  omission  or  refusal  to  do 
so  on  the  part  of  any  such  company,  shall'  be  punishable 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every 
oflfence,  recoverable  before  any  alderman  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  payable  into  the  City  Treasury. 

Sect.  3.  That  all  railroad  companies  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  at  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  maintaining,  paving, 
repairing  and  repaving  that  may  be  necessary  on  any  road, 
street,  avenue,  or  alley  occupied  by  them.  That  for  the 
convenience  of  the  public,  it  shall  also  be  the  duties  of  the 
companies  to  clear  the  streets  or  other  public  highwaj'^s 
that  they  may  occupy,  of  snow  or  any  obstruction  placed 
therein  by  such  companies  when  the  same  impedes  the 
travel  upon  such  highways,  and  for  any  neglect  on  their  part 
to  do  so  for  a  period  of  five  days,  they  shall  be  punishable 
by  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  square  that  may  be  so 
impeded,  recoverable  from  any  alderman  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  payable  into  the  City  Treasury,  upon, 
complaint  of  five  citizens  residing  therein  upon  oath  or 
afiirmation:  Provided^  nevertheless^  that  whenever  such 
companies  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  use  their  said  roads 
during  the  continuance  of  the  snow,  they  shall  provide 
comfortable  sleighs  or  other  suitable  vehicles  for  the  trans- 
portation of  passengers  along  the  route  of  their  railway  at 
the  usual  rate  as  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  that  case,  no  such. 
penalty  shall  be  recoverable. 

Sect.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  company  as 
aforesaid,  when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  to  remove  any  obstruction,  mend  or 
repair  their  road,  pave  or  repave  the  highways  as  herein- 
before provided ;  and  should  they  refuse  or  neglect  to  do  so 
for  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice,  then  and  in  such 
case.  Councils  may  forbid  the  running  of  any  car  or  cars 
upon  the  said  road  until  the  same  is  fully  complied  with; 
and  the  City  reserves  the  right  in  all  such  cases  to  repair 
or  repave  such  streets,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  a 
judgment  upon  the  road,  stock,  and  effects  of  such  com- 
jDany,  recoverable  as  judgments  are  now  recoverable  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
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Sect.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  or  com- 
panies to  employ  careful,  sober,  and  prudent  agents,  con- 
ductors and  drivers  to  take  charge  of  their  car  or  cars 
when  upon  the  road,  and  for  the  violation  of  any  Act  of 
Assembly  or  ordinance  of  the  City  on  the  part  of  an}?  such 
officer  or  officers  or  employees  upon  such  road,  the  com- 
pany shall  be  liable  to  all  fines,  forfeitures  or  damages 
arising  therefrom:  Provided,  however,  that  this  act  shall 
not  be  taken  to  excuse  or  free  any  such  officer  or  employee 
from  the  penalties  or  responsibilities  of  any  such  violation 
or  other  acts  by  them  committed. 

Sect.  6.  The  running  speed  of  the  cars  upon  any  city 
passenger  railroad  shall  not  at  any  time  be  at  a  greater 
rate  than  six  miles  an  hour  in  the  paved  and  built  up 
portions  of  the  city,  nor  shall  they  imcommode  the  cross- 
ings, nor  stop  at  the  corners  of  any  street  or  elsewhere  to 
solicit  passengers.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  con- 
ductors and  drivers  of  the  cais  to  give  ample  notice  to 
drivers  of  vehicles  and  pedestrians  of  their  approach,  and 
also  to  afford  all  reasonable  opportunity  for  them  or  either 
of  them  to  avoid  collision  or  accident,  aad  any  neglect  by 
them  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall 
be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
before  any  alderman  of  the  city  and  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury,  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  is  in  such  cases 
empowered  to  revoke  the  license  of  such  car  or  cars,  and 
they  shall  not  be  permitted  to  be  again  placed  on  the  road 
until  such  license  is  renewed. 

Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  incumbent  on  all  railroad  comjjanies 
as  aforesaid,  before  placing  cars  upon  their  road,  to  pay 
into  the  office  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways, 
aad  annually  thereatfer  for  the  use  of  the  city,  five  dollars 
for  each  car  intended  to  be  run  upon  the  same.  They 
shall  also  have  the  number  painted  on  some  consjoicuous 
place  upon  each  car;  and  any  omission  or  neglect  to 
comply  with  either  of  these  provisions  shall  be  punishable 
by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  on  complaint 
before  any  alderman  of  the  city,  who  s^all  pay  the  same 
forthwith  into  the  City  Treasury. 

Sect.  8.   The  Director  of  any  such  company  or  com- 
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panics  sliall  immediately  after  tlie  completion  of  any  passen- 
ger railroad  in  the  city,  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Solicitor 
a  detailed  statement  under  the  seal  of  the  company,  and 
certified  under  oath  or  affirmation  by  the  President  and 
Secretary,  of  the  entire  cost  of  the  same;  and  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  purchase 
the  same,  by  paying  the  original  cost  of  said  road  or 
roads,  and  cars  at  a  fair  valuation.  And  any  such  com- 
pany or  companies  refusing  to  consent  to  such  purchase 
shall  thereby  forfeit  all  jorivileges,  rights,  and  immunities 
they  may  have  acquired  in  the  use  or  possession  of  any  of 
the  highways  as  aforesaid;  or  should  any  such  company 
or  corporation  neglect  to  run  cars  upon  their  road  or  roads 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  for  the  space  of 
three  consecutive  months,  the  Councils  reserves  the  right 
to  rent  the  same  to  any  person  or  persons,  company  or 
companies,  who  will  be  willing  to  run  cars  on  the  same; 
or  in  the  event  of  the  Councils  as  aforesaid  being  unable 
to  rent  said  road,  or  to  place  cars  upon  the  same  for  one 
year  after  the  same  shall  have  been  abandoned,  as  afore- 
said, by  the  company  comstructing  or  owning  the  same, 
then,  and  in  such  case,  the  Councils  reserves  the  right  to 
cause  the  said  road  to  be  removed  from  the  highways,  and 
to  sell  or  dispose  of  the  materials  thereof,  and  after  paying 
all  expenses  arising  therefrom,  pay  the  balance,  if  any,  to 
the  legal  representatives  of  the  said  defaulting  company. 

Sect.  9.  Any  passenger  railroad  company  which  is 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  incorporated  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia shall,  by  their  proper  officer  or  ofiicers,  who  shall 
sign  the  same,  file  in  the  ofiice  of  the  City  Solicitor  a  writ- 
ten obligation  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordin 
ance:  Provided,  that  no  railroad  company  now  incorpor- 
ated shall  be  authorized  to  commence  work  upon  any  of 
the  highways  of  the  city  untill  this  section  has  been  com- 
plied with;  and  a  failure  to  do  so  for  ten  days  shall  be 
taken  and  deemed  as  a  refusal  on  the  part  of  such  com- 
pany; and  in  case  the  Philadelphia  ana  Delaware  River 
Railroad  Company  should  fail  to  comply  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  section  on  or  before  the  eighth  of  July,  proximo, 
the  City  Councils  hereby  expres?  their  disapproval  of  an 
Act  entitled  ''A  Supplement  to  an  Act  to  incorporate  the 
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Philadelphia  and   Delaware    Eiver    Eailroad    Company," 
approved  June  9,  1857,  which  provides  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  passenger  railroad  by  a  private  corporation  over 
Fifth  and  Sixth  streets,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
Approved  July  7,  1857.     (Ordinances,  page  248.) 

Each  and  every  passenger  railway  company  shall  pay 
into  the  office  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  in 
the  month  of  January  of  each  year,  for  the  use  of  the  city, 
the  sum  of  thirty  (30)  dollars  (changed  to  fifty  dollars  by 
ordinance  of  January  2,  1867)  for  each  car  intended  to 
be  run  upon  any  road,  and  for  each  and  every  car  placed 
npon  any  road  before  the  time  herein  provided  foi  the 
paying  of  licenses,  a  proportionate  sum  shall  be  paid  until 
the  succeeding  January,  and  no  car  shall  be  placed  or 
run  upon  any  road  or  street  until  it  shall  be  regularly  li- 
censed and  a  certificate,  duly  numbered,  hung  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  iu  said  car.

That  all  passenger  railroad 
companies  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  restrictions,  limitations,  terms 
and  conditions  contained  in  an  ordinance  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  regulate  passenger  railways,"  approved  July 
7,  1857,  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions,  limitations, 
terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  provided  for,  to  wit: 
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First,  They  shall  be  required  to  lay  flag  stones  or  cross- 
ings of  not  less  than  two  feet  in  width,  across  the  entire 
width  of  all  streets  occupied  by  them,  at  each  and  ever}^ 
public  lane,  street  or  alley  opening  upon  any  street  or 
highway  upon  which  the  rails  are  laid,  and  where  no  such 
street,  lane  or  alley  opens  thereon,  then  the  said  flagging 
shall  be  at  a  distance  of  not  exceeeding  two  hundred  and 
fifty  feet. 

Second,  That  all  streets  or  highways  which  are  unpaved 
at  the  time  of  laying  the  rails  shall  be  kept  in  good  travel- 
ling order  by  the  railroad  company  until  the  same  shall  be 
paved  by  the  owners  of  the  property  thereon,  after  which 
they  shall  be  repaved,  repaired,  and  kept  in  good  order  at 
the  proper  cost  of  the  railroad  company  occupying  the 
same. 

Third,  That  each  and  every  passenger  railway  company 
shall  pay  into  the  ofhce  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways,  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  year,  for  tlie 
use  of  the  city,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  for  each  car 
intended  to  be  run  upon  any  road;  and  for  each  and  every 
car  placed  upon  any  road  before  the  time  herein  provided 
for  paying  the  license,  a  proportionate  sum  shall  be  paid 
until  the  succeeding  January,  and  that  no  car  shall  be 
placed  or  ran  upon  any  road  or  street  until  it  shall  be 
regularly  licensed,  and  a  certificate  duly  numbered,  hung 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  said  car. 

Fourth.  That  no  connection  shall  be  made  by  one 
company  with  the  road  of  any  other  company  without  the 
special  authority  of  City  Councils,  except  when  otherwise 
provided  for  by  their  charter. 

Fifth.  That  no  passenger  railway  shall,  at  any  time,  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose  than  passenger  travel. 

Sixth.  That  whenever  and  wherever  it  may  be  found 
necessary  for  any  company  to  lay  iron  plates  or  other 
material  across  any  gutter  along  the  line  of  any  railroad, 
the  same  shall  be  laid  from  curbstone  to  curbstone,  and 
under  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  and  the  company  laying  the  same,  or  whose 
road  passes  over  such  crossings,  shall  be  required  to  keep 
the  said  gutters,  at  all  times,  open  and  free  from  all  obstruc- 
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tions,  whether  by  dirt,  ice  or  from  any  other  cause;  and 
they  shall  be  required  to  keep  a  passage  way  for  carts  or 
vehicles  clear  of  snow  in  the  winter  season  on  each  side  of 
their  track  or  railway. 

Sect.  2.  That  all  persons  driving  vehicles  on  an}'- 
passenger  railway  in  the  city  in  the  direction  that  cars 
travel  on  said  roads,  shall  have  the  right  to  the  railway 
track  when  meeting  any  other  vehicle  going  in  the  opposite 
direction;  and  the  driver  of  the  vehicle  going  in  the 
opposite  dii-ection  shall  be  compelled  to  turn  entirely  off 
the  track,  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
before  any  alderman,  in  any  suit  or  action  brought  to 
recover  the  same,  which  penalty  shall  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  for  the  use  of  the  city :  Provided^  That  the  railroad 
company  shall  in  all  cases  have  the  first  right  of  way, 
subject  to  like  penalty. 

Sect,  3.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  found  necessary  for 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  occupy  all  or  any  portion  of 
any  street  or  highway,  whereupon  a  passenger  railroad 
now  is,  or  may  hereafter  be  constructed,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  improvements  thereon,  such  as  culverts,  lavino- 
of  water  or  gas  pipes,  or  any"  other  alteration  or  improve- 
ment that  may  from  time  to  time  be  found  necessary,  the 
said  city  shall  have  full  and  entire  power  and  authority  to 
make  such  alteration  or  improvement  without  recourse  on 
the  part  of  any  railroad  company  against  the  said  city  for 
any  obstruction  or  embarrassment  that  the  said  railroad 
company  ma}^  meet  with  consequent  upon  such  alteration 
or  improvement:  Provided^  hoivever,  That  on  the  occasion 
of  any  alteration  or  improvement,  as  heieinbefore  recited, 
directed  to  be  done  or  performed  by  the  authority  of 
Councils,  no  unnecessary  delay  shall  be  made  or  caused 
in  any  manner  that  shall  work  prejudicial  to  the  interests 
of  the  railroad  company. 

Sect.  4.  That  any  city  passenger  railway  company  now 
incorporated  or  that  may  be  hereafter  incorporated 
shall,  after  notice  has  been  given  to  said  company  by  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  repave  or  repair  from 
curbstone  to  curbstone  any  street  over  and  along  which  the 
tracks  or  rails  of  said  company  may  pass;  the  said  repav- 
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ing  and  repairing  shall  be  done  according  to  the  grade  now 
established  or  that  maj  be  hereafter  etabslished  by  law,  and 
shall  replace  the  grade  of  said  street  so  far  as  the  same  may 
be  altered  by  said  company,  and  shall  repave  any  street 
used  by  said  company  as  aforesaid,  within  the  time  fixed 
by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  in  said  notice. 
They  shall  also  remove  any  gravel,  dirt,  materials,  or  other 
obstructions  placed  by  said  company  on  any  street  within 
forty-eight  hours  after  notice  shall  have  been  given  to  said 
company  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  if 
said  company  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section  according  to  the  term  of  notice  served  upon  it, 
the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  pave,  repave 
and  repair  such  streets,  replace  the  grades  thereof,  remove 
such  gravel,  dirt,  materials,  or  other  obstructions,  the  cost 
of  which  shall  be  collected  of  and  from  said  company  by 
the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  5  That  for  each  and  every  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  such  railroad  companj^  shall  pay 
a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  and  for  every  continued  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  thereof,  after  notice  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Highways,  the  penalty  shall  be  five  dollars  for 
each  and  every  day  the  violation  continues,  and  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  have  authority,  when 
directed  by  Councils,  to  stop  the  running  of  all  cars  upon 
any  road  whose  company  refuses  to  pay  the  penalty  as 
provided  herein. 

Sect.  6.  That  so  much  of  the  third  section  of  the  ordin- 
ance, approved  July  7,  1857,  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment, as  provides  that  the  railroad  company  shall  pave 
any  street  that  has  not  heretofore  been  paved,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Approved  April  1,   A.   D.   1859.     (Ordinances,   p. 
141.) 

In  laying  water  and  gas  pipes  and  constructing 
culverts  in  any  streets  used  for  a  passenger  railway  track 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  officers  or  agents  of  saiil 
city  shall  be  required  to  lay  such  pipes  and  construct  such 
culverts  alongside  of  the  railroad  tracks  in  such  manner 
as  not  to  interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  runuins;  of  cars; 
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provided  the  increased  cost  of  constructing  the  culverts  hj 
reason  of  the  railway  in  the  street  be  paid  by  the  railway 
company  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  such  increase  to  be 
ascertained  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  or  Surveyor  of  said 
city. 

Act  May  8,  1S66,  P.  L.,  1077. 

Passenger  railways  in  any  and  all  cities  of  the  first  class 
in  this  Commonwealth  may  use  other  than  animal  power 
in  the  carriage  of  passengers  in  their  cars  whenever 
authorized  so  to  do  by  Councils  of  such  city,  and  the  lim- 
itations contained  in  any  of  the  charters  of  passenger  rail- 
way companies  restricting  them  to  the  use  of  horse  power 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed :  Provided,  further, 
That  the  Councils  of  such  cities  shall  not  exercise  any  of 
the  powers  conferred  by  this  Act  except  such  railway  com- 
pany shall  reduce  their  fares  to  five  cents  for  a  single  ride 
on  said  railway. 

Act  May  8,  1876,  P.  L.,  147. 

All  passenger  railway  companies  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia whose  tracks  cross  any  steam  railroad  at  grade  shall, 
before  their  cars  cross  over  such  road,  compel  their  con- 
ductors to  stop  all  cars,  under  penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars 
for  each  and  every  violation  of  such  order. 
Ordinance  of  December  31,  1875,  448. 

It  shall  be  a  condition  in  each  and  every  bill  passed  by 
these  Councils,  granting  any  additional  privilege  or  priv- 
ileges than  those  already  enjoyed  by  passenger  railway 
companies,  that  the  company  or  companies  seeking  such 
privileges  shall  not  charge  more  than  five  cents  for  each 
passenger  carried  by  it  or  them. 

Ordinance  June  16,  1881,  p.  125. 

An  ordinance  approved  April  2,  1890,  page  96,  to 
authorize  the  repaving  with  improved  pavements,  certain 
streets,  and  the  construction  of  sewers,  and  the  laying  and 
relaying  of  gas  and  water  pipe  in  an 3^  of  tlie  said  streets 
where  the  same  may  be  neccssary. 
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Section  1,  provides,  that  tlie  Director  of  tlie  Department 
of  Puljlic  Works  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  notify 
passenger  railway  companies  having  tracks  upon  the  streets 
hereinafter  named,  to  repave  the  same  from  curb  to  rail 
with  eastern  granite  blocks  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  4  of  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordin- 
ance to  regulate  passenger  railways,"  approved  July  7, 
1857,  provided  that  said  streets  are,  in  his  opinion,  in  such 
condition  of  repair  that  they  need  repaving,  and  that  if  the 
said  passenger  railway  companies  refuse  or  neglect  to  begin 
the  work  of  repaving  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of  his 
notice,  the  said  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into 
contract  with  competent  pavers  to  do  the  work,  and  upon 
its  completion  send  the  bills  for  the  said  work  to  the  City 
Solicitor  for  collection, 

(List  of  streets  enumerated.) 

Ordinance  approved  July  2,  1890,  to  authorize  the 
repaving  with  improved  pavement  of  certain  streets  and 
the  construction  of  sewers  and  the  laying  and  relaying  of 
gas  and  water  pipe  in  and  of  said  streets  when  the  same 
may  be  necessary,    • 

(This  ordinance  is  similar  to  the  one  preceding,  except 
that  the  kind  of  paving  is  specified.) 

Ordinance  approved  June  9,  1892,  to  "authorize  the 
repaving  of  certain  streets  occupied  by  passenger  railways 
and  the  construction  of  sewers  and  the  laying  and  relaying 
of  gas  and  water  pipes  in  any  of  the  said  strf^ets  when  the 
same  may  be  necessary." 

(This  ordinance  is  similar  to  the  one  preceding,  with  the 
additional  proviso  inserted  that  "said  Director  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pole  o£f  said  streets  until  the  work  is  begun 
by  said  passenger  railway  companies,  and  repole  off  any 
of  said  streets  whenever  the  company  or  companies  discon- 
tinue the  work.) 

The  ordinances  of  March  30,  1893,  granting  permission 
to  various  passenger  railway  companies  to  use  electric 
motors,  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  and  to  erect 
and  maintain  poles  to  support  said  wires,  provides,  inter 
alia : 
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"Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  overhead  wires,  sup- 
ported hj  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet  high." 

"That  the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized 
shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  not  to  interfere  with  the 
building,  erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or 
railroad  on  anj^  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named." 

"Before  any  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Departments 
of  the  city  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  constructing  the 
railway  or  trolley  system  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  the 
said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
the  Mayor  of  the  city  (who  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  same  on  behalf  of  the  city)  which  agreement  shall  be 
in  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among 
other  things,  provide  that  the  said  railway  company  shall 
agi'ee  to  keep  and  maintain  in  good  order,  at  all  times, 
whether  paved,  macadamized  or  unimproved,  all  streets, 
avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its  line  of  railway  or  by  its 
trolley  system;  that  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to 
accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all 
laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  passed,  relative  to  the  government,  control  or  regula- 
tion of  railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the  City 
of  Philadelphia." 

"That  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  its  roadbed, 
cars  or  its  trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  character  of 
materials,  supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  eleva- 
tions, designs,  etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way,  at  all 
times,  to  the  approval  and  inspection  of  the  Departments 
of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety.  That  the  said  com- 
pany shall  take  down  and  remove  the  overhead  trolley 
system  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils. That  the  wires  necessary  for  supplying  the  motors  on 
cars  crossing  the  bridge  on  the  line  authorized  shall  be 
erected  according  to  plans  sumitted  to  and  approved  by 
the  Directors  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and 
Safety.  That  the  said  railway  companv  shall  run  cars 
over  its  entire  line  at  intervals  not  exceeding  live  minutes, 
between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8  P.M., 
and  at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other 
hours  of  the  day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  mid- 
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niglit  and  5  A.  ]\L,  when  tliey  shall  run  at  least  eveiy 
hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  con- 
tinuous ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  five  cents 
per  passenger,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock 
A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents.  That  work 
upon  the  said  railway  or  trolley  system  shall  be  begun 
within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over 
the  entire  route  herein  named  Avithin  one  year,  and  that 
the  said  railway  com2:)any  shall  furnish  and  execute  a 
bond  in  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with 
security  approved  by  the  Mayor  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful 
execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  this  ordinance  and  agreement  herein  authorized,  which 
bond  is  forfeited  to  the  city,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury,  if  the  said  railway  company  shall 
default  in  its  agreement." 

An  ordinance  regulating  the  laying  of  granite  blocks  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  approved  April  T,  1893,  page 
158,  sets  forth  the  specifications  which  shall  be  used  in 
the  paving  and  repaving  of  streets  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, including  the  repaving  of  streets  by  the  passenger 
railway  companies  with  granite  blocks. 

An  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  repaving  with  improved 
pavement  of  all  streets  used  by  passenger  railway  com- 
panies for  conduits  or  tubes,  or  for  electrical  purposes,  and 
not  occupied  by  their  tracks,  approved  April  3,  1894, 
page  143. 

"That  in  all  cases  where  permission  has  been  granted, 
or  shall  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  passenger  railway 
company  or  companies,  to  open  a  street  not  occupied  by 
their  tracks,  in  order  to  lay  conduits  or  tubes  for  electrical 
purposes,  such  company  or  companies  shall  repave  such 
street  or  streets  with  improved  pavement,  and  keep  the 
same  in  repair  so  long  as  the  said  street  or  streets  shall  be 
occupied  by  such  underground  structures." 

An  ordinance  approved  May  26,  189-1,  to  amend  the 
several  ordinances  granting  permission  to  the  passenger 
railways  or  traction  companies  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
the  right  to  construct  and  operate  the  overhead  electrical 
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trolley  roads  under  certain  conditions,  so  far  as  relates  to 
the  repaying  of  wStreetswith  improved  pavements.     22," 

(This  ordinance  relates  more  particularly  to  the  repaving 
of  stree:s  with  imyjroved  pavements,  in  the  rural  and 
suburban  sections  of  the  city. 

Ordinance  approved  December  11,  1891,  page  445,  "to 
amend  the  several  ordinances  granting  permission  to  the 
several  passenger  railways  or  traction  companies  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  to  construct  and  operate  overhead 
electi'ical  trolley  roads  under  certain  conditions,  so  far  as 
relates  to  the  transfer  of  the  rights  thereby  created." 

(This  ordinance  provides  that  where  the  right  by  ordin- 
iince  has  been  conferred  upon  these  companies  to  construct 
and  operate  an  overhead  trolley  system,  and  when  the 
companies  have  complied  with  the  conditions  of  the 
ordinances  and  have  entered  security  required,  and  ex- 
ecuted the  contracts  provided  for  by  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  the  ordinances,  and  have,  in  all  respects,  complied 
fully  with  the  Departments,  then,  and  in  that  event,  the 
several  ordinances  are  altered  and  amended  to  provide 
that  the  Mayor  shall  have  power  to  modify  and  amend 
the  contracts  authorized,  so  as  to  permit  tlie  transfer,  sale 
or  lease  of  the  franchises  or  rights  granted  by  the  ordin- 
ance.    No  other  modification  is  authorized.) 

Ordinance  approved  March  27,  1895,  page  38,  requiring 
passenger  railway  companies  propelling  their  cars  by 
electricity,  to  provide  the  same  with  suitable  fenders  for 
the  protection  of  life  and  limb. 

Ordinance  approved  March  30,  1895,  page  61,  "regu- 
lating the  granting  of  permits  for  connections  with  and 
repairs  to  underground  service  and  fixing  the  charges 
therefor. ' ' 

Ordinance  approved  March  30,  1895,  page  74,  to  regu- 
late the  sj^eed  of  trolley  cars  within  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

Section  1.  "That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  railway 
or  traction  company  to  run  any  car  upon  any  portion  of 
the  streets  or  highways  within  the  section  bounded  on  the 
north  by  Erie  avenue,  on  the  south  by  Snyder  avenue,

and  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  between 
the  hours  of  6  A.  M.  and  12  P.  M.,  faster  than  an  average 
of  nine  miles  per  hour,  and  in  the  districts  outside  of  said 
section,  not  faster  than  an  average  of  twelve  miles  per 
hour." 

Section  2.  "If  any  conductor,  motorman  or  other  agent 
of  such  railway  or  traction  company  permit  his  car  to  run 
faster  than  the  time  specified,  the  said  railway  or  traction 
company  employing  the  said  conductor,  motorman  or 
other  agent,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  $10,  to  be 
collected  as  such  penalties  are  now  collected  before  any 
magistrate. ' ' 

Act  of  March  22,  1887,  P.  L.,  8,  "To  provide  for  the 
incorporation  and  regulation  of  motor  power  companies 
for  operating  passenger  railway  companies  by  cables,  elec- 
trical or  other  means." 

This  Act  provides  that  corporations  may  be  formed  for 
the  construction  and  operation  of  motors  and  cables  and 
other  machinery  for  supplying  motor  power  to  passenger 
railways;  that  they  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  any 
street  upon  which  a  railway  now  is,  with  the  consent  of 
such  passenger  railway  company,  and  make,  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  motors,  cables  and  electrical  or  other 
appliances  and  the  necessary  apparatus  and  fixtures  as 
will  provide  for  the  traction  of  the  cars  of  such  passenger 
railway.  Provided  that  such  company  shall  be  subject  to 
municipal  regulations,  and  that  they  cannot  enter  upon 
streets  for  the  purposes  of  construction  until  the  consent 
of  Councils  is  duly  obtained. 

Act  of  March  21,  1887,  P.  L.,  13. 

"An  Act  to  limit  the  hours  of  labor  of  conductors, 
drivers,  and  employees  of  horse,  cable,  and  electrical  rail- 
ways. ' ' 

Section  1.  "That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act, 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  president.  Board  of  Directors, 
superintendent  or  other  agents  of  any  horse,  cable  and 
electric  railway  company  to  permit  or  suffer  any  con- 
ductor, driver  or  any  other  person  in  the  employ  of  any 
such  company,   to  work  more  than  twelve  hours  in  any 
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one  day  in  the  service  of  such  company;  Provided^  That 
all  necessary  labor,  over  and  above  the  time  set  by  this 
section,  shall  be  considered  overwork,  for  which  the  laborer 
shall  receive  additional  compensation. 

Section  2.  Any  president,  director,  or  other  officer  of 
snch  company,  who  shall  permit  or  suffer  any  conductor, 
driver,  or  other  person  in  the  employ  of  such  comjDany,  to 
W' ork  more  than  twelve  hours  in  any  one  day  in  the  service 
of  such  company,  except  as  provided  in  section  one,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof, 
shall  suffer  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor 
more  than  six  months. 

Section  3.  On  the  preliminary  trial  or  hearing  of  any 
such  president,  director,  or  other  officer  charged  with 
the  misdemeanor  aforesaid,  evidence  of  the  actual  service 
by  such  conductor,  driver,  or  any  other  employee  during 
more  than  twelve  hours  in  any  one  day,  shall  be  sufficient 
prima  facie  proof  of  such  permission  or  sufferance  by  such 
president,  director  or  other  officer;  Provided^  hoivever^ 
That  a  party  charged  with  such  offence  may  show,  in  his 
defence,  that  such  excessive  service  was  without  his 
knowledge,  permission  or  sufferance." 

Act  of  May  14,  1889,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  and  government  of  street  railway  com- 
panies in  this  Commonwealth. ' ' 

Act  of  May  15,  1895,  P.  L.,  63,  entitled  "An  Act 
authorizing  street  passenger  railway  companies,  whose  line 
or  lines  are  not  on  township  or  country  roads,  to  enter  into 
contracts  with  traction  or  motor  power  companies,  which 
contracts  may  provide  for  the  lease,  for  the  sale  and  for  the 
operation  of  all  and  any  part  of  their  property  and  fran- 
chises, and  for  the  construction  of  necessary  cables,  motors, 
apparatus  and  appliances  to  be  paid  for  by  mortgage  bonds 
and  otherwise." 

Act  approved  May  15,  1895,  P.  L.,  65,  entitled  "An 
Act  authorizing  traction  or  motor  power  companies  own-

sncli  different  companies,  and  to  riii>  cars  thereon  for  suck 
distances  and  in  such  directions  as  will  in  the  opinion  of 
the  operating  company  best  accommodate  public  travel." 

Act  of  May  21,  18D5,  P.  L.,  93,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  'An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incorpora- 
tion and  government  of  street  railway  companies  in  this 
Commonwealth,'  approved  the  fourteenth  day  of  May, 
A.  D.  1889,  increasing  the  length  of  the  tracks  of  other 
companies  that  may  be  used,  authorizing  the  carrying  and 
distribution  of  mails  of  the  United  States,  and  the  abandon- 
ment of  portions  of  street  railways."

Dear  Sir: — I  note  your  favor  of  ISTovemer  29th, 
wherein  you  ask: 

First.  A  Deed  of  Dedication  having  been  executed  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  a  street  which  is  not  plotted 
upon  the  City  plan,  and  subsequent  to  such  dedication 
an  ordinance  of  Councils  was  passed  authorizing  the  placing 
of  the  said  street  upon  the  City  plan,  does  the  Deed  of 
Dedication  become  operative  so  as  to  render  the  street  an 
open  public  street  before  the  same,  in  point  of  fact,  has 
been  placed  upon  the  public  plan  and  confirmed  by  the 
Board  of  Surveys  ? 

Second.  Could  the  city  authorities  collect  from  abutting 
owners  on  such  street,  the  cost  of  laying  water  pipe,  and 
enforce  that  collection  by  liens  against  the  property  ? 
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I  answer:  1st.  In  my  judgment,  until  all  the  formalities 
incident  to  the  placing  of  the  street  upon  the  City  plan 
have  been  complied  with,  the  street  is  not  a  public  street 
so  as  to  enable  collections  to  be  made  for  the  cost  of  laying 
water  and  gas  pipe. 

My  answer  to  this  question  also  embraces  a  reply  to 
your  second  question.  I  may  say,  however,  that  much 
depends  upon  the  various  incidents  surrounding  the  dedi- 
cation, and  the  conditions  of  the  various  conveyances 
made  along  the  line  of  the  street.  Of  course,  the  interests 
of  the  city  could  be  adequately  protected  as  regards  the 
charge  for  water  pipe,  etc.,  by  taking  a  bond  from  the 
property  owners  on  either  side,  conditioned  for  their 
prompt  payment  of  such  charges  for  such  water  pipe 
when  laid  by  the  city  authorities.  This  being  done,  I 
should  have  no  hesitancy  in  going  ahead.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  commumication  in 
reference  to  the  squaring  of  a  school  lot  at  Oak  Lane,  in 
the  Twenty-second  "Ward,  upon  which  is  erected  the 
"Elwood  Public  School."  You  say  that  it  is  impossible 
to  maintain  the  fences  owing  to  the  peculiar  character  of 
the  lines  of  the  lot,  and  desire  my  opinion  as  to  whether 
the  lot  can  be  squared,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  ad- 
jacent property  owners  are  willing  to  give  and  take  por- 
tions of  the  adjoining  property  to  that  end. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  I  have  ordered  an  examina- 
tion to  be  made  of  the  deed  of  this  property,  and  unless 
there  are  such  restrictions  binding  upon  the  city  as  to  the 
use  of  the  land  conveyed  and  set  forth  in  the  deed,  as 
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would  prevent  such  transfers  as  above  referred  to,  I  see  no 
leason  why  Councils  should  not  by  ordinance  direct  the 
squaring  of  the  property  lines  by  conveying  the  rear  of 
the  school  lot  in  exchange  for  the  land  bounding  the 
northwest  line  of  the  ground  occupied  by  the  school  build- 
ing, as  shown  by  the  sketch  shown  in  your  communication 
to  me,  the  value  of  the  plots  transferred  being  the  same.

Dear  Sir:  —  Keplying  to  your  letter  of  the  12th  inst., 
inquiring  the  opinion  of  this  department  as  to  whether  or 
not  City  Councils  have  authority  to  plot  a  public  square  or 
park  in  advance  of  and  independent  of  an  ordinance  con- 
demning and  taking  the  same  for  public  use,  I  would 
reply  that  I  know  of  no  authority  of  law  which  vests 
Councils  with  the  right  to  do  so. 

The  authority  for  the  condemnation  of  land  for  parks 
and  squares  is  given  by  Section  4  of  the  Act  of  May  13, 
1857,  page  489,  and  it  is  clearly  the  spirit  and  intention 
of  that  Act  that  the  taking  need  not  be  preceded  by  any 
such  formality  as  a  plotting  or  placing  upon  the  plan. 
It  may  not  be  out  of  place  in  this  connection  to  observe 
that  the  plotting  of  a  public  park  some  months  or  even 
years  in  advance  of  its  ultimate  condemnation,  works 
serious  injustice  in  many  instances  to  the  owner  of  the 
land  affected,  who  from  the  time  of  the  plotting  are  unable 
to  develop  it  or  to  derive  from  it  revenue  which  might 
flow  from  such  development.

wires  and  cables  over,  through  and  under  the  streets  of 
the  city, "and  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  bill  is  in  proper  shape  to  protect  the  city;  my  response 
is,  that  as  far  as  the  legal  form  thereof  is  concerned,  it 
complies  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  law.  As  to 
whether  the  city  is  protected  by  the  conditions  of  the 
ordinance,  I  would  suggest  to  you  that  the  Director  of 
Pubhc  Safety  and  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  can 
more  properly  inform  you,  as  they  are  thoroughly  familiar 
therewith. 

As  to  the  second  proposition,  relative  to  the  standing  of 
the  Drawbaugh  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  that 
is  a  matter  of  fact,  in  regard  to  which,  information  is 
probably  more  accessible  to  your  Committee  than  to  me, 
as  I  have  no  means  of  knowing  anything  in  regard  thereto.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  5th 
inst.    in  which  you  state  that  under  a  contract  with  the 
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Philadelphia  Steam  Heating  Company  for  heating  and 
ventilating  school  house  at  Thirtieth  and  Norris  streets, 
the  specifications  require  that  $8Y5.00  and  $700.00, 
respectively,  should  be  allowed  for  an  automatic  heat 
regulating  system  and  for  alterations  to  heat  flues.  You 
desire  me  to  advise  you  whether  ten  per  cent,  as  required 
by  the  contract,  should  be  retained  on  the  entire  amount  of 
the  contract,  or  whether  the  ten  per  centum  should  be 
retained  on  the  separate  items  as  above  named,  of  $875.00 
and  $700.00,  and  also  on  the  balance  of  the  contract. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  if  the  amounts  set  forth  for 
the  regulating  system  and  for  alterations  to  flues  are  a 
part  of  the  entire  contract,  the  sum  retained  under  the 
specifications  should  be  ten  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  the 
entire  contract  and  not  on  the  separate  items  thereof.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.,  enclosing 
resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Meehan  requesting  my  opinion 
as  to  the  plotting  of  streets,  etc. ,  received. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  has  power  under  the  Act  of 
April  2,  1855,  Section  4,  P.  L.,  264,  and  the  Act  of 
June  6,  1871,  Section  1,  P.  L.,  1353,  to  make  a  plan  of 
the  streets.  This  plotting  is  done  through  Councils  and 
the  Board  of  Surveyors.  Section  12  of  the  Act  ot  May 
16,  1891,  authorizes  every  municipalty  to  make  a  general 
plan  of  its  streets  and  allej^s.  The  plotting  is  a  separate 
and  distinct  act  from  that  of  opening,  and  under  the  law 
must  be  done  in  advance  of  the  opening.  A  property 
owner  is  not  entitled  to  claim  damages  by  reason  of  the 
plotting  of  the  street. 
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The  Act  of  December  27,  1871,  Section  3,  P.  L.,  1872, 
page  1390,  prevents  tlie  erection  of  any  buildings  npon  a 
plotted  street,  and  the  Act  of  1891,  above  referred  to, 
prevents  any  party  from  recovering  damages  for  any 
l3uilding  or  improvements  erected  on  a  street  after  its 
plotting. 

After  a  street  has  been  plotted,  Councils,  if  they  deem  it 
advisable,  may  open  the  same,  or  a  petition  may  be  filed 
in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  to  determine  whether  the 
jiublic  necessity  does  not  require  the  opening  of  the  said 
street.  The  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  can  order  the  open- 
ing of  a  street  if  the  public  necessity  requires  it.  The 
jurisdiction  of  the  Court  is  concurrent  with  that  of  Coun- 
cils as  to  the  opening  of  plotted  streets.

My  Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  20th  inst.,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  bid  of  William  Boles  for  leather  to  be  furnished 
your  Department  under  advertisement  of  December  25, 
'1895,  together  with  the  protests  of  Henry  J.  Rife,  E.  A. 
Landell,  Jr.,  and  Michael  Power,  received.  The  advertise- 
ment referred  to  contains  the  following  notice:  "Bids  from 
others  than  those  engaged  in  actual  business  in  the  general 
branches  herein  mentioned  will  not  be  entertained  or  con- 
sidered." 

The  ordinance  of  March  20,  1868,  Section  1,  (page  122 
of  Ordinances  of  1868)  provides  that  "Whenever  any 
contract  for  work,  labor,  or  materials  and  repairs  for  the 
Citv  of  Philadelphia  shall  hereafter  be  authorized  by 
Councils,  it  shall  be  made  a  condition  of  the  same  that  the 
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parties  shall  be  skilled  and  regularly  engaged  as  to  their 
proper  occupation,  trade  and  business  in  work,  labor,  and 
materials  and  repairs  required,  and  to  be  furnished  and  by 
the  contractor  performed;  and  that  the  contractor  in  person 
shall  superintend  his  own  work,  labor  and  repairs,  and  de- 
liver all  necessary  materials  to  the  city. ' ' 

E.  A.  Landell,  Jr.,  Henry  J,  Kife  and  Michael  Power, 
all  of  whom  are  regular  dealers  in  leather,  say  that  "William 
Boyle  is  not  engaged  in  that  business,  but  is  a  clerk  for 
the  firm  of  Stevenson  &  Brothers,  oil  dealers. 

You  also  state  that  you  have  ascertained  he  is  a  clerk  in 
the  employ  of  Stevenson  &  Brothers,  oil  dealers,  132  south 
Second  street,  under  a  salary,  but  that  Mr.  Boles  claims 
that  he  is  an  agent  for  the  supply  of  leather,  rubber,  belt- 
ing, etc.,  and  accompanying  your  communication  is  his 
card  designating  that  as  his  occupation. 

It  is  a  matter  for  you  to  determine  whether  a  bidder 
fulfills  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance  and  of  the  adver- 
tisement. The  fact  that  William  Boles  is  an  agent  for 
leather  supplies,  may  be  an  element  from  which  you  can 
determine  his  eligibility.

Dear  Sir: — As  there  seems  to  be  some  ambiguity  in 
ray  communication  to  you  under  date  of  December  17,  in 
answer  to  your  favor  of  the  5th  inst. ,  permit  me  to  say, 
that  what  was  meant  by  the  concluding  lines  thereof,  to 
wit,  that  "the  sum  retained  under  the  specifications  should 
"be  ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the  entire  conti'act,  and 
"not  on  the  separate  items  thereof,"  is,  that  should  the 
entire  contract  be  composed  of  sundry  sub-contracts,  that 
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Avhen  such  sub-contracts  should  be  paid,  ten  per  cent, 
should  be  retained  from  each  when  so  paid.  In  other 
words,  to  follow  this  thought  into  final  detail,  it  is  this. 
I  understand  the  Steam  Heating  Company  have  a  contract 
for  heating  and  ventilating  a  certain  school  house.  That 
under  this  contract  were  certain  sub-contracts,  one  for 
$875  and  the  other  for  $700.  The  two  latter,  I  am  in- 
formed, are  now  about  to  be  paid.  I  think  from  each  of 
them  should  be  retained  ten  per  cent. ,  and  from  the  bal- 
balance  dne  the  Steam  Heating  Company  should  also  be 
retained  ten  per  cent. 

This  seems  to  me  to  make  an  equitable  pro  rata  distribu- 
tion of  the  burden  borne  by  each  of  the  parties  respec- 
tively.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  in  reference  to  the 
Surveyors'  charge  for  curb  regulations  and  measurements, 
together  with  the  letters  of  Samuel  P.  Clevenger,  Esq., 
and  George  S.  Webster,  Esq.,  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor, received. 

The  charges  referred  to  are  those  made  by  the  Surveyor 
and  are  for  resetting  curb,  grading,  paving,  repaving  or 
repairing  sidewalks.  The  specifications  under  which  the 
work  is  done  provide  as  follows:  "The  contractor  shall  at 
his  own  expense  obtain  from  the  District  Surveyor  all 
necessary  stakes,  grades,  measurements  and  certificates." 

Mr.  Clevenger,  as  attorney  for  the  contractors,  claims 
that  in  1892  and  1893,  the  Surveyor's  charges  were  added 
13 
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to  the  bills  for  work  done  in  front  of  city  property,  and  in 
1894-,  some  of  the  Surveyors  certified  the  charges  and 
others  did  not,  and  that  this  year,  under  the  direction  of 
your  Department,  the  Surveyors  refuse  to  add  these  charges 
to  the  bills. 

It  appears  from  the  letter  of  the  Chief  Engineer  that  the 
ordinance  of  April  6,  1892  (Ordinances  '92,  p.  137)  has 
been  construed  by  the  Department  to  apply  particularly 
to  work  done  and  chargeable  to  private  property  owners, 
and  not  to  the  case  of  work  done  in  front  of  city  property, 
and  that  he,  under  instructions  from  Director  Windrim, 
wrote  to  the  District  Surveyors  on  July  5,  1891,  as  fol- 
lows: "Director  Windrim  has  instructed  me  to  notify  you 
that  the  city  contractors  for  furnishing  and  setting  curved 
curb  at  street  intersections  must  pay  the  charges  of  the 
District  Surveyors  for  the  necessary  stakes  in  accordance 
with  the  clause  in  the  specifications  which  reads  as  follows: 
'The  contractor  shall  at  his  own  expense  obtain  from  the 
District  Surveyor  all  necessary  stakes,  grades,  measure- 
ments and  surveys.'  " 

You  request  me  to  advise  you  whether  the  Department 
is  right  in  requiring  the  city  contractors  to  pay  the  charges 
of  the  District  Surveyor  for  the  necessary  stakes  and 
grades  for  work  under  their  contract,  as  required  in  the 
specifications  of  Section  6,  etc. 

The  ordinance  of  April  6,  1892,  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
to  provide  that  charges  for  curb  regulations  and  measure- 
ments in  rejDairing  footways  under  direction  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be  placed  upon  the  bills  for  such 
work  as  part  of  the  cost  and  expense"  provides  as  follows: 

Section  1.  ^'•The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  whenever  upon  any  highway 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  any  curbstone  shall  be  set  or 
reset  or  any  footway  shall  be  graded,  paved,  repaved  or 
repaired  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  all  the  charges  or  items  of  curb  regulation 
and  measurement  shall  be  included  in  the  bill  or  bills  for 
the  cost  and  expense  of  any  such  work,  and  shall  be  col- 
lected as  a  part  of  such  bill  or  bills  as  provided  by  existing 
laws  and  ordinances.  All  ordinaaces  or  parts  of  ordin- 
ances inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  are  hereby  repealed." 
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This  ordinance  appears  to  refer  to  all  bills  for  the  cost  and 
expense  of  resetting,  curbing,  grading,  paving,  repaying  or 
repairing  footways.  It  does  not  make  any  distinction  be- 
tween tlie  property  of  tlie  city  and  that  of  individuals. 
The  portion  of  the  ordinance  which  refers  to  the  cost  of 
the  survey  charges  being  "collected  as  part  of  such  bill  or 
bills  as  provided  by  existing  laws  and  ordinances, ' '  might 
incline  to  the  construction  put  upon  it  by  the  Department, 
but  before  a  difference  should  be  made  as  to  city  property 
or  that  of  an  individual,  it  should  be  more  clearly  set  forth 
as  being  the  intention  of  Councils. 

The  provision  in  the  specifications,  taken  in  connection 
with  the  ordinance  of  April  6,  1892,  would  incline  a  con- 
tractor when  he  bid  to  believe  that  while  he  was  required 
in  the  first  place  to  pay  the  cost  of  stakes,  etc.,  he  would 
be  entitled  to  recover  the  same  as  a  part  of  the  expense  of 
the  improvement.  It  is  true  and  admitted  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  that  as  to  private  property,  or  the  property  of 
individual  owners,  the  cost  of  the  stakes,  etc. ,  is  added  to 
the  bills  and  is  paid  as  a  part  thereof.  There  is  no  reason 
why  the  same  rule  should  not  apply  to  city  property. 

Councils,  of  course,  could  have  made  a  different  regula- 
tion as  to  city  property  from  that  of  an  individual,  and 
your  specifications  could  have  required  that  in  the  case  of 
city  property,  the  cost  of  the  stakes,  etc.,  should  not  be 
added  to  the  bills,  but  neither  the  ordinance  nor  the  specifi- 
cations make  any  such  regulation.  The  practice  of  the 
Surveyors  also  show  considerable  doubt  as  to  this  matter, 
and  as  it  was  in  the  power  of  Councils,  and  of  your  Depart- 
ment in  its  specifications  to  provide  specifically  for  it  and 
make  it  clear,  I  am  of  opinion  that  under  the  ordinance 
and  specifications,  and  in  view  of  the  justice  of  the  con- 
tractors' claim,  that  while  your  Department  is  right  in  com- 
pelling the  contractor  to  pay  the  cost  and  expenses  of  the 
stakes,  etc.,  still  he  should  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
amount  back  by  being  added  to  his  bill,  whether  it  be 
the  property  of  an  individual  or  that  of  the  city.
